Mayor 
Hynes. 


ANNUAL    ADDRESS     OF     HON.     .JOHN    B. 
HYNES,  MAYOR   OF   BOSTON. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

By  tradition,  this  annual  address,  coming  at 
the  halfway  point  in  my  administration  as  Mayor 
of  Boston,  is  devoted  to  a  report  of  what  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  year  just  ended,  and  an 
outline  of  the  plans  it  is  proposed  to  undertake  in 
this  year  which  has  just  begun. 

In  the  space  of  a  single  year,  the  major  problem 
of  our  city,  as  a  result  of  the  critical  developments  in 
world  conditions,  has  changed  from  one  of  post- 
war planning  to  one  of  preparing  to  meet  the  threat 
of  another  war,  and  to  setting  up  safeguards  for  the 
protection  of  the  lives  of  our  citizens  in  the  event 
of  enemy  attack. 

Our  ordinary  problems  have  been  overshadowed 
by  the  emergency  confronting  our  nation,  and  by 
the  danger  to  our  freedom  and  our  way  of  life. 

To  a  very  great  extent  the  course  of  our  city  in 
this  year  of  19.51  will  be  shaped  by  events  and 
developments  far  beyond  our  control.  Our  first 
responsibility  will  be  to  cooperate  to  the  fullest 
possible  extent  in  the  national  defense  program , 
That,  of  course,  is  a  duty  which  transcends  all 
other  obligations. 

Whether  we  can  carry  forward  all  the  plans 
which  ordinarily  would  be  undertaken  this  year 
will  depend  on  the  demands  the  defense  program 
makes  upon  us  in  the  matter  of  funds,  materials, 
and  manpower. 

These  are  difficult  times,  fraught  with  uncer- 
tainty, and  it  would  be  foolhardy  at  this  point  for 
anyone  to  forecast  what  the  future  has  in  store  for 
us.  Our  city,  come  what  may,  must  be  prepared 
to  discharge  its  full  responsibility  in  any  crisis 
which  may  confront  us  as  a  nation. 

In  giving  an  account  of  my  stewardship  during 
my  first  year  as  Mayor  of  Boston,  it  should  be 
pointed  out  that  the  results  of  many  of  my  efforts 
are  not  readily  discernible. 

Because  of  the  spending  policies  of  the  previous 
administration,  and  the  condition  in  which  the 
city's  finances  were  left,  we  were  in  no  position 
during  the  past  year  to  spend  money  for  anything 
but  the  most  essential  purposes,  and,  indeed,  we 
are  still  coping  with  a  legacy  of  staggering,  in- 
herited debts. 

A  large  part  of  my  energy  has  been  directed  to 
placing  the  city  on  a  sounder  and  stronger  financial 
footing,  a  task  that  has  been  far  from  easy  because 
of  the  commitments  made  prior  to  my  administra- 
tion, and  because  we  are,  and  will  be,  paying  off 
old  debts  for  a  long  time  to  come. 


Public  iinprnvemonts  proposed  during  the  year 
were  considered  in  the  light  of  the  city's  financial 
condition  and  the  strain  they  would  impose  upon 
the  already  heavily  burdened  taxpayers. 

Despite  the  handicaps  under  which  we  have 
worked,  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  in  the 
space  of  a  single  year.  In  my  inaugural  just  a  year 
ago  today,  I  stated  that  aside  from  the  city's  finan- 
cial condition  the  two  problems  to  which  I  would 
give  my  greatest  attention  were  housing  and  traffic. 

Housing. 

Our  housing  shortage  is  in  the  process  of  being 
overcome.  Homes  for  48.5  families  of  veterans 
were  provided  in  five  housing  developments  com- 
pleted and  occupied  during  l'J.50. 

Four  big  developments  now  in  process  of  con- 
struction in  the  South  End.  Brighton,  RosUndale, 
and  Hyde  Park  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  during 
1951  and  will  accommodate  1,646  families. 

Work  is  .scheduled  to  start  very  soon  on  a  project 
at  Orient  Heights,  East  Boston,  which  will  contain 
3.54  dwelling  units. 

In  the  planning  stage  are  four  proposed  develop- 
ments with  accommodations  for  1,4.51  apartments, 
financed  with  state  credit,  and  six  developments 
to  be  built  with  federal  funds,  to  provide  4,124 
apartments. 

How  many  of  those  projects  now  being  planned 
will  actually  be  built  in  1951  will  depend  on  whether 
federal  restrictions  are  placed  on  building  ma- 
terials. 

Plans  have  been  laimched  to  provide  new  homes 
for  the  families  of  veterans  now  quartered  in  tem- 
porary dwellings  in  Dorchester  and  South  Boston. 
It  was  not  originally  intended  that  tho.se  units 
should  serve  more  than  a  brief  emergency  period. 
In  some  respects  they  are  unsuited  to  withstand 
our  unpredictable  winters,  and  the  expense  in- 
volved in  making  the  repairs  and  renovations 
necessary  to  extend  their  use  cannot  be  entirely 
justified.  I  am  hopeful  that  the  families  now 
housed  in  the  temporary  developments  will  be 
transferred  to  more  comfortable  quarters  before 
another  winter. 

Parking  and  Traffic. 

Satisfactory  progress  can  be  reported  in  the 
city's  off-street  parking  program  intended  to 
remove  automobiles  from  our  heavily  traveled  and 
tightly  congested  downtown  streets.  To  provide 
the  parking  facilities  which  will  be  needed  to  cope 
with  this  critical  problem  a  bill  has  been  filed  for 
the  consideration  of  the  incoming  Legislature 
asking  authorization  to  float  a  second  $5,000,000 
bond  issue.  Such  a  loan  would  be  retired  with 
the  funds  realized  from  the  operation  of  the  pro- 
posed garages  and  will  not  place  any  additional 
financial  burden  upon  the  taxpayers  of  our  city. 

Construction  of  the  first  garage  built  under  our 
off-street  parking  program  was  completed  during 
the  past  year.  Located  at  Lincoln  and  Essex 
streets,  it  provides  accommodations  for  360  auto- 
mobiles, and  with  the  normal  turnover  takes  a 
much  larger  number  of  cars  off  the  street  in  the 
course  of  a  day.  The  city  receives  a  minimum  of 
$52,000  per  year  for  the  rental  of  that  garage,  or 
50  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts,  depending  on 
which  amount  is  greater.  A  schedule  of  reasonable 
rates  was  fixed  for  the  purpose  of  attracting 
motorists,  and  particularly  shoppers,  who  can  park 
their  cars  for  two  hours  for  a  30-cent  payment. 

Plans  have  been  completed  for  the  erection  of  a 
second  garage  at  Winthrop  square,  where  two 
floors  will  be  below  ground  and  one  above  it,  with 
a  landscaped  roof,  and  the  Real  Estate  Board 
now  is  preparing  to  advertise  for  bids  for  this 
facility. 

An  area  of  60,000  square  feet  of  land  recently 
was  acquired  in  the  district  bounded  by  Congress, 
Milk,  Pearl,  and  Franklin  streets,  and  plans  are 
being  drafted  for  the  construction  of  a  garage  on 
this  site  with  spaces  for  700  cars. 

To  provide  needed  parking  facilities  in  the 
Copley  Square  section  of  the  Back  Bay,  the  Real 
Estate  Commission  has  just  taken  by  eminent 
domain  54,800  square  feet  of  land  bounded  by 
St.  .Tames  avenue,  Arlington,  Clarendon,  and 
Berkeley  streets,  where  it  is  intended  to  build  a 
garage  which  will  accommodate  600  automobiles. 

Not  only  has  the  original  $5,000,000  authorized 
by  the  Legislature  been  entirely  allocated,  but 
plans  are  in  readiness,  if  permission  is  granted  by 
the  General  Court,  for  floating  a  further  bond  issue. 

To  discourage  all-day  parking,  3,200  additional 
parking  meters  were  installed  during  the  year  ia 
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areas  where  traffic  studies  indicated  an  improve- 
ment in  the  general  parking  picture  would  result. 

A  number  of  changes  in  the  downtown  traffic 
pattern  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  Traffic 
Commission  with  a  view  to  lessening  the  congestion 
and  speeding  up  the  flow  of  automobile  travel. 
One  of  the  most  notable  of  these  was  the  establish- 
ment of  a  huge,  rotary-like  flow  of  travel  around 
the  Public  Garden. 

It  hardly  needs  to  be  stated  that  many  of 
Boston's  most  heavily  used  thoroughfares,  particu- 
larly those  in  the  older  sections  of  the  city,  were 
not  designed  to  accommodate  the  tremendous 
present-day  load  of  traffic.  But,  it  is  obviously 
impossible  to  remake  the  face  of  the  city,  and  we 
liave  undertaken  to  meet  this  problem  realistically, 
appreciating  that  if  Boston  is  to  survive  as  a  great 
city  and  go  ahead  it  must  provide  for  the  auto- 
mobile, and  not  be  choked  by  it. 

The  parking  and  traffic  problem  which  seemed 
almost  hopeless  a  year  or  two  ago  now  appears 
nearer  solution.  When  our  off-street  parking 
program  is  completed  and  the  underground  garage 
is  built  beneath  Boston  Common,  we  will  have 
provided  the  parking  facilities  needed  to  clear  our 
streets  of  cars,  which,  for  lack  of  such  facilities, 
now  impede  the  flow  of  travel. 

In  addition,  means  will  be  provided  to  get  in  and 
out  of  the  city  without  loss  of  time.  The  new 
Storrow  Parkway  along  the  Charles  River  in  the 
Back  Bay,  a  part  of  which  is  already  open  to  the 
public,  will  be  a  great  boon  to  Boston.  Two 
contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the  construction 
of  the  first  phase  of  the  long-awaited  central  artery 
across  the  downtown  district  which,  in  time,  will 
take  through  traffic  off  our  intown  streets. 

May  I,  at  this  point,  on  behalf  of  the  people  of 
Boston,  express  my  thanks  to  His  Excellency, 
Governor  Paul  A.  Dever,  and  the  State  Admin- 
istration, for  recognizing  our  major  traffic  problem 
and  for  cooperating  with  municipal  officials  to 
overcome  it,  by  the  construction  of  traffic  arteries 
in  our  city  which  will  cost  in  the  vicinity  of 
.$75,000,000,  a  sum  of  money  which  the  city  govern- 
ment, of,  and  by  itself,  could  not  possibly  afford 
to  spend. 

Civilian  Defense. 

Perhaps  our  most  solemn  responsibility  as  elected 
officials  of  this  city  is  to  establish  every  possible 
safeguard  and  precaution  for  the  protection  of  the 
lives  of  our  civiUan  population  in  the  event  of 
enemy  attack.  Whether  such  an  attack  ever  will 
come  is  beyond  our  power  to  predict.  We  all  pray 
that  it  will  not,  and  that  our  efforts  in  this  direction 
will  be  unnecessary. 

But,  it  would  be  negligence  on  our  part  to  dis- 
regard the  state  of  emergency  recently  declared  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  Commonwealth,  or  to  fail  to  take  any 
measure  that  would  afford  safety  for  our  citizens  if 
war  comes  and  our  city  should  be  subjected  to 
attack  from  the  air. 

Boston  has  been  designated  by  the  military  as 
one  of  the  nation's  critical  areas,  as  one  of  the 
targets  at  which  an  enemy  raid  might  be  directed 
in  time  of  war. 

We  have  followed  the  leadership  of  Governor 
Dever,  and  are  now  in  the  process  of  setting  up  as 
complete  a  civiUan  defense  program  as  possible. 
How  expensive  it  may  be  I  am  unable  to  state,  be- 
cause I  do  not  know  what  problems  we  may  face 
tomorrow,  next  week,  or  next  month. 

"To  the  very  best  of  our  ability  we  will  be  pre- 
pared for  any  eventuality,  and  with  the  help  of  the 
state  and  national  government  everything  within 
our  power  will  be  done  to  safeguard  the  lives  of  our 
men,  women,  and  children. 

During  the  year  a  Director  of  CiviUan  Defense 
was  appointed  and  an  Advisory  Council  on  Civilian 
Defense  created.  The  director  is  now  in  the 
process  of  establishing  an  efficient  working  organi- 
zation that  could  be  pressed  into  service  promptly 
in  the  event  of  an  emergencj'.  Thousands  of 
volunteers  are  being  enrolled  as  auxiliary  police 
and  firemen  and  for  other  vital  work.  Our  air 
raid  sirens  are  being  rehabilitated  and  other  ma- 
chinery put  into  working  order. 

This  added  acti\'ity  may  well  place  a  heavy 
strain  upon  our  city  treasury,  but  I  am  sure  that 
the  people  of  Boston  will  agree  that  we  have  no 
alternative  and  no  choice  but  to  go  ahead  mth  the 
program  we  have  started.  If  war  should  come,  I 
believe  our  city  wiU  have  one  of  the  most  efficient 
civilian  defense  setups  of  any  municipality  in  the 
country. 


Public  Wokks  Department. 

Some  of  the  most  gratifying  accomplishments 
during  the  first  year  of  my  administration  as  Mayor 
have  been  achieved  in  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment. 

One  of  my  pledges  a  year  ago  was  that  I  would 
endeavor  in  every  possible  way  to  obtain  a  full 
dollar  of  value  for  each  dollar  spent  of  the  people's 
money. 

Despite  the  upward  trend  in  the  cost  of  most 
phases  of  city  government,  we  have  been  able  to 
reduce  the  expense  of  some  municipal  activities 
without  lowering  in  any  way  the  standard  of 
service  performed  for  the  people  of  Boston. 

A  specific  example  is  the  fact  that  the  total  cost 
of  the  contracts  recently  awarded  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  rubbish  and  refuse  during  1951  was 
819.3,368  less  than  the  expense  of  the  similar  con- 
tracts executed  a  little  over  a  year  ago  by  the  pre- 
vious administration,  this  despite  the  fact  that  the 
contractors  wiU  be  required  to  pay  12  cents  more 
per  hour  for  their  labor  this  year  than  they  did  in 
19.50. 

One  of  my  first  steps  after  taking  office  a  j'ear 
ago  was  to  renegotiate  these  contracts  and  secure  a 
saving  of  867,406  for  our  taxpayers.  A  further 
reduction  has  been  realized  for  this  year.  In 
addition,  we  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
a  concern  which  will  pay  the  city  836,000  a  year  for 
garbage,  which  in  the  past  the  city  paid  to  have 
liauled  domi  the  harbor  in  scows. 

Those  are  among  the  steps  which  have  helped  to 
achieve  a  more  efficient  and  economical  manage- 
ment of  the  city's  affairs  even  though,  unfortu- 
nately, they  are  not  reflected  in  a  lower  tax  rate. 

The  monopoly  maintained  for  years  by  a  small 
group  of  contractors  in  the  rubbish-collection  work 
has  been  broken  by  the  award  of  contracts  to  two 
companies  which  have  not  hitherto  performed  this 
work,  but  which  seem  qualified  to  render  proper 
service  to  the  public  and  at  a  lower  price  than  was 
paid  lastyear.  That  should  lead  to  more  spirited 
competition  in  the  future  which  will  enure  to  the 
city's  benefit. 

To  meet  the  problem  created  by  the  shortage  of 
land  dumps  and  the  fact  that  in  some  districts  of 
the  city  the  only  dumps  available  are  owned  or 
controlled  by  private  contracting  companies,  a 
complete  study  of  the  disposal  problem  is  now 
being  made  by  a  leading  firm  of  consulting  en- 
gineers, and  its  report  will  serve  to  guide  our 
fut\ire  activ-ities  in  this  direction. 

EarUer  this  year,  it  was  reported  to  me  by  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission  that  in  1949  certain 
contractors  had  been  paid  many  thousands  of 
dollars  by  the  city  for  highway  construction  work 
which  they  did  not  perform.  The  alleged  viola- 
tions occurred  prior  to  my  administration. 

Court  action  has  been  started  by  the  City  Law 
Department  to  recover  any  moneys  which  should 
be  returned  to  the  city  for  work  not  performed, 
and  safeguards  have  been  instituted  by  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  to  assure  that  all  such  work 
is  now  done  in  accordance  ^\nth  contract  specifica- 
tions and  that  the  city  gets  full  value  for  its  money. 

An  Automotive  Division  has  been  set  up  in  the 
Public  Works  Department,  making  possible  closer 
control  and  more  efficient  use  of  our  motor  equip- 
ment and  reducing  losses  of  equipment  and  parts. 

A  saving  of  at  least  8100,000  a  year  will  be 
realized  in  due  time  from  the  introduction  of  a 
mobile  patrol  to  replace  the  old  system  of  haxnng 
watchmen  assigned  to  the  various  district  yards. 

The  Water  Di\-ision,  operated  in  a  highly  efficient 
manner,  will  show  a  surplus  for  the  year  of  about 
$350,000,  according  to  estimates. 

A  progressive  improvement  in  our  street  lighting 
has  been  accomplished,  which  should  result  in 
fewer  accidents  to  pedestrians,  and  serve  to  reduce 
crime  on  poorly  illuminated  streets.  A  total  of 
1,200  old-fashioned  gas  lamps  were  replaced  by 
electric  lights,  representing  the  biggest  change  of 
its  kind  ei'er  effecfed  in  a  single  year.  Carrying 
this  program  further,  it  is  planned  to  replace  an 
additional  1,500  lamps  this  year. 

A  large  number  of  our  streets  were  resurfaced  or 
rebuilt.  Six  of  the  biggest  projects  were  financed 
jointly  by  the  city  and  the  state,  with  each  paying 
half  the  expense.  Four  miles  of  downtown  streets 
were  resurfaced,  the  work  being  done  at  night  and 
over  week  ends,  in  order  to  avoid  inconvenience  to 
shoppers  and  motorists. 

We  were  successful  in  our  efforts  to  have  the 
Meridian  Street  Bridge  classified  as  part  of  a 
federal  route.  This  wSl  mean  that  the  $3,000,000 
expense  of  building  a  new  span  will  be  divided 
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between  the  state,  city,  and  federal  government, 
with  a  resulting  saving  of  $2,000,000  for  the  people 
of  Boston. 

Health  and  Hospital  Departments. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Health  Department 
was  reorganized  by  ordinance,  suKstantially  as 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Commission  survey. 

A  new  Health  Unit  was  opened  on  Blue  Hill 
avenue,  opposite  Franklin  Field,  the  ninth  in  the 
series  of  such  units  in  our  city. 

It  is  notable  that  in  19.50  the  death  rate  was  the 
lowest  in  the  history  of  the  city,  and  particularly 
significant  i.s  the  fact  that  infants'  deaths  and 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  the  lowest  ever 
recorded.  This  is  an  achievement  to  which  our 
Health  Department,  and  our  city,  may  point  with 
pride. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  in 
the  City  Hospital  during  the  year  just  passed. 

A  new  Diabetic  Clinic  has  been  established. 

A  modern  Dental  Clinic  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  has  been  built. 

An  addition  to  the  Medical  Building,  and  an 
addition  to  the  Dowling  Building  are  now  in 
process  of  construction,  at  a  combined  cost  of 
close  to  $400,000. 

A  new  chapel  for  Protestant  worshippers  was 
built  and  opened  during  the  year,  and  a  similar 
chapel  for  Jewish  worshippers  will  be  built  and 
opened  during  1951. 

In  process,  now,  is  the  installation  of  a  modern 
business  system,  by  a  recognized  expert  in  this 
field,  which,  when  completed,  will  result  in  greater 
efficiency  and  the  saving  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  annually. 

The  City  Hospital,  one  of  the  best  institutions 
of  its  kind  in  the  world,  has  been,  and  will  be  kept 
at  the  full  maximum  of  efficiency  and  service  for 
the  benefit  of  the  sick  and  ailing  of  our  city. 

A  major  improvement  of  far-reaching  effect  was 
commenced  this  year  in  the  building  of  a  viaduct 
connecting  Long  Island  in  Boston  Harbor  with  the 
mainland  at  a  cost  of  82,600,000. 

This  will  make  possible  improved  medical  care 
for  the  chronic  sick  and  the  aged  at  Long  Island 
Hospital.  Medical  and  surgical  specialists  will  be 
able  to  visit  the  institution  without  the  present  loss 
of  time  involved  in  the  boat  trip. 

It  will  enable  the  Hospital  to  secure  a  Class  A 
rating. 

The  new  bridge  will  offer  many  other  advantages. 
It  will  permit  the  services  of  a  functioning  medical 
advisory  staff.  It  will  make  the  Hospital  easily 
accessible  for  visitors,  for  employees,  and  for  deliv- 
eries of  goods.  It  will  mean  a  substantial  saving 
in  Hospital  costs,  and  it  will,  in  all  probabilit.v, 
result  in  the  development  of  the  Hospital  facilities 
at  Long  Island,  to  meet  the  growing  need  for  such 
facilities  for  those  of  advanced  age,  and  those 
afflicted  with  chronic  ailments. 

Park  Department. 

During  1950,  a  new  playground  was  constructed 
on  city-owned  land  at  Gallivan  Boulevard  and 
Washington  street,  Dorchester,  to  meet  recreational 
needs  in  this  fast  growing  section  of  our  city. 

A  significant  improvement  in  this  department 
was  the  establishment  of  a  small  tots'  play  space 
at  Harrison  avenue,  adjacent  to  the  Cathedral. 
Two  additional  play  areas  will  be  created  during 
the  year  in  the  highly  congested  West  Knd  section 
of  the  city. 

The  Barry  Playground  in  Charlestown,  virtually 
useless  after  the  construction  of  the  Mystic  River 
Bridge,  has  been  reconstructed  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
matel.v  $60,000.  Additional  improvements  are  in 
view  in  conjunction  with  this  playground,  and 
efforts  will  be  made  to  provide  further  playground 
facilities  in  the  Charlestown  area. 

Tennis  courts  were  constructed  and  other  im- 
provements made  to  the  Carter  Playground  in  the 
Roxbury  district,  making  this  playground  useful 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years. 

Fire  and  Building  Departments. 

A  new  fire  station  was  opened  during  the  past 
year  in  the  Orient  Heights  section  of  East  Boston, 
providing  long-needed  additional  protection  for  the 
people  of  that  district.  It  was  placed  in  use  on 
November  15. 

The  new  Fire  Headquarters  and  Maintenance 
Garage  Building,  now  under  construction  on 
Southampton  street,  will  be  completed  and 
occupied  during  the  coming  summer. 


Despite  the  stringency  in  building  materials  in 
the  latter  part  of  1950,  because  of  the  national 
emergency,  the  year  just  closed  was  the  best  year 
in  the  history  of  the  Building  Department.  The 
volume  of  construction,  the  number  of  units 
erected,  and  the  amount  of  renovations  reached 
higher  levels  than  ever  before. 

Boston  is  not  dying.  In  spite  of  decentralization, 
it  is  still  a  vigorous,  growing  city,  with  new  oppor- 
tunities constantly  arising. 

City  Planning. 

During  the  past  year,  the  City  Planning  Board 
has  been  extremely  active. 

It  has  devoted  much  of  its  time  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  master  plan  for  the  city,  which,  in  pre- 
liminary form,  mil  shortly  be  ready  for  distribution. 

This  plan  will  give,  for  the  first  time,  a  frame- 
work which  will  guide  the  city's  future  growth.  It 
will  include  a  survey  of  the  economic  base  of  the 
city;  a  study  of  residential  uses;  the  location  of 
redevelopment  areas  with  population  prognostica- 
tions; a  transportation  plan,  and  the  future  need 
for  schools  and  recreational  facilities. 

In  addition  to  this  master  plan,  the  Board  is 
developing  a  capital  improvement  program  which 
will  set  forth  the  needs  of  the  city  for  the  next  six 
years. 

When  these  plans  and  programs  are  completed, 
we  will  have  a  workable  design  of  great  value  not 
only  to  the  city  government  itself  but  to  those  who 
desire  to  invest  in  the  future  of  our  city. 

A  bill  filed  in  the  Legislature  will  expand  the 
power  and  authority  of  the  City  Planning  Board. 
For  years,  Boston  has  lagged  behind  in  this  most 
important  function  of  municipal  government,  with 
the  consequence  that  our  city  has  not  developed 
with  any  real  thought  of  the  future. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  a  vigorous,  well- 
organized,  competently  staffed  Planning  Board 
can  be,  and  should  be,  one  of  the  chief  assets  of 
our  city. 

Conventions,  etc. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  fifty  was  the  best  con- 
vention year  in  the  history  of  the  city.  Boston, 
in  my  opinion,  has  never  fully  taken  advantage  of 
its  potentialities  as  one  of  the  most  attractive 
meeting  places  in  our  country.  It  is^  my  hope, 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Convention  Bureau 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  to  bring  more  con- 
ventions to  our  city,  not  alone  for  the  increased 
business  which  results  from  them,  but  also  to 
impress  upon  our  visitors  the  various  charms  and 
advantages  which  make  Boston  unique  among  the 
large  cities  in  America. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  wise,  in  my  opinion,  to 
build  a  suitable  and  modern  auditorium  of  reason- 
able size  which  can  be  utilized,  not  only  for  con- 
ventions, but  for  meetings  of  various  organizations. 

Such  an  auditorium,  now  a  recognized  utility  in 
most  large  cities,  is  the  subject  matter  of  a  bill  I 
have  submitted  to  the  Legislature.  If  that  Body 
gives  authorization,  the  auditorium  will  be  built, 
provided,  of  course,  there  is  an  alleviation  in  the 
present  state  of  national  emergency. 

During  1950,  and  acting  in  concert  with  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  a  Clean-Up,  and  Boston 
Jubilee  Week  was  eminently  successful  and  served 
to  emphasize  once  again  the  fundamental  appeal 
which  Boston  has  for  people  all  over  our  nation. 
It  obtained  for  us  a  vast  amount  of  national 
good  will. 

The  Christmas  Festival,  continuing  until 
.January  6,  marks  one  of  the  brightest  periods  in 
the  modern  history  of  our  city. 

For  the  first  time,  the  main  shopping  streets  of 
the  downtown  area,  and  many  of  the  city's 
scattered  shopping  areas  were  decorated  and 
illuminated  for  the  Christmas  season. 

The  Boston  Common  and  Public  Garden  were 
the  locations  for  displays  in  keeping  with  the 
spiritual  significance  of  Christmas.  For  five  full 
weeks,  choral  groups,  representing  almost  every 
element  in  Boston,  gave  freely  of  their  time  and 
talent  to  make  this  past  Christmas  Season  one  to 
be  long  remembered  by  our  citizens.  So  successful 
was  our  first  Christmas  Festival,  made  possible 
through  the  generous  contributions  and  help  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Retail  Trade  Board, 
and  various  interested  individuals,  that  I  recom- 
mend it  become  an  annual  institution,  on  even  a 
broader  scale,  in  our  city. 

Boston  Common  Garage. 
The  proposed  garage  under  Boston  Common,  to 
be  used  as  a  bomb  shelter  in  times  of  grave  danger. 
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will  be  built  by  private  enterprise,  as  called  for 
under  existing  law,  as  soon  as  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation  gives  final  approval  to  the 
loan  for  its  construction.  I  am  hopeful  that  this 
approval  will  be  forthcoming  shortly,  so  that  this 
dual-purpose  facility  may  become  an  actuality 
rather  than  a  dream. 

Legislation. 
Last  year,  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  gave 
approval  to  all  but  one  of  the  bills  submitted  by  the 
city.  It  is  my  hope  that  this  year  the  Legislature 
will  give  the  same  studious  attention  and  cooper- 
ative action  to  the  several  bills  affecting  our  city 
which  have  been  filed.  Because  of  the  financial 
problems  already  confronting  the  city,  it  is  essen- 
tial that  no  bills  which  entail  the  expenditure  of 
additional  moneys  by  the  city  be  passed  without 
ample  consideration  and  without  providing  for 
subsequent  approval  by  responsible  municipal 
authorities. 

School  Department. 

Various  bills  have  been  submitted  to  the  Legis- 
lature by  school  officials,  agencies,  and  alliances 
which,  if  enacted  into  law,  would  necessitate  tax 
rate  increases  ranging  from  at  least  SI. 00  to  as  high 
as  $3.00.  The  purpose  of  these  proposed  bills  is 
increased  compensation  for  teachers,  larger  num- 
bers of  custodial  personnel,  etc.  I  have  not  had 
the  time  to  consider  the  merits  of  the  proposals 
involved  in  this  legislation,  but  I  feel  it  necessary 
to  point  out  that  further  increases  in  school  appro- 
priations would  hardly  seem  warranted  at  this 
time,  when  there  has  been  no  material  increase  in 
enrollment  in  our  public  schools,  and  when  there 
are  thousands  of  empty  desks  and  seats  in  existing 
school  buildings.  In  the  absence  of  any  healthy 
and  positive  expansion  in  our  school  system,  it 
is  difficult  to  comprehend  the  necessity  for  en- 
larging for  the  third  consecutive  year  the  appro- 
Ijriating  power  of  the  School  Committee. 

Real  Estate  Valuations. 

The  main  source  of  the  city's  income  is  the  levy 
on  real  estate.  Consequently,  the  owners  of  real 
property  bear  the  heaviest  load  when  the  tax  rate 
is  high,  or  when  the  valuation  placed  on  property 
is  high. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  equitably  value  each  piece  of 
property  in  our  city,  but  that  cannot  be  accom- 
plished in  the  period  of  one,  or  even  two  years. 

Some  of  the  larger  properties  in  our  city  have 
been  overvalued  for  many  years,  because  by  such 
a  procedure,  a  false  tax  rate  could  be  arrived  at. 
This  resulted  in  a  flood  of  abatements  each  year, 
and  also  made  possible  a  profitable  field  for  cer- 
tain individuals  who  specialized  in  soliciting  for 
tax  abatements. 

The  intent  of  our  assessors  is  to  stabilize  and 
equalize  property  values;  to  mal<e  fair  adjusts 
ments  where  values  are  palpably  high;  to  dis- 
courage tax  abatement  solicitation,  and  to  bring 
order  out  of  a  situation,  which,  to  say  the  least, 
has  been  chaotic  for  years. 

A  start  has  been  made  toward  stabilizing  prop- 
erty valuations. 

To  eliminate  inequities,  the  Board  of  Assessors 
in  the  year  just  ended  granted  tax  abatements 
totahng  .$4,397,464.  This  is  contrasted  with 
$12,289,609  refunded  in  1949  under  the  previous 
administration. 

Of  the  abatements  allowed  during  the  past  year, 
$1,438,540  was  on  the  1950  tax  levy.  Here  again 
we  may  compare  that  figure  with  the  $5,500,000 
which  was  refunded  in  1949  on  the  current  levy 
of  that  year. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  foresee  future  trends 
in  the  real  estate  market  or  to  predict  what  con- 
ditions may  arise  by  reason  of  the  international 
situation,  it  is  not  the  intention  of  this  admiiiis- 
tration  to  further  burden  real  estate  by  taking 
every  advantage  of  inflationary  values. 

Financial  Outlook. 

Our  planning  for  this  year,  whether  it  be  with 
respect  to  matters  of  magnitude,  or  otherwise,  will 
be  predicated  on  the  state  of  world  conditions. 
Obviously,  if  the  present  emergency  situation 
should  worsen,  it  will  be  essential  that  all  our 
activities  be  pointed  in  the  direction  of  national 
security. 

Everything  that  can  be  deferred  will  be  deferred, 
and  even  those  activities  which  now  seem  so 
essential  must,  in  event  of  war,  become  of  secondary 
importance  to  the  retention  of  our  liberties  and 
our  principles  of  life. 


Whatever  must  be  spent  for  the  defense  of  our 
population  will  be  spent.  Aid  will  be  sought  from 
the  state  and  national  governments  in  the  major 
fields  of  civil  defense  expense.  Whatever  that  aid 
might  be,  it  is,  nevertheless,  a  grim  possibility  that 
civil  defense  can  prove  to  be  the  major  item  of 
municipal  expenditure. 

When  I  took  office  last  January,  it  was  plain  that 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  tax  rate  was  inevitable. 
It  was  my  hope,  however,  that  in  1951,  a  reversal 
of  the  upward  trend  might  be  possible. 

That  prospect  now  grows  dimmer  with  each 
passing  month. 

The  city,  like  every  other  corporation,  like  every 
householder,  is  now  paying  more  for  everything 
which  it  purchases,  and  for  almost  everything 
which  it  does.  Costs  are  increasing  on  every 
hand;  and  savings,  such  as  were  made  in  the  an- 
nual costs  for  removal  of  ashes  and  garbage,  are 
quickly  swallowed  up  by  other  pressing  or  man- 
datory requirements. 

With  no  immediate  hope  of  a  new  income  source; 
with  the  possibiUty  that  the  city's  share  of  the  state 
income  and  corporation  tax  wnll  be  less  than  in  1950; 
and  with  the  likelihood  that  increasing  living  costs 
will  make  a  general  salary  increase  for  all  employees 
an  economic  necessity,  it  is  becoming  more  and 
more  cedent  that  an  increase,  rather  than  a  de- 
crease in  the  tax  rate,  will  occur  in  1951. 

The  five-day  week  for  the  members  of  our  Police 
Department,  wliich  I  favored  and  which  the  people 
approved  in  the  November  Election,  will  cost  us  in 
the  vicinity  of  §900,000.  Welfare  costs  mounted  by 
$3,200,000  during  the  past  year,  and  there  is  every 
prospect  that  these  expenses  and  the  expenditures 
for  Veterans'  Services  uill  go  even  higher  this  year. 
These  are  primary  responsibilities  we  must  meet. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  avoid  an  increase  in 
the  present  high  rate,  and  economies  will  be  in- 
stituted wherever  possible.  Vet,  with  costs  that 
are  increasing  at  an  alarming  rate,  and  with  no 
new  revenues  to  offset  such  costs,  it  is  manifest 
that  the  1951  tax  rate  will  not  be  lower  than  the 
present  figure. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  tax  rate  of  the  city, 
by  the  use  of  various  expedients,  was  not  always  a 
true  rate. 

Whatever  the  tax  rate  for  1951  may  be,  it  will  be 
an  authentic  rate.  I  will  devise  no  schemes,  and 
adopt  no  artifices  to  present  a  fictitious  tax  rate, 
which  will  eventually  make  worse  a  situation 
now  far  from  bright. 

Since  the  financial  accounts  of  the  city  for  1950 
have  not  yet  been  closed,  it  is  not  possible  to  present 
at  this  time  a  full  financial  report  on  the  year  just 
ended.  Two  accomplishments,  however,  are 
worthy  of  comment. 

In  the  face  of  all  the  financial  problems  con- 
fronting the  city,  a  reduction  of  $1,000,000  was 
achieved  in  our  net  debt.  This  was  particularly 
gratifying  for  it  halted  the  upward  trend  which  has 
seen  the  city  debt  climb  steadily  for  the  past  four 
.\-ears. 

An  all-time  high  record  was  achieved  this  year  in 
the  percentage  of  taxes  collected.  This  reflects  a 
confidence  on  the  part  of  the  taxpayers  in  their  city 
government,  and  is  a  creditable  record  on  the  part 
of  the  office  of  the  City  Collector. 

Conclusion. 

To  conclude  this  report,  may  I  state  that  in  the 
course  of  the  past  year,  and  in  several  directions, 
considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  our  municipal  government. 

Unless  abnormal  conditions  prevent  it,  that  same 
course  will  be  followed  in  1951. 

In  any  event,  my  administration  will  continue 
its  policy  of  doing,  within  our  limitations,  and 
within  our  lights,  wiiat  is  best  for  our  city  and  for 
our  citizens. 

Finally,  to  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  may 
I  say,  we  have  had  pleasant  relations  during  the 
past  year.  I  hope  they  will  continue.  Each  of  us 
has  a  grave  responsibiUty.  I  ask  for  your  continued 
help  and  cooperation  in  bearing  my  responsibilities. 
I  assure  yo\i  of  my  help  and  cooperation  in  the  bear- 
ing of  your  responsibilities. 

Let  us,  each  of  us,  do  our  best  for  our  city.  No 
more  can  be  expected  of  us.  Anything  less,  in 
these  extremel.\'  tr.\-ing  times,  would  not  be  worthy 
of  the  trust  reposed  in  us. 

During  this  year  of  1951  —  may  God  be  with 
us  — -as  Me  was  with  our  fathers.  (Applause.)

Ward  11,  one 
way,  we  have  had  a  vehicular  count  made  on 
McBride  street,  between  Call  street  and  South 
street. 

There  is  not  a  very  heavy  usage  of  this  street 
at  various  tipaes.  The  traffic  count  shows  213 
cars  using  this  street  westbound  during  the  day 
and  270  cars  eastbound;  119  trucks  westbound 
and  131  eastbound.     Thus  a  total  of  332  vehicles 
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westbound  and  401  eastbound  were  found  to  be  an 
average  traffic  load  for  the  street. 

A  survey  of  the  adjoining  streets  reveals  a 
similar  load  of  traffic,  as  access  to  the  factories 
and  industrial  plants  in  this  section  requires  the 
use  of  streets  in  this  neighborhood  by  a  moderately- 
large  number  of  commercial  vehicles. 

In  order  to  establish  a  one-way  street  at  Mc- 
Bride  street  it  would  be  necessary  to  work  an 
over-all  pattern  governing  the  parallel  streets  in 
the  vicinity. 

We  are  willing  to  do  this,  of  course,  but  a  general 
review  by  the  residents  of  the  streets  affected 
should  be  undertaken,  bearing  in  mind  that  some- 
times an  establishment  of  a  one-way  street  serves 
as  an  inducement  to  higher  speed  by  the  persons 
using  the  street.

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare 
has  asked  that  we  do  our  best  in  the  new  integrated 
program  to  classify  the  a-ssignment  of  social  work- 
ers so  that  no  one  social  worker  shall  have  a  case 
load  of  less  than  100  cases  or  more  than  160  cases. 
This  is  a  Board  recommendation  pending  further 
consideration  and  determination  as  to  the  most 
efficient  way  to  serve  those  in  need  with  also  the 
thought  in  mind  of  having  administrative  costs 
held  to  a  level  that  is  in  accordance  with  meeting 
this  need. 

At  present  the  average  case  load  of  workers  is 
155.     The  Board  feels  this  is  a  high  average  and 
undoubtedly  will  ask  for  an  alleviation  of  this  con- 
dition in  its  budget  appropriation  for  1951.

MUNICIPAL   AUDITORIUM   AND   OFF- 
STREET   PARKING    FACILITIES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

Gentlemen: 

On  December  11,  19.50.  I  forwarded  to  your 
Honorable  Body  two  resolutions  favoring  the  enact- 
ment of  proposed  legislation.  Both  resolutions 
were  referred  to  your  Executive  Committee,  and 
to  date,  no  action  has  been  taken  on  either 
resolution. 

One  resolution  favored  legislation  for  the 
construction  of  a  municipal  auditorium  in  Boston. 
It  would  appear  that  present  world  conditions 
make  it  vmlikely  that  such  an  auditorium  can  be 
built.  However,  the  authority  to  go  forward  with 
such  a  project  is  most  desirable.  The  need  for 
sucli  an  auditorium  is  very  pressing,  and  if  the 
international  situation  should  become  normal,  I 
am  of  the  belief  that  we  should  be  prepared  to 
erect  such  an  auditorium. 

The  other  resolution  concerns  additional 
authority  to  go  forward  with  the  off-street  park- 
ing program.  Under  the  1946  authorization, 
$5,000,000  has  been  committed  for  off-street  park- 
ing facilities.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  city 
government  to  erect  further  parking  faciUties  in 
order  that  the  great  parking  congestion  in  our 
city  might  be  relieved.  As  in  the  case  of  the 
auditorium,  however,  it  is  quite  doubtful  that 
further  parking  structures  %yill  be  erected  if  the 
international  situation  remains  grave.  However, 
it  is  most  desirable  that  the  authority  be  granted 
so  that  we  might  proceed  when  conditions  allow. 

Unless  both  of  these  resolutions  are  approved 
by  your  Honorable  Body  the  legislation  will  not 
be  acted  upon  under  the  rules  of  the  Legislature. 
Therefore,  I  most  respectfully  request  that  your 
Honorable  Body  give  prompt  consideration  to  both 
of  these  resolutions.

Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

In  reply  to  your  memo  of  January  10,  1951, 
requesting  consideration  and  report  concerning 
delay  in  the  traffic  construction  work  at  Sullivan 
square  and  at  Rutherford  avenue  in  Charlestown, 
please  be  advised  that  the  main  cause  of  delay  is 
treatment  of  the  existing  "Hood's  Tunnel,"  so 
called,  which  crosses  Rutherford  avenue  at  the 
Hood  plant.  This  tunnel  is  considered  structur- 
ally unsafe  for  heavy  traffic  using  Rutherford 
avenue  and  in  addition  is  considered  to  be  a 
chamber  in  which  dangerous  gases  may  collect, 
thus  forming  a  dual  hazard  for  traffic  use. 

It  is  the  understanding  of  this  department  that 
the  Hood  Company  is  willing  to  remove  the  cap 
and  fill  in  this  tunnel  but  that  the  actual  filling 
operation  is  being  delayed  pending  correspondence 
between  legal  representatives  for  the  Hood  Com- 
pany and  the  City  of  Boston  Law  Department. 
Removal  of  this  cap  and  filling  of  the  tuimel  is  also 
delaying  installation  of  the  cable  of  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  Electric  Division  at 
this  location. 

When  the  question  of  the  Hood  tunnel  is  solved, 
Rutherford  avenue  could  be  opened  shortly  there- 
after to  traffic  use.

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  RE  HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Ofiice  of  the  Mayor,  January  31,  1951. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith  mthout  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  adopted  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  January  22,  amending  section  2, 
chapter  17  of  the  Ordinances  of  1947. 

Approval  of  this  proposed  amendment  to  the 
ordinances  would  interfere  with  the  proper  re- 
organization program  now  in  effect  in  the  Plealth 
Department.  I  send  you  herewith  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Health  Commissioner  which  sets 
forth,  rather  comprehensively,  the  reasons  why 
such  an  amendment  to  the  ordinances,  at  this 
time,  is  not  feasible. 

I  would  suggest  to  your  Honorable  Body  that 
this  matter  be  given  study  by  the  Compensation 
and  Classification  Committee  which  is  now  making 
its  survey  of  city  departments.  This  matter, 
which  affects  personnel,  is  properly  a  matter  for 
consideration  in  the  study  now  going  on.  I  am 
requesting  the  Health  Commissioner  to^  discuss 
this  with  the  Committee  on  Compensation  and 
Classification.

This  will  acknowledge  your  letter  of  January  24, 
1951,   relating   to   the   folio-wing   order  passed   by 
the  City  Council  on  January  21,   1951: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 

Section  1.     Section  2  of  chapter  17  of  the 
Revised    Ordinances   of    1947,    as    amended    by 
chapter  4  of  the  Ordinances  of  1950,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  in  the  fourth  line 
of  said  section  after  the  word  "sanitation"  and 
before    the   word    "and"    the   following   words: 
"which   includes   food   inspectors   and    housing 
and  sanitation  inspectors,  and  that  all  examina- 
tions in  the  future  for  these  two  positions  shall 
be  held  in  accordance  with  the  civil  service  rules 
and  regulations  as  they  have  in  the  past." 
The  ordinance  which  became  effective  on  July  5, 
1950,  following  a  study  of  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  Mr.  Fox, 
Mr.    John    Sullivan,    and    Mr.    deMeulenaer   was 
prepared  by  the  office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 
The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  was  to  effect  a  more 
practical  reorganization  of  the  Health  Department. 
With  particular  reference  to   the  Section  of  En- 
vironmental  Sanitation,   with   which   the   present 
amendment  is   concerned,  it  was  the  purpose  to 
follow  the  pattern  of  organization  which  is  advo- 
cated by  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service, 


and  which  is  being  adopted  by  the  more  progressive 
health  departments  throughout  the  nation. 

It  has  been  the  intention  to  establish  a  higher 
grade  of  inspectors  of  Environmental  Sanitation 
in  the  Boston  Health  Department — men  whose 
basic  education  and  training  is  of  a  higher  standard, 
which  would  ultimately  result  in  furnishing  the 
Health  Department  with  men  better  qualified  for 
the  over-all  job  of  the  Environmental  Sanitation 
program. 

In  August  of  1950  the  Department  of  Civil 
Service  was  requested^  to  hold  a  competitive  ex- 
amination for  the  position  of  "Inspector,  Sanita- 
rian," the  purpose  being  to_  establish  an  eligible 
list  for  appointments  to  positions  now  being  pro- 
visionally filled. 

No  change  in  the  status  of  the  permanently 
employed  food  inspectors  and  inspectors  of  housing 
and  sanitation  was  contemplated  without  their 
consent. 

Under  date  of  August  10,   1950,  your  Honor's 
approval  was  received  to  the  following  communica- 
tions: 
Hon.  John  B.  Hynes, 

Mayor  of  Boston. 
Dear  Sir: 

Your  approval  is  respectfully  requested  to  make 
the  following  amendment  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment budget.  Personal  Services,  to  carry  out  the 
recommendations  pertaining  to  the  Section  of 
En\-ironmental  Sanitation,  which  was  established 
by  the  new  city  ordinance,  effective  on  July  5,  1950: 

Item. 

Sanitation  and  Food  Inspection  Division,  sixty- 
nine  (69)  inspectors,  to  read  fifty-nine  (59)  in- 
spectors and  ten  (10)  inspector-sanitarians. 

This  will  pro%'ide  for  the  permanent  appointment 
of  inspector-sanitarians  and  will  become  effective 
at  such  time  as  the  Department  of  Civil  Service 
shall  establish  an  eligible  list.  Entrance  salary 
will  be  S2,700  a  year,  mth  armual  increment  of 
■SlOO  to  a  maximum  of  S3, 500  a  year.

Your  approval  is  respectfully  requested  to  make 
the  following  amendment  to  the  Healtli  Department 
budget.  Personal  Ser\-ict8,  to  carry  out  the  recom- 
mendations pertaining  to  the  Section  of  En^ron- 
mental  Sanitation,  which  was  established  by  the 
new  city  ordinance,  which  became  effective  on 
July  5,  1950: 

Item. 

Fifty-nine  (59)  inspectors  to  read  nine  (9)  in- 
spectors and  fifty  (.50)  inspector-sanitarians. 

This  will  allow  "inspectors"  permanently  em- 
ployed to  take  a  quaUfying  examination  at  civil 
ser\-ice  for  the  designation  of  "inspector-sani- 
tarian," and  will  become  effective  upon  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  eligible  list.  The  salary  of  these 
"inspector-sanitarians"  will  be  at  the  rate  of 
$3,500  a  year. 

During  the  past  several  months,  I  have  had 
several  conferences  with  representatives  of  the 
food  inspectors'  and  housing  and  sanitation 
inspectors'  groups.  For  the  food  inspectors, 
Messrs.  Brackman,  MUano,  and  Sheehan  and  for 
the  inspectors  of  housing  and  sanitation,  Messrs. 
Henry,  Gormley,  and  Campbell  conferred  with  me 
as  a  committee,  representing  that  the  inspectors  in 
the  two  divisions  desired  to  have  a  change  in  the 
designation  of  their  positions.  It  w'as  agreed  that 
the  title  of  Inspector-Food  Sanitation  would  be 
acceptable  to  the  members  of  the  Food  Division 
and  the  title  of  Inspector-Housing  Sanitation 
would  be  acceptable  to  the  inspectors  of  the 
Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation. 

Accordingly,  forms  for  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Civil  SerWce  were  prepared,  as 
above  set  forth,  in  order  that  the  change  in  title 
might  become  effective,  and  were  distributed  to 
the  inspectors  of  the  Food  and  Housing  and  Sani- 
tation Divisions.  On  January  23,  1951,  all 
inspectors  of  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanita- 
tion submitted  a  request  for  such  change  in  title, 
to  the  Health  Commissioner,  for  further  processing 
by  the  Department  of  Civil  Service. 

On   the   same   date,   the   following   memo   was 
received     from     the     Food     Division    inspectors, 
through  their  committee: 
Dr.  John  H.  Cauley, 

Health  Commissioner. 
Dear  Sir: 

On  an  unanimous  vote,  the  food  inspectors  have 
decided  to  hold  in  abeyance  the  application  for 
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change  in  title  pending  action  on  the  City  of  Boston 
and  County  of  Suffollc  position  reclassification. 
Louis  Brackman, 
Daniel  Milano, 
Lester  Sheehan. 

I  would  assume  that  should  the  present  proposed 
amendment  to  the  ordinance  be  adopted,  it  would 
abrogate  the  possibility  of  any  of  the  inspectors  of 
the  department,  at  present,  having  an  opportunity 
to  qualify  imder  a  title  and  duties  which  would 
permit  them  to  receive  an  increase  in  salary,  as 
previously  planned. 

I  am  sure  you  are  aware  that  for  the  past  eight 
years  no  examinations  have  been  held  by  civil 
service  to  fill  positions  as  food  inspectors  or 
inspectors  of  housing  and  sanitation.  I  also  vnsh 
to  note  that  it  has  been  sixteen  years  since  any 
inspector  in  either  the  Food  Division  or  Division 
of  Housing  and  Sanitation  has  been  Bivcn  an 
opportunity  by  civil  service  examination  to  attain 
any  betterment  in  his  rating  or  salary. 

During  the  spring  months  of  1950,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  of  the  Massachusetts  University 
Extension  conducted  a  course  of  lectures  in  the 
elements  of  Environment  Sanitation  at  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology.  Over  fifty  indivi- 
duals took  the  course,  the  greater  number  of 
whom  were  employees  of  this  department  in  the 
Food  and  Housing  and  Sanitation  Divisions.  I 
am  reliably  informed  that  the  course  was  most 
interesting  and  instructive  and  that  each  person 
who  attended  and  passed  was  given  a  certain 
number  of  points  in  college  credit  for  having  suc- 
cessfully passed  the  course.  I  understand  that  all 
of  the  employees  who  attended  the  course  to 
enhance  their  knowledge  of  Environmental  Sanita- 
tion and  in  preparation  for  an  examination  to 
qualify  them  as  inspector-sanitarians,  passed  the 
course. 

Since  the  ordinance  reorganizing  the  Boston 
Health  Department  was  passed,  a  large  group  of 
inspectors  liave  been  anticipating  the  opportunity 
to  improve  their  status  in  the  department  and 
obtain  a  salary  increase  which  you  have  authorized. 
It  is  my  impression  that  the  proposed  new  amend- 
ment vn\l  lower  the  standards  required  of  men 
who  may  obtain  employment  in  the  department  as 
inspectors,  and  the  temporary  employees  presently 
employed  in  either  of  the  two  divisions  affected  by 
the  proposed  new  ordinance  will  by  no  means  be 
assured  of  attaining  a  standing  on  an  eligible  list 
which  would  assure  them  of  a  permanent  appoint- 
ment, for  it  would  enormously  broaden  the  field  of 
individuals  who  would  take  the  examination  and 
by  a  limited  amount  of  study,  many,  including 
those  who  by  statute  attain  preference,  would  un- 
doubtedly stand  high  on  a  list  of  eligibles  for 
appointment. 

In  summary,  it  is  my  impression  that  if  this 
proposed  ordinance  is  enacted,  it  will  result  in  the 
Food  and  Housing  and  Sanitation  Divisions  con- 
tinuing to  be  personnelled  and  to  function,  insofar 
as  inspectors  are  concerned,  in  the  same  manner 
that  existed  prior  to  the  effectivity  of  the  ordinance 
of  July  5,  1950.  It  is  my  opinion  that  this  is 
contrary  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Survey 
Group,  the  Mayor's  Committee  who  reviewed  the 
report  early  in  1950,  above  referred  to;  that  it  is 
not  following  a  program  of  organization  of  Environ- 
mental Sanitation,  as  approved  by  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service,  the  American  Public 
Health  Association,  and  progressive  official  health 
agencies;  and  that  it  will  also  eliminate  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  personnel  presently  employed  as 
food  inspectors  and  inspectors  of  housing  and 
sanitation  from  obtaining  a  change  in  title  for  their 
positions,  and  will  also  cancel  your  authority, 
dated  August  10,  1950,  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
the  presently  permanently  employed  inspectors 
who  would  qualify  for  positions  as  inspectors- 
sanitarians.

INCREASE       IN       STATUTORY       APPRO- 
PRIATING POWER  OF  SCHOOL  COM- 
MITTEE.

There  is   pending  before  the   Legislative   Com- 
mittee on  Rules  a  petition  submitted  by  the  School 


Committee  providing  for  an  increase  in  the  statu- 
tory appropriating  power  of  the  Committee  for 
general  school  purposes.  The  increase  is  necessary 
in  order  to  meet  the  full-year  cost  of  the  two  hun- 
dred and  four  dollars  general  increase  granted  to 
teachers  as  of  September  1,  1950,  as  well  as  the 
cost  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  additional  custodians 
required  to  place  the  custodial  force  of  the  depart- 
ment under  a  forty-hour  week. 

In  its  present  form,  the  petition  does  not  provide 
for  any  specific  sum  or  amount  since,  when  it  was 
filed  last  December,  the  1951  budget  requirements 
of  the  School  Committee  had  not  been  definitely 
determined.  During  January,  I  was  advised  that 
school  officials  had  estimated  that  an  increase  of 
one  million  three  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  would  be  necessary  to  provide  for  tenta- 
tive budget  estimates.  After  consideration  and 
study  of  the  schedules  submitted  with  this  estimate, 
I  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  an  increase  of  one 
million  dollars  in  the  appropriation  limit  should 
be  sufficient  and  so  advised  the  School  Committee. 
At  a  meeting  last  Saturday,  a  majority  of  the 
committee  approved  of  my  suggestion  and  adopted 
preliminary  budget  estimates  based  on  a  milUon- 
doUar  increase  in  the  statutory  appropriating 
power  for  general  school  purposes. 

Before  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Rules  will 
admit  the  petition  in  question,  it  is  necessary  for 
your  Honorable  Body  to  approve  the  amount 
of  the  increase.  I  accordingly  submit  herewith  a 
resolution  providing  for  an  increase  of  one  million 
dollars  in  the  appropriation  limit  for  general 
school  purposes  and  resi)ectfully  recommend 
adoption  by  your  Honorable  Body.

BUDGET  FOR   1951. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  5,  1951. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  section  3  of  the  City  Charter,  I  submit  herewith  my  budget  recommendations  for 
1951,  and  recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  appropriations  and  tax  orders. 

The  grand  total  of  the  proposed  over-all  budget  covering  City  and  County  Maintenance  is  S90,679,- 
274.95,  as  compared  to  886,554,244.50  in  the  year  1950.  The  .54,125,000  increase  in  this  budget,  which 
in  itself  approximates  a  S2.70  rise  in  our  tax  rate,  could  be  prevented  by  one  of  three  possible  courses: 

1.  CurtaiUng  necessary  municipal  services. 

2.  Wholesale  layoff  of  city  employees. 

3.  A  blanket  slash  in  salaries. 

As  Mayor,  I  am  unwilling  to  pursue  any  one  of  these  three  possible  courses,  and  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  people  of  Boston  want  any  of  these  three  steps  taken. 

Obviously,  it  is  our  duty  and  responsibility  to  provide  adequately  for  our  sick  and  our  needy,  even 
though  the  cost  of  doing  so  may  have  increased  tremendously. 

It  hardly  needs  to  be  pointed  out  that  the  city's  bills  for  supplies,  medical  and  othenvise,  fuel,  and 
food  will  be  greater  this  year  than  in  1950.  Those  items  account  for  a  very  substantial  part  of  the  increase 
in  our  budget. 

Every  practicable  effort  has  been  made  to  lighten  the  financial  burden  which  our  citizens  will  be  asked 
to  assume. 

The  estimates  submitted  by  department  officials  have  been  reduced  by  more  than  S5,500,000.  Many 
desirable  activities  and  undertakings  have  been  deferred  until  such  time  as  the  city  is  better  able  to  affora 
them.  The  proposed  appropriations  contained  in  this  budget  are  for  the  most  essential  and  necessary  mu- 
nicipal functions.  ^ 

Economies  achieved  by  this  administration""during  the  past  tliirteen  months  have  prevented  this 
budget  from  increasing  to  an  even  greater  extent.  Unfortunately,  because  of  the  spiraling  cost  of  running 
our  hospitals  and  institutions,  and  other  increased  expenditures  resulting  from  present-day  conditions, 
the  results  of  our  efforts  to  make  savings  wherever  possible  have  been  completely  overshadowed  and  echpsed 
by  the  steadily  mounting  financial  demands  upon  the  city. 

The  appropriations  for  self-supporting  Income  Departments  are  made  from  their  particular  revenues 
and  not  from  the  tax  levy.  For  these  departments,  the  total  amount  recommended  for  this  year  is  S4,199,- 
713.25,  against  a  comparable  figure  of  $4,122,279.87  for  1950. 

The  major  increases  in  the  present  budget  are  accounted  for  as  follows: 

Approximately  $1,400,000  in  the  Police  Department,  chieSy  because  of  additional  expense  involved 
in  the  establishment  of  the  5-day  week  for  police  officers  in  accordance  with  the  mandate  of  the  voters; 
$300,000  in  the  Fire  Department  to  provide  for  overtime  for  ten  holidays  for  firemen  during  1951,  addi- 
tional men  for  the  new  fire  station  in  East  Boston,  step-rate  increases,  and  increased  costs  of  repairs  to 
buildings  and  equipment;  $700,000  in  the  Hospital  and  Sanatorium  Division  due  to  the  necessity  for  in- 
creased personnel  costs,  the  new  5-day,  40-hour  law,  and  the  rising  costs  for  food,  medicine,  and  general 
maintenance  repairs;  $200,000  in  the  Welfare  and  Veterans'  Services  Departments,  because  of  added  relief 
and  personnel  costs;  $314,000  in  the  PubUc  Works  Department  to  provide  for  do%vn  payments  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  borrowing  for  sewerage  works  and  construction  of  bridges;  §250,000  for  increased  pension  costs 
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which  because  of  their  non-contributory  nature,  must  be  paid  out  of  budget  appropriations;  S50,000  for 
ordinary  operating  expenses  for  the  new  Civil  Defense  Department;  and  $246,000  for  increased  County 
of  Suffolk  expenses. 

The  foregoing  are  the  major  increases.  The  balance  is  accounted  for  because  of  increased,  inflated 
costs  of  all  supplies  and  commodities  which  affect  the  operating  expenses  of  the  city,  as  well  as  those  of 
the  ordinary  citizen  and  business  man.  Everything  which  the  municipality  does  itself,  everything  which 
it  contracts  to  have  done,  everything  which  the  city  purchases,  will  call  for  greater  expenditures  this  year 
than  in  1950. 

The  present  budget  docs  not  contain  a  complete  picture  of  the  city's  financial  needs  for  19.51,  such 
as  debt  requirements;  overlay  deficit  payments;  ilTA  deficit  payments  for  the  years  prior  to  1950;  MTA 
deficit  requirements  for  1950;  School  Department  costs;  and  other  fixed  obligations  of  the  city.  The  full 
requirements  for  the  city  for  1951  are  not  yet  ascertainable.  For  that  reason,  no  close  estimate  can  be  made 
at  this  time  concerning  the  tax  rate,  except  to  state  that  it  will  be  higher,  by  several  dollars,  despite  savings 
made  wherever  possible,  than  the  rate  of  1950. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  provision  has  been  made  in  these  budget  appropriations  for  a  general  salary 
increase  to  employees.  I  have  received  proposals  from  various  representatives  of  employees,  and  such 
proposals  are  now  under  consideration.  In  the  event  that  a  general  increase  is  decided  upon,  it  \vill  be 
necessary  to  submit  a  supplementary  appropriation  for  that  purpose.  This,  of  course,  would  result  in  a 
further  increase  in  our  tax  rate. 

More  detailed  information  concerning  this  budget  is  contained  in  a  report  of  the  Budget  Commissioner 
which  is  attached  hereto. 

I  respectfully  request  that  your  Honorable  Body  give  approval  to  the  accompanying  appropriation 
and  tax  orders.

I  submit  herewith  detailed  analysis  of  the  1951  budget  recommendations  for  City  Maintenance,  County 
Maintenance,  and  the  Income  Departments  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1951. 

The  composition  of  the  budget  document  for  1951  conforms  as  nearly  as  practicable  with  the  recom- 
mended standard  accounting  classifications  developed  by  a  firm  of  consultants  hired  by  the  city  to  make 
this  survey.  This  is  the  first  step  in  the  installation  of  a  completely  unified  system  of  budgeting,  accounting, 
and  fiscal  reporting  designed  to  serve  the  purpose  of  effective  financial  administration,  and  informative 
and  significant  fiscal  reporting  to  the  public.  In  order  to  provide  administrative  flexibility,  lump  sum 
appropriations  are  made  for  Personal  Services,  Contractual  Services,  Supplies  and  Materials,  respectively, 
for  each  budget  unit.  Appropriations  for  Current  Charges  and  Obligations  are  made  to  each  budget  unit 
and  for  each  class  of  Current  Charges  and  Obligations  as  set  forth  in  the  standard  classification  by  kinds 
of  commodities  and  services.  The  manual  of  instructions  for  this  standard  classification  of  expenditures 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  all  department  heads  and  fiscal  clerks  in  each  city  and  county  department.  Another 
deviation  is  the  setting  up  of  a  capital  outlay  appropriation  by  budget  units  and  detailed  by  classes.  Capital 
outlays  are  interpreted  to  mean  all  equipment  items,  and  appropriations  for  Structures  and  Improvements, 
and  Land  and  Non-Structural  Improvement  to  Land.  Eventually  this  system  will  tie  in  with  the  Six- 
Year  Capital  Improvement  Program  now  being  developed  by  the  City  Planning  Beard. 

The  following  table  indicates  in  comparative  form  the  appropriations  by  divisions  for  this  year  and  last.

The  above  total  of  $90,679,274.95  for  City  and  County  Maintenance  is  the  amount  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  and  represents  an  increase  of  .$4,125,030.45  over  the  same  appropriations  for  the  year  1950.  The 
total  of  the  estimates  submitted  by  all  of  the  departments  of  the  city  and  county  was  approximately 
$10,000,000  in  excess  of  the  total  appropriations  for  1950.  This  excess  has  been  reduced  by  approximately 
$5,500,000.  The  appropriations  for  the  self-supporting  Income  Departments  are  charged  against  their 
particular  revenues  and  are  not  reflected  in  the  tax  levy.  The  total  for  the  Income  Departments  recom- 
mended for  the  year  1951  is  $4,199,713.25,  as  compared  to  $4,122,279.87  for  1950,  an  increase  of  S77 .433.38. 

CITY   MAINTENANCE. 

The  amount  recommended  for  City  Maintenance  totals  $84,812,245.25  and  is  $3,878,894.73  greater 
than  the  appropriations  for  1950,  as  shown  in  the  following  tabulation:

Personal  Services. 
The  following  is  an  explanation  of  the  increase  of  $2,270,511.59  in  the  Personal  Services  Item: 
$1,270,000  for  the  Police  Department  to  provide  for  the  5-day  week  for  police  ofBcers — this  sum  includes 
provisions  for  the  appointment  of  290  new  men,  promotions  to  upper  ranks,  step  rates,  and  anticipated 
additional  overtime;  $200,000  for  the  Fire  Department  for  additional  positions  for  the  new  fire  station 
in  East  Boston,  step-rate  increases,  and  provision  for  the  payment  for  ten  holidays  for  members  of  the 
department;  $190,000  for  the  Hospital  Department  and  the  Sanatorium  Division  for  some  additional 
needy  positions  and  necessary  funds  to  provide  full  year  salary  payments  under  the  new  salary  schedules 
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adopted  last  October;  $48,000  for  the  Library  Department  for  new  positions  to  open  the  Tyler  Street 
Branch  and  funds  to  meet  the  new  Union  scales  for  bindery  employees;  $35,000  for  the  Traffic  Department 
to  provide  full  year  salaries  for  new  positions  added  during  last  year  in  connection  with  the  inspection 
and  maintenance  of  parking  meters;  $25,000  to  the  Health  Department  to  provide  for  step-rate  increases 
and  additional  personnel  costs  in  connection  with  the  opening  of  another  health  unit  last  year  for  which 
only  a  partial  provision  was  made. 

The  above  are  major  increases,  and  the  balance  provides  for  step-rate  increases  for  the  remaining 
departments  in  the  city  and  reflects  a  substantial  increase  because  of  an  underappropriation  in  the  Fire 
Department  budget  of  last  year. 

CONTHACTtJAI,   SERVICES. 

The  increase  of  $461,335.76  in  this  item  is  due  to  the  necessity  for  providing  $330,000  additional 
funds  for  repairs  to  buildings  and  equipment  in  various  city  departments;  $80,000  for  increased  costs  in 
connection  with  the  board  of  Boston-settled  cases  in  outside  institutions,  children  in  foster  homes,  and 
for  the  care  of  premature  infants;  $20,000  for  the  hire  of  a  bus  to  transport  employees,  visitors,  and 
patients  to  and  from  Long  Island  Hospital  when  the  bridge  is  completed  this  year;  $10,000  for  the 
Treasurer  to  advertise  for  the  redemption  of  traffic  tunnel  bonds  next  September. 

SUPPMES   AND   MaTEHIALS. 

An  increase  of  $450,000  in  the  appropriation  for  food,  fuel,  and  medical  supplies  for  the  City 
Hospital,  Sanatorium,  and  Long  Island  Hospital  accounts  for  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  increase  in 
this  item.  The  balance  is  due  to  the  increased  costs  of  all  the  supplies  and  materials,  and  the  fact  that 
the  new  classification  coding  system  has  merged  the  former  supplies  and  materials  items  into  one 
account  and  transferred  many  former  equipment  items  to  the  new  supplies  and  materials  account.  This 
change  makes  it  difficult  to  compare  the  balance  of  this  increase  with  the  1950  appropriations  for  these 
purposes. 

Current  Chabges  and  Obligations. 

Increased  demands  on  the  Veterans'  Services  Department  by  veterans  and  their  dependents  since 
the  Korean  situation  accounts  for  this  additional  appropriation. 

Equipment. 
While  every  effort  was  made  to  provide  only  for  necessary  equipment,  this  item  shows  an  increase 
because  it  is  absolutely  essential  to  purchase  X-ray  equipment  for  the  Long  Island  Hospital  and  new  tjqpe 
X-ray  tubes  in  the  health  units. 

Structures  and  Improvements. 
This  item  shows  a  reduction  because  of  the  postponement  of  all  major  improvements  which  could  b^ 
postponed  without  impairment  to  the  activities  of  the  city. 

Land  and  Non-Structural  Improvements  to  Land. 
The  increase  in  this  item  is  due  to  the  additional  appropriation  for  the  control  of  Dutch  elm  disease 
and  for  the  extension  of  the  facilities  at  Mount  Hope,  Fairview,  and  Evergreen  Cemeteries,  particularly 
the  veterans'  plot  in  Mount  Hope,  which  is  now  filled  to  capacity. 

Special  Appropriations. 
This  increase  is  due  entirely  to  the  increased   costs   of   non-contril>utory   pensions   and   increased 
workmen's  compensation  claims  by  employees.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the  first 
day  of  January,  1951,  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance, 
or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  depart- 
ments or  officers  thereof,  the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set 
out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and 
for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said 
works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department  be  met 
by  the  department  income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Sumner 
Traffic  Tunnel  be  met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  11,  chapter  297  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended  by  chapter  74  of  the  Acts  of  1935; 
that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at 
the  close  of  business  on  December  31,  1950,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out 
the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1951;  by  taxes  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds 
of  any  duly  authorized  loans. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for 
services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or 
for  any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that 
all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the 
several  contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  Tiiat  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting 
the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1951,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  July  first  of  each  year.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the 
rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum  and  computed  from  October  first,  1951,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property 
taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  November  first,  1951,  and  assessed  and  payable  in  the  year  1951  before  said 
November  first,  1951,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.  AH  interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall 
be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional 
appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the 
purposes  or  items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set 
down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose  or  item.

With  reference  to  the  City  Council  order  of 
.lanuary  29, _  1951,  requesting  the  removal  of  the 
siren-producing  facility  located  in  Uphams  Corner, 
Dorchester,  we  submit  herewith  a  report  from 
District  Chief  Richard  J.  Lane,  who  is  familiar 
with  this  section  of  the  city  and  who  is  concerned 
with  the  movement  of  apparatus  at  the  point 
mentioned. 

"In  accordance  with  your  request  for  a  report 
on  the  feasibility  of  the  Boston  City  Council  order 
for  the  removal  of  the  siren  located  at  Uphams 
Corner,   Dorchester,   I  submit  the  following: 

"In  my  opinion  this  siren  should  not  be  removed, 
as  it  greatly  expedites  the  movement  of  fire  appa- 
ratus through  this  heavily  congested  area  by  notify- 
ing the  police  officers  doing  traffic  duty,  by  warning 
operators  of  motor  vehicles  and  also  pedestrians, 
thereby  reducing  to  a  minimum  the  possibility  of 
accidents.  Traffic_  lights_  are  in  the  process  of 
installation  in  this  section,  which  will  add  to 
congestion  and  confusion  if  no  warning  is  given 
that  fire  apparatus  is  approaching. 

"The.  siren  mentioned  is  operated  from  the 
patrol  desk  in  the  quarters  of  Engine  21,  and  it  is, 
possible,  but  not  probable,  for  an  unauthorized 
person  to  sound  it  during  the  absence  of  the 
company.  This  objection  could  be  overcome  by 
installing  a  switch  known  only  to  the  members  of 
the  company.  The  primary  purpose  of  this' 
signal  was  to  give  the  fire  apparatus  a  clear  way 
through  this  area  to  prevent  delay  in  reaching 
alarm  of  fire  and  at  the  same  time  avoid  accidents. 
This  siren  has  been  in  service  many  years  and 
exact  date  of  installation  would  have  to  be  obtained 
from  the  Fire  Alarm  Office. 

"Uphams  Corner  is  one  of  the  busiest  inter- 
sections in  Dorchester,  and  I  have  been  given  to 
understand  that  there  have  been  accidents  jn  this 
section  prior  to  the  installation  of  siren,  which,  no 
doubt,  was  the  reason  this  signal  was  installed. 

"In  conclusion,  I  suggest  that,  in  lieu  of  remov- 
ing siren,  audibility  be  reduced  so  that  it  can  be 
heard  only  in  the  immediate  area  and  sounded 
only  between  the  hours  of  7  a.m.  and  8  p.m." 

I  will  accept  the  recommendations  of  District 
Chief  Lane  and  order  that  this  siren  be  sounded 
in  the  immediate  area  and  only  between  the  hours 
of  7  A.M.  and  8  p.m.

I  submit  herewith,  for  approval  by  your  Honor- 
able Body,  a  loan  order  to  the  amount  of  $500,000 
for  civil  defense  plans. 

The  Civil  Defense  Department,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Malone,  is  making  all 
possible  preparations  for  the  protection  of  our 
city  and  its  people  in  the  event  of  enemy  attack. 
The  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Civil  Defense  Depart- 
ment are  provided  for  in  the  budget  as  submitted 
to  your  Body.  In  order,  however,  to  prepare  for 
emergencies,  it  is  essential  that  this  department 
be  provided  with  sufficient  moneys  to  purchase 
such  equipment  as  air  raid  sirens  and  equipment 
for  control  centers.  It  is  also  necessary  that  funds 
be  available  to  match  contributions  of  the  state 
or  federal  government. 

It  is  obvious  that  we  cannot  wait  until  danger 
strikes  before  we  make  the  preparations  which  are 
necessary  for  protection  of  lives  and  property,  and 
it  is  also  obvious  that  adequate  preparations 
involve  the  expenditure  of  considerable  money. 
Up  to  this  point,  the  expenses  of  the  Civil  Defense 
Department  have  been  very  moderate,  and  the 
availability  of  the  amount  herein  requested  will 
not  mean  that  this  department  mil  expend  this 
money  immediately.  It  will,  however,  provide 
the  necessary  authorization  to  permit  the  city  to 
contract  for  suitable  equipment  which  must  be  on 
hand  if  we  are  to  be  prepared  for  any  exigencies. 

I  therefore  most  respectfully  request  that  your 
Honorable  Body  give  this  loan  appropriation  your 
prompt  consideration.

and  23-100  (519.23)  feet,  more  or  less,  and  sixty-six 
and  39-100  (60.39)  feet,  a  total  of  five  hundred 
eighty-five  and  62-100  (585.62)  feet  to  the  point 
of  beginning. 

Permission  to  use  the  aforesaid  land  for  burial 
purposes  is  hereby  granted  on  the  following 
conditions: 

(a)  No  interments  shall  be  made  in  any  portion 
of  the  tract  of  land  in  question,  where  the  ground- 
water higli  level  is  less  than  six  feet  below  the 
existing  or  proposed  surface  of  the  ground. 

(b)  No  interments  shall  be  made  in  any  portion 
of  the  tract  of  land  in  question  unless  the  ground 
refill  shall  be  six  feet  or  more  above  the  ground 
water  high  level  for  a  distance  not  le.ss  than 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  from  the  place  of  interment. 

(c)  No  interments  shall  be  made  in  any  land 
which  shall  have  been  filled  less  than  one  year 
prior  to  interment. 

(d)  No  interment  shall  be  made  in  any  portion 
of  the  land  in  question  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet  from 
the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Parkway,  nor 
within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  any  land,  or  lands,  not 
owned  by  your  petitioner,  where  such  land,  or 
lands,  on  the  Veterans  of  l''orcign  Wars  Parkway, 
abuts  the  land  of  the  proposed  cemetery,  and  is 
residential  land. 

(e)  Provisions  will  be  made  for  the  free  flow  of 
all  vehicles  which  may  be  used  in  the  usual  funeral 
corteges  as  to  entrances  and  exits  to  the  cemetery, 
as  shown  on  a  plan  filed  herewith,  marked  "Plan 
Accompanying  Amended  Petition  of  Holyhood 
Cemetery  Association." 

(f)  No  funeral  entrances  or  exits  to  or  from 
the  cemetery  shall  be  closer  than  one  hundred  (100) 
yards  from  land  or  dwellings  not  the  property  of 
the  Holyhood  Cemetery  Association,  except  that 
this  provision  shall  not  apply  where  an  accepted 
street  or  a  public  highway  intervenes.  The 
proposed  entrances  and  exits  are  ^  shown  on  the 
plan  referred  to  in  clause  (e)  of  this  paragraph. 

(g)  Entrances  and  exits  for  funerals  shall  not 
be  established  within  one  hundred  (100)  yards  of 
the  junction  of  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Parkway 
and  Baker  street.  The  proposed  entrances  and 
exits  are  shown  on  the  plan  referred  to  in  clause  (e) 
of  this  paragraph. 

(h)  It  will  observe  and  comply  with  all  of  the 
provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  with  chapter  40,  section  15,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  all  other  city  ordinances  and  all  lawful  rules 
and  regulations  applicable  to  cemeteries. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed.

STREET,   DORCHESTER.

I  transmit  herewith  communication  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  relative  to  your 
order  of  Jamiary  29,  1951,  requesting  that  the 
City  Council  be  furnished  a  report  on  the  recent 
resurfacing  of  Washington  street  in  Dorchester, 
with  particular  emphasis  on  the  street  which  is 
in  washboard  condition,  in  order  thatthe  Council 
may  determine  whether  the  conditions  of  the 
contract  for  resurfacing  this  street  have  been 
lived  up  to.

This  is  in  reference  to  the  following  order  that 
was  passed  in  the  City  Council  under  date  of 
January  29: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  directed,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  furnish  the  City  Council  a  report  on  the  recent 
resurfacing  of  Washington  street  in  Dorchester, 
with  particular  emphasis  on  the  street  which  is 
in  washboard  condition,  in  order  that  the  Council 
may  determine  whether  the  conditions  of  the 
contract  for  resurfacing  this  street  have  been 
lived  up  to." 

If  my  memory  serves  me  right,  this  is  the 
second  such  order  that  has  been  passed  recently 
concerning  the  above  street.  I  presume  that  the 
section  of  Washington  street  referred  to  is  from 
Bowdoin  street  to  Codman  square,  because  this 
is  the  area  included  in  the  district  covered  by 
Councilor  Farin,  the  sponsor  of  this  order. 

A  contract  for  resurfacing  this  section  of  Wash- 
ington street  was  awarded  on  July  31  of  last  year, 
to  Baker  &  Co.,  and  work  started  on  August  10. 
The  work  was  completed  September  6,  at  a  cost 
to  the  city  of  $33,668.90.  The  contractor  in- 
volved is  one  of  the  best  in  the  city  and  enjoys  a 
well-deserved  reputation  for  doing  good  work. 


I  inspected  this  street  on  previous  occasions, 
but  in  view  of  the  current  Council  order,  I  re- 
visited the  site  yesterday  for  the  purpose  of 
further  inspecting  it.  The  roadway  surface  of 
the  section  of  Washington  street  from  Bowdoin 
street  to  Codman  square  is  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition,  rides  well,  and  compares  favorably 
with  the  many  other  miles  of  sheet  asphalt  streets 
that  we  have  in  this  city. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  eliminate  all  ripples  and 
waves  from  a  sheet  asphalt  surface,  particularly 
on  a  so-called  cover  project,  such  as  was  done  in 
Washington  street.  The  old  street  surface  and 
car  tracks  were  covered,  and  we  were  required, 
during  the  construction  period,  to  keep  one-half 
of  the  street  open  for  the  passage  of  the  trackless 
trolleys  and  for  the  convenience  of  the  merchants 
at  the  Codman  square  end  of  the  project.  In 
keeping  one-half  of  the  street  open,  the  contractor 
was  restricted  in  his  operations  and  did  not  have 
the  freedom  that  he  would  have  had  in  resurfacing 
a  less  important  highway.  In  view  of  the  con- 
ditions under  which  the  contractor  was  required 
to  work,  I  think  he  did  an  excellent  job,  and  it 
is  my  unqualified  opinion  that  he  complied  with 
all  provisions  of  the  specifications  in  detail.  There 
are  a  few  surface  ripples  in  the  roadway  areas, 
but  to  describe  the  surface  as  a  washboard  is  a 
gross  exaggeration.  If  a  highway  were  recon- 
structed under  the  same  conditions  that  obtain 
in  a  laboratory,  we  would  be  able  to  produce  a 
surface  free  of  all  imperfections.  However,  no 
auch  conditions  prevail  in  the  actual  performance 
of  our  street-resurfacing  work  and,  as  in  the  case 
of  Washington  street,  a  contractor  engaged  on  a 
highway  project  involving  a  main  traffic  artery 
generally  works  under  conditions  that  cannot  be 
considered  as  ideal. 

The  resurfacing  of  Washington  street,  Dor- 
chester, from  Codman  square  to  Blue  Hill  avenue, 
was  one  of  the  most  needed  and  most  desirable 
highway  improvements  effected  in  the  Dorchester 
district  in  years.  The  work,  in  general,  was  well 
done  and  will  stand  the  test  of  time  for  many 
years  to  come.

In  most  cases,  the  conditions  referred 
to  in  the  above  order  can  be  eliminated  if  the  side- 
walks are  cleared  of  snow  immediately  following 
the    ending    of    a    storm.     The    worst    conditions 
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exist  in  those  locations  wliere  the  sidewalk  shovel- 
ing has  been  done  in  a  careless  manner,  or  not  at 
aU.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  February  7,  with 
order  of  the  City  Council  requesting  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  consult  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Metropolitan  Transit  .Authority 
relative  to  extension  of  bus  service  on  the  Faneuil 
line  to  Oak  square,  I  would  say  that  a  similar 
request  was  considered  by  our  Board  of  Trustees 
at  its  meeting  on  January  .3,  10.51,  and  I  was 
instructed  to  advise  that  this  line  was  established 
to  serve  a  growing  territory,  which  was  without 
transportation  facilities,  and  even  at  the  present 
time  it  does  not  produce  sufficient  revenue  to 
meet  the  cost  of  service. 

To  extend  the  service  to  Oak  square_  would 
increase  the  operating  cost  by  approximately 
$17,000  per  year  and  cause  a  rerouting  of  traffic 
in  a  manner  which  would  be  uneconomical.  In 
other  words,  the  cost  of  extending  the  service 
to  Oak  square  and  the  rerouting  of  traffic  would 
outweigh  the  convenience  to  a  relatively  few 
people. 

While  our  Trustees  are  always  willing  to  give 
consideration  to  requests  for  additional  service, 
it  is  their  responsibility,  as  provided  in  chapter 
544  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  to  "determine  the  charac- 
ter and  extent  of  the  services  and  facilities  to 
be  furnished,  and  in  these  respects  their  authority 
shall  be  exclusive  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
approval,  control  or  direction  of  any  state,  muni- 
cipal or  other  department,  board  or  commission." 

Such   consideration   has  been   given   to   the   re- 
quest for  extension  of  the  Faneuil  service  to  Oak 
square,  and  the  Trustees  do  not  feel  that  it  can 
be  justified  under  present  conditions.

You  are  respectfully  advised  that  in  the  opinion 
of  this  Board  the  locating  of  a  City  Hospital 
ambulance  in  Brighton,  as  suggested  by  the 
C'ouncil  order,  is  neither  practical  or  necessary.

After  giving  the  question  of  salary  increases  for 
city  and  county  employees  considerable  thought, 
and  after  meeting  with  representatives  of  various 
employee  groups,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  S200  increase  in  wages  to  employees  should 
be  put  into  effect  beginning  in  April  of  this  year. 
This  increase  to  be  in  addition  to  sliding-scale 
increases  in  effect  for  many  employees. 

The  cost  of  living  has  increased  measurably  since 
last  year.  The  average  city  emploj-ee  is  having 
difficulty  meeting  the  financial  costs  of  maintain- 
ing his  home  and  providing  the  necessities  of  life. 
While  the  increase  in  wages  will  not  entirely  meet 
the  increased  costs  which  have  occurred  since  last 
year,  nevertheless,  it  is  of  definite  assistance  to 
the  employee,  and  it  is  as  much  as  the  city,  within 
its  present  financial  abilities,  can  pay.  The  salary 
increases  provided  for  in  the  present  appropriation, 
plus  those  which  must  be  provided  for  the  school 
department,  v^ill  entail  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate 
of  approximately  $2.

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meeting  assembled  of  the  Boston  City  Council  we 
urge  that  the  sentences  of  these  Nazi  war  criminals 
remain  in  force,  and  that  any  thoughts  of  release 
be  vigorously  opposed  by  our  spokesmen  at  the 
United  Nations,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  those  who  have  been  released 
very  quickly  be  apprehended  again  so  that  the 
utterances  of  our  supreme  commanders  in  the 
field  of  battle  that  atrocities  will  not  be  tolerated 
and  that  criminal  dictators  with  complete  disregard 
for  the  Geneva  conference  will  be  prosecuted  will 
not  become  a  mockery,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  our  government  go  very  slow  in 
any  attempt  to  arm  German  manpower,  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  President  Harry  A.  Truman  and  the  majority 
leaders  of  both  the  United  States  Senate  and  the 
House  of  Representatives.

Tenants    in    PHA-Aided    Developments. 
Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

The  Honorable  the  City  Council  on  February  5, 
1951,  requested  through  you  that  this  Authority 
refrain  from  requesting  excess  income  tenants  to 
leave  developments  until  a  later  date. 

As  you  know,  there  are  resident  in  developments 
some  families  who  because  of  great  increase  in 
income  must  necessarily  be  requested  to  leave. 
There  are  others,  however,  where  the  excess  in- 
come is  not  great  and  in  these  cases  the  Authority 
is  proceeding  slowly.  It  is  acting  on  the  basis  that 
an  upward  revision  in  the  income  schedule  in  line 
with  revised  economic  standards  would  make 
eligible  some  of  the  tenants  who  are  now  ineligible. 
The  Authority  has  requested  approval  of  such 
upward  revision  from  the  Public  Housing  Ad- 
ministration. 

In  addition,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
two  other  factors  are  at  work  to  prevent  removal 
of  families  whose  incomes  have  increased:  one  is 
that  for  the  purposes  of  determining  the  eligibility 
of  a  family  to  remain  the  total  income  of  working 
minors  is  exempted;  and,  secondly,  there  is  a  SlOO 
exemption  for  all  nonworking  minors. 

The  Authority  is  cognizant  of  the  objectives 
desired  and  is  doing  everything  it  possibly  can  to 
achieve  them.

In  such  cases,  however,  the  Authority  will 
transfer  these  families  into  developments  having 
adjusted  rent  schedules  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

In  this  way  the  tenant  ser\'iceman  will  be  able 
to  receive  equitable  adjustments.

Presumably  such  procedure  was  requested  so 
that  the  net  effect  would  be  that  the  tenants 
would  be  charged  less  rent.  As  desirable  as  this 
may  be,  there  is  no  waj'  that  such  a  ruling  could 
be  made  effective. 

Both  federal  and  state  laws  require  that  the 
income  of  all  members  of  the  family  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  computing  the  income  for  fixing  rentals, 
and  there  is  no  way  in  which  this  may  be  changed 
except  by  legislation. 

For  the  purposes  of  determining  eligibility  for 
continued  occupancy  of  a  family,  local  authorities 
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are  alloHcd  administrative  discretion  in  exempt- 
ing income  of  minors.  In  this  case  the  Authority 
has  established  a  poUcy  of  exempting  the  total 
income  of  minors  for  determininp;  the  eligibility  of 
the  family  to  remain  in  the  development,  bvit 
under  the  law  must  necessarily  include  the  income 
in  determining  the  rent.

DORCHESTER     HEIGHTS     AS    NATIONAL 
HISTORIC   SITE. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

I    have    been    in    communication    with    his 
Honor   Mayor   Hynes   and   Congressman    John 
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W.  McCormack,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
request  of  the  Mayor  I  am  submitting  here- 
with an  order  authorizing  the  City  of  Boston 
to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  United 
States  of  America,  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
placing  the  property  of  the  Park  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  known  as  Dorchester 
Heights  and  Memorial  Tower,  with  the  Fed- 
eral  (lovernment  as  a   national   historic   site. 

This  matter  has  been  under  consideration 
for  several  years  and  under  authority  of  an 
Act  of  Congi-ess  approved  August  21,  19.!5 
(49  Stat.  CG6,  16  U.S.C.  1936,  ed.,  page  462). 
the  United  States  of  America  is  authorized  to 
preserve  such  historic  places  as  national  his- 
toric monuments.  By  execution  of  this  co- 
operative agreement  no  title  to  the  area  is 
transferred  to  the  United  States  Government 
and  the  agremeent  itself  is  terminable  upon 
a  year's  notice  by  either  the  City  of  Boston 
or   the   United   States   Government. 

I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body 
take  immediate  action  on  the  order  as  it 
would  be  particularly  appropriate  if  the  agree- 
ment was  consummated  in  time  to  have  it 
effective  for  the  celebration  at  the  coming 
Evacuation  Day  exercises  on  March  17.

"SecretaiT,"  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the 
City  of  Boston  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "City," 
party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth: 

Whereas,  The  Advisory  Board  on  National 
Parks,  Historic  Sites,  Buildings,  and  Monu- 
ments has  declared  that  Dorchester  Heights 
(in  the  South  Boston  district  of  Boston,  com- 
prising approximately  236,354  squai-e  feet,  and 
bounded  southerly,  westerly,  and  northerly  by 
Thomas  Park  and  easterly  by  land  of  Boston 
now  occupied  by  the  South  Boston  High 
School,  as  shown  on  Plate  16  of  the  atlas  of 
South  Boston,  published  by  G.  W.  Bromley  & 
Co.,  in  the  year  1910),  fortified  by  General 
Washington  during  the  night  of  March  4, 
1776.  and  the  Memorial  Tower  at  Dorchester 
Heights,  in  South  Boston,  Mass.,  are  of 
national  historical  significance  as  commemo- 
rative of  the  evacuation  of  Boston  by  the 
British  troops  under  General  Howe  on  March 
17,  1776,  the  first  great  militai-y  success  of 
the  Americans  in  the  War  of  the  American 
Revolution;   and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  of  the  City  to 
promote  the  designation  of  the  said  Dorchester 
Heights  and  Memorial  Tower  as  a  national 
historic  site  and  to  presen-e  and  protect  them 
in  perpetuity,  for  the  proper  commemoration 
of  the  evacuation  of  Boston  and  for  the  in- 
spiration and  benefit  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States  through  the  perpetuation  of 
this   counti-y's   military    tradition;   and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Secretary 
to  cooperate  with  the  City  in  preserving  the 
integrity  of  the  above-mentioned  historic 
gi-ounds  and  monument  and  to  assist  in  fur- 
thering the  Dorchester  Heights  interpretive 
program  for  the  benefit  and  inspiration  of  the 
American  people  as  part  of  their  national 
inheritance    in    historic    sites; 

Now,  Therefore,  In  consideraton  of  the  fore- 
going, and  pursuant  to  the  authority  con- 
tained in  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  Au- 
gust 21,  1935  (49  Stat.  666,  16  U.S.C,  1936 
ed.,  page  462),  entitled,  "An  Act  to  Provide 
for  the  Preservation  of  Historic  American 
Sites,  Buildings,  Objects,  and  Antiquities  of 
National  Significance,  and  for  Other  Pur- 
poses," the  said  parties  have  covenanted  and 
agreed,  and  by  these  presents  do  covenant  and 
agree  to  and  with  each  other  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  mvttual  promises  herein  ex- 
pressed,   as   follows : 


Article  I.  The  City  agrees,  for  itself,  its 
successors    and    assigns: 

(a)  That  the  City  will  preserve  Dorchester 
Heights  and  the  Memorial  Tower  in  per- 
petuity. 

(b)  That  the  City  will  not  erect,  or  permit 
to  be  erected,  any  building  or  buildings  on 
any  portion  of  the  grounds  designated  by  the 
Secretary  as  part  of  the  national  historic 
site,  without  prior  approval  in  writing  by 
the    Secretary. 

(c)  The  City  will  advise  with  the  National 
Park  Sei-vice  before  permitting  the  erection 
or  emplacement  of  any  monument,  marker, 
tablet,  or  other  memorial  in  or  upon  the 
Memorial  Tower  or  on  any  portion  of  the 
grounds  designated  by  the  Secretary  as  part 
or   the   national    historic   site. 

(d)  No  alterations  or  repairs  to  the  Me- 
morial Tower  shall  be  undertaken  by  the  City 
until  the  plans  therefor  have  been  submitted 
to,   and   approved   by,   the   Secretary. 

(e)  The  City  will  advise  with  the  National 
Park  Service  regarding  any  interpretive  pro- 
gram that  may  be  prepared  relating  to  the 
Dorchester   Heights    area. 

(f)  The  public  shall  be  admitted  to  all 
parts  of  the  Dorchester  Heights  area  and 
Memorial  Tower  at  all  reasonable  times  so  far 
as  consistent  with  the  preservation  of  the 
historical    area    and    monument. 

Article  II.  The  Secretary  agrees,  on  behalf 
of   the   United   States   of   America: 

(a)  To  designate  the  Dorchester  Heights 
area   as   a   national   historic   site. 

(b)  To  provide  and  place  a  national  his- 
toric site  marker  in  further  commemoration 
of  the  evacuation  of  Boston,  as  funds  become 
available. 

(c)  To  cooperate  with  the  City  in  the 
preservation  and  use  of  the  Dorchester  Heights 
area  as  a  national  historic  site,  and  to  pro- 
vide technical  assistance  in  planning  and 
executing  measures  for  preservation,  inter- 
pretation, and  use,  within  the  limits  of  avail- 
able  appropriations. 

(d)  In  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary,  to 
expend  such  funds  as  may  be  made  available 
by  appropriation  or  donation  for  the  purpose 
of  assisting  the  City  in  the  appropriate  de- 
velopment of  the  Dorchester  Heights  area  as 
a   national    historic   site. 

Article  III.  It  is  further  understood  and 
agreed: 

(a)  That  the  Dorchester  Heights  area  and 
Memorial  Tower,  subject  to  the  covenants 
above  set  forth,  shall  remain  the  propei-ty 
of  the  City,  to  be  used  by  it  for  public  pur- 
poses. 

(b)  Wherever  in  this  contract  the  Secre- 
tary is  referred  to,  the  term  shall  include  his 
duly    authorized    representative. 

(c)  No  member  of,  or  delegate  to.  Con- 
gress, or  Resident  Commissioner,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  any  share  or  part  of  this  contract 
or  to  any  benefit  that  may  arise  therefrom, 
but  this  restriction  shall  not  be  construed  to 
extend  to  this  contract  if  made  with  a  cor- 
poration   or    company   for    its    general    benefit. 

(d)  This  Agreement  may  be  terminated 
by  either  party  upon  the  expiration  of  one 
year's    notice   in    writing   to   the   other.

Ward  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  with  a  view 
to  expediting  services  on  the  floor  of  the  Ac- 
cident Ward,  and  that  an  investigation  be 
made  with  a  view  to  rectifying  the  loss  of 
valuables  to  patients  who  are  admitted  on  the 
Accident  Floor.

Dear  Mr.  Shannon: 

In  reply  to  your  communication  of  Febru- 
ary 15,  enclosing  City  Council  order  of  Febru- 
ary 12,  regarding  conditions  on  the  Accident 
Ward  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  X  would 
submit   the  following: 

We  do  not  feel  that  there  are  any  measur- 
able delays  in  transporting  patients  to  the 
wards  from  the  Admitting  Department.  To 
be  sure,  because  of  the  nature  of  the  work, 
it  occasionally  happens  that,  when  an  emer- 
gency arrives,  a  patient  who  is  in  less  need 
of  medical  assistance  is  delayed  while  all 
energies  are  used  in  caring  for  the  sickest 
patient. 

In  regard  to  valuables,  our  procedure  is  as 
follows: 

1.  Patients  brought  to  the  hospital  D.O.A. 
(dead  on  aiTival)  are  not  undressed,  and  no 
attempt  is  made  to  find  identification.  After 
the  patient  is  pronounced  dead  and  is  seen 
by  the  priest,  the  body  is  taken  to  the  morgue 
by  the  same  officers  who  brought  it  to  the 
Admitting   Floor. 

2.  If  a  D.O.A.  is  brought  by  the  Fire  De- 
partment, taxi,  or  private  car,  the  body  is 
brought  to  the  morgue  through  the  tunnel  by 
two  medical  workers,  and  is  always  accom- 
panied by  the  person  responsible  for  the  pa- 
tient's effects.  On  these  occasions  an  attend- 
ant in  the  morgue  takes  charge  of  all  valu- 
ables and  these  are  signed  for  by  the  hospital 
medical  worker,  the  morgue  attendant,  and 
the  person  who  has  accompanied  the  body  to 
the    morgue. 

All  persons  coming  in  who  are  unconscious 
ai-e  undressed  and  all  valuables  checked  and 
listed  by  two  graduate  nurses  or,  in  the  event 
of  male  patients,  a  graduate  nurse  and  a 
medical  aide.  This  record  is  a  permanent 
record  of  the  hospital. 

In  all  unusual  circumstance?,  i.e.,  large 
sums  of  money,  or  claims  of  patients  as  to 
loss  of  pocketbook  or  valuables,  the  Admitting 
Executive  is  notified,  and  he  talks  with  the 
patient  and  signs  his  name  to  the  property 
slip,  stating  that  these  articles  are  not  with 
the  patient  on  entrance  to  the  hospital. 

When  a  patient  is  unable  to  sign  his  own 
valuable  record,  two  nurses  are  required  to 
check  and  sign  and  also  state  the  reason  the 
patient  is  not  capable  of  signing. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  1950  we  cared 
for  102,421  patients  and,  to  my  knowledge, 
there  were  less  than  six  complaints  of  loss 
of  valuables,  we  do  not  feel  it  is  humanly 
possible  to  improve  the  present  system.

Receipt  is  acknowledged  of  City  Council 
order,  "that  the  Budget  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
study  the  feasibility  of  placing  Suffolk  County 
Jail   employees   on   a   40-hour  week." 

This  order  was  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  January  15,  1951,  but  I  have  delayed  re- 
plying because  of  the  fact  that  investigation 
disclosed  that  a  bill  was  already  before  the 
legislature  providing  for  a  40-hour  week  for 
employees  of  the  Suffolk  County  Jail.  This 
bill  was  signed  by  the  Governor  on  March  15, 
1951,  and  became  effective  upon  passage,  as 
chapter  152  of  the  Acts  of  1951.  This  act 
reads  as  follows: 

An  Act  Relative  to  the  Hours  of  Duty  of  Per- 
manent Employees  of  Suffolk  County  Jail. 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  general  or  special  law,  the  service 
of  all  employees  of  the  Suffolk  county  jail 
shall  be  restricted  to  five  days  and  to  forty 
hours  in  any  one  week;  provided,  that,  in  cases 
of  emergency,  service  in  excess  of  five  days 
or  such  forty  hours  may  be  authorized  by 
the  sheriff  of  said  county,  and  such  additional 
service  shall  be  compensated  for  as  overtime. 


The  compensation  payable  to  any  such  em- 
ployee shall  not  be  reduced  by  reason  of  the 
provisions   of   this   act. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its    passage. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  law  has  fixed 
the  hours  of  the  employees  at  the  Suffolk 
County  Jail,  there  is  no  further  need  for  a 
study  by  the  Budget  Commissioner  as  requested 
in  the  above  Council  order.

This  will  acknowledge  your  communication 
pertaining  to  City  Council  order  of  March  12, 
1951,  requesting  a  study  of  the  advisability  of 
legislation  to  set  up  proper  sanitary  standards 
for  the  protection  of  public  health  in  regard 
to  the  purchase  and  sale  of  evaporated  or  con- 
centrated milk  if  not  sterilized  and  her- 
metically sealed  in  a  can. 

The  Health  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  Mr.  Frank  E.  Mott,  Milk  Inspector 
of  Boston  and  chemist  of  this  department, 
have  reviewed  "MUk,  Fi'ozen  Desserts,  and  Ice- 
Cream  Mix  Regulations  of  the  Boston  Health 
Department,"  and  the  following  is  abstracted 
from  pages  43   and  44  of  these  regulations. 

It  is  provided  that  evaporated  or  concen- 
trated milk  if  not  sterilized  and  in  a  her- 
metically sealed  can,  because  it  is  a  fluid  food, 
shall  be: 

1.  Pasteurized. 

2.  Marked  with  the  day  of  the  week 
when  pasteurized  and  with  the  name  of  the 
manufacturer. 

3.  Placed  in  the  final  container  at  the 
establishment  where  pasteurized  by  machine, 
and  having  a  cap  or  seal  which  protects 
the  pouring  lip  of  said  container  from  con- 
tamination. 

4.  Kept  continuously  at  a  temperature 
of  below  50  degrees  Fahrenheit  until  deliv- 
ered to  the  consumer. 

5.  The  milk  used  to  make  the  evaporated 
or  concentrated  milk  shall  conform  in  every 
respect  to  the  legal  standard  of  Massachu- 
setts and  to  the  bacterial  standards  of  the 
Health  Commissioner. 

Further,  the  Health  Commissioner  and  the 
Mak  Inspector  of  Boston,  on  March  23  and 
March  24,  visited,  in  Vermont,  several  plants 
operated  by  mUk  distributors  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  obtain  current  information  per- 
taining to  the  processes  of  concentrated  fluid 
fresh  milk  and  to  learn  at  first  hand  the  pro- 
cedures which  distributors  are  prepared  to 
follow  in  the  marketing  of  fresh  concentrated 
milk. 

The  Boston  Health  Department  will  con- 
tinue to  maintain  vigilance  to  protect  the 
interests  of   the  City  of   Boston,   with  special 
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emphasis,  at  present,  on  the  preparation  and 
marketing   of   milk  and   milk   products.

We  have  learned  to  our  sorrow  that  our  ways 
are  not  always  Thine.  We  are  being  driven 
back  into  Thine  arms  by  our  hatred  of  one 
another;  we  turn  to  Thee  once  more,  chastened 
by  the  cruel  misery  of  an  order  of  society 
from  which  Thou  art  being  excluded.  Grant 
that  we  may  yet  be  aroused,  before  it  is  too 
late,  to  a  sense  of  the  doom  which  awaits  us 
for  having  rejected  Thee.  Our  fathers  built 
this  community  on  Thee,  and  moulded  its 
wholesome  traditions  in  the  foi-ms  of  virtue 
which  they  discovered  in  Thy  revealed  teach- 
ings. If  we  stiU  rejoice  in  the  dignity  and 
freedom  which  belong  to  us  as  Thy  creatures, 
it  is  because  those  who  have  gone  before  us 
were  faithful  to  Thee.  May  it  not  be  charged 
against  us  by  our  descendants  in  years  to 
come  that  we  enslaved  them  to  despotic  rulers 
of  a  communistic  society  by  refusing  to  sub- 
mit to  the  saving  yoke  of  Thy  commandments. 
Truly  Thou  hast  made  us  for  Thyself,  and 
unless  we  turn  to  Thee  we  shall  be  lost  for- 
ever. 

O  God  of  goodness  and  holiness,  we  rejoice 
in  Thy  nearness  to  us.

The  above-referenced  section  of  Washington 
street  is  in  a  very  poor  condition  and  unques- 
tionably should  be  resurfaced.  However,  to  do 
this  resurfacing  work — with  the  streetcar  line  in 
operation — will  double  the  cost.  This  additional 
cost  was  brought  very  forceably  to  my  attention 
in  connection  with  the  one-mile  section  of  Wash- 
ington street  that  we  intended  to  resurface  between 
Forest  Hills  and  Poplar  street,  in  Roslindale.  It 
was  estimated  that  it  would  cost  $185,000  to 
resurface  the  latter-referenced  section  of  Wash- 
ington street  if  the  streetcar  line  was  kept  in 
operation;  whereas,  the  cost  would  have  been 
reduced  to  $85,000  if  the  streetcar  line  were  aban- 
doned, thereby  permitting  the  resurfacing  of  the 
street  by  laying  bituminous  concrete  over  the 
existing  roadway  and  track  area.  Therefore,  I 
hesitate  to  completely  resurface  the  section  of 
Washington  street,  from  Egleston  square  to  Forest 
Hills,  until  the  present  streetcar  line  is  abandoned. 

I  have  discussed  this  matter  with  Mr.  Dana 
of  the  MTA,  and  he  cannot  give  me  any  definite 
date  as  to  when  streetcar  operation  will  be  dis- 
continued on  Washington  street.  It  appears  that 
the  streetcars  will  continue  to  operate  for  at  least 
the  next  two  or  three  years.  In  the  meantime, 
arrangements  will  be  made  to  advertise  contracts 
to  provide  for  the  relaying  of  the  worst  sections 
of  the  street,  thereby  effecting  some  improvement, 
but  not  the  improvement  that  would  be  brought 
about  if  the  entire  roadway  area,  from  Egleston 
square  to  Forest  Hills,  were  completely  resurfaced.

RESOLUTION   RE   OFF-STREET   PARKING 
FACILITIES.

On  December  11,  1950,  I  submitted  to  your 
Honorable  Body  a  resolution  favoring  authori- 
zation by  the  Legislature  of  a  second  $5,000,- 
000  bond  issue  for  off-street  parking  facilities. 
Under  the  rules  of  the  Legislature,  the  au- 
thorization requested  will  not  be  considered 
until,  and  unless,  the  resolution  is  given  ap- 
proval  by   your   Honorable   Body. 

On  January  22,  1951,  I  directed  a  communi- 
cation    to     your     Honorable     Body     requesting 


affirmative    action    on    the    pending    resolution. 

I  again  request,  most  respectfully,  that  such 
action  be  taken.  The  legislative  year  is  run- 
ning out,  and  that  Body  is  fast  reaching  the 
stage  where  only  matters  of  state-wide  im- 
portance remain  for  its  consideration.  It  is, 
therefore,  imperative  that  this  matter  of  grave 
local  concern  be  placed  before  the  Legislature 
as   quickly   as  possible. 

I  need  not  labor  the  argument  for  further 
off-street  parking  facilities.  The  necessity 
is  apparent.  The  construction  of  such  facili- 
ties at  Winthrop  square,  at  Post  Office  square, 
and  in  the  vicinity  of  Park  square,  will 
exhaust  the  present  authority  of  the  city  to 
construct    parking    facilities. 

It  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  responsibility  of  the 
city  government  to  provide  such  facilities.  I, 
therefore,  earnestly  request  that  immediate 
action  be  taken  on  the  resolution  now  pending 
before  your  Body.  Further  opportunity  wiU 
be  afforded  your  Body  to  consider  this  matter 
when  acceptance  of  the  Act  is  before  you  and 
when  approval  of  the  loan  order  is  presented 
to   you.

The  Board  is  in  receipt  of  the  interesting 
order  recently  passed  by  the  City  Council  in 
which  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  requested  to 
ask  this  department  to  study  the  advisability 
"of  eliminating  the  compulsion  of  the  use  of 
towels  instead  of  neck  bi-ushes." 

The  Board  gave  this  matter  serious  con- 
sideration before  it  was  inserted  in  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  which  have  been  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  evi- 
dence in  favor  of  the  use  of  towels  instead 
of  neck  brushes  is  so  very  apparent  that  the 
Board  fails  to  see  how  any  man  patronizing 
a  barber  shop  would  prefer  to  have  the  surplus 
hair  brushed  from  his  neck  by  the  use  of 
those  very  unsanitai-y  soft  brushes  with  which 
barbers  used  to  do  this.  Certainly  any  man 
should  prefer  the  use  of  a  freshly  laundered 
towel  for  this  purpose.  Should  a  barber  while 
using  a  brush  fail  to  note  a  case  of  barber's 
itch — he  could  spread  it  like  wildfire  among 
all  later  customers.  The  use  of  the  brush  is 
especially  obnoxious  in  hot  weather,  and  there 
should  be  no  question  in  anyone's  mind  about 
which  is  the  most  sanitary  method  of  dealing 
with   such   a  situation. 

The  only  argument  which  has  been  pre- 
sented to  this  Board  in  favor  of  the  use  of 
the  brush  is  the  expense  of  the  clean  towels 
and  when  one  considers  that  the  laundry  serv- 
ices furnish  clean  towels  at  the  rate  of  about 
one  cent  each,  the  expense  certainly  should  not 
outweigh  the  sanitary  conditions.  The  Board 
presents  its  arguments  from  the  health  stand- 
point because  that  was  the  primary  considera- 
tion for  which  this  rule  was  enacted.  In  sup- 
port of  the  Board's  standard,  it  will  be  found 
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that  these  brushes  are  outlawed  in  about  35 
of  the  48  states  including  all  the  states 
bordering  on  Massachusetts. 

The  Board  feels  that  it  would  be  violating 
its  duty  to  the  men  who  expect  the  best  serv- 
ice under  the  most  sanitai-y  conditions  m  the 
barber  shops  of  Massachusetts  if  it  were  to 
recommend  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  that  it  withdraw  this  regulation.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  SCHOOL 
PURPOSES. 

The   following  was   received: 

City   of   Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,   April  23,   1951. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Under  date  of  April  2,  1951,  I  received  two 
recommendations  from  the  School  Committee 
setting  forth  that  the  budget  of  $22,770,058.37 
which  had  been  adopted  by  the  committee 
under  even  date  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Boston  public  schools  for  the  fiscal  year  1951 
was  shoi-t  by  $1,293,925.42  of  the  amount  con- 
sidered necessary  by  the  committee  to  carry 
out  the  needs  of  the  School  Department  for 
the  current  year.  In  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  law  governing  school  appropriations, 
the  committee  requested  that  I  recommend 
to  your  Honorable  Body  the  additional  appro- 
priations deemed  necessary  for  general  school 
purposes. 

Following  a  sui-vey  of  the  School  Committee 
requests,  I  have  decided  to  limit  my  recom- 
mendations for  additional  appropriations  for 
school  purposes  to  the  amount  set  forth  in 
my  message  to  the  Council  on  February  5, 
namely,  $1,000,000,  which  amount  was  sub- 
sequently approved  by  your  Honorable  Body. 
This  amount  has  been  broken  down  in  the 
attached  appropriation  order  to  the  Beveral 
divisions  under  which  appropriations  in  the 
school  budget  are  made.  It  is  estimated, 
however,  that  the  actual  use  of  the  additional 
appropriations  will  be  as  follows: 

General  increase  for  teachers  and  members 
of  the  supervising  staff  from  September  1, 
1951,  and  for  all  other  permanent  employees 
from  June  1  if  paid  on  a  monthly  basis;  from 
June  6   if  paid  on  a  weekly   basis,  $475,000. 

1951  cost  of  $204  increase  granted  teachers 
as   of    September   1,    1950,    $400,000. 

Cost  of  additional  custodians  required  under 
statutory    40-hour-work    week,    $125,000. 

I  feel  that  the  amounts  set  forth  are  re- 
quired to  permit  proper  operation  of  the  school 
system  during  1951.  I,  therefore,  respectfully 
recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
appropriation   ox'der.

With  the  installation  of  traflic  lights  during  the 
coming  nionths,  we  shall  use  up  the  available  ap- 
propriation designated  by  you  for  this  purpose. 

Realizing  that  the  problem  of  answering  the 
domand.s  and  needs  for  traffic  lights  in  the  City  of 
Boston  is  only  half-met,  I  respectfully  request 
that  you  give  consideration  to  the  appropriating 
of  the  sum  of  $100,000  so  that  plans  and  contracts 
can  be  established  to  provide  traffic  signals  at 
approximately  30  locations  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Although  it  is  unlikely  that  these  30  signals  can 
be  installed  and  placed  in  operation  by  December 
31,  1951,  present  conditions  seem  to  indicate  that 
in  order  to  meet  the  need  which  exists  we  should 
start  the  necessary  work  as  soon  as  possible. 

Making  allowances  for  the  time  required  to

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

At  the  present  time  the  Cit.v  of  Boston  has,  in 
the  rear  of  the  southeasterly  side  of  Beacon  street, 
at  Cleveland  Circle,  Brighton,  a  sanitary  .sewer 
and  surface  water  drain  extending  from  the  Boston- 
Brookline  line  to  Prendergast  avenue.  The 
Prendergast  avenue  end  of  that  sewer  and  drain 
is  but  a  short  di.stance  from  the  Walter  F.  Cassidy 
Playground.  The  existing  drain  in  the  playground 
is  merely  an  old  brook,  covered  over  some  years 
ago  with  stone  slabs.  The  channel  of  the  brook 
has  often  proved  of  insufficient  size  to  provide 
proper  drainage  for  the  area,  with  the  result  that 
periodic  flooding  has  been  experienced.  To  the 
.south  of  the  playground  lies  Eliot  street,  Brookline. 
Brookline  officials  have  recently  come  to  recognize 
that  the  .sewers  and  drains  in  Eliot  street  are  in- 
adequate to  care  for  the  sewage  and  drainage  of 
the  Eliot  street  section  of  Brookline. 

Conferences  between  Brookline  and  Boston  offi  - 
cials  with  respect  to  the  problem  have  made  if 
clear  that  it  would  be  to  the  mutual  advantage  of 
Boston  and  Brookline  if  said  sanitary  .sewer  and 
surface  water  drain  were  extended  from  Prender- 
gast avenue,  Boston,  to  a  point  on  the  Boston- 
Brookline  line,  near  Eliot  street,  Brookline.  Trans- 
mitted herewith  is  a  copy  of  a  plan  prepared  under 
date  of  April  11,  1951,  by  Walter  A.  Devine. 
Brookline  town  engineer,  showing  the  location  of 
the  proposed  extension  more  specifically.  Boston 
will  acquire  the  necessary  rights  and  easements  in 
and  for  the  entire  extension  and  construct  the 
section  thereof  shown  on  the  plan  as  Section  C-D. 
Brookline  will  construct  the  other  sections,  i.e., 
Section  B-C  and  Section  D-E — such  Sections  B-C 
and  D-E  to  become,  upon  construction  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  with  the  understanding  tfiat 
Brookline  may  discharge  sewage  and  drainage 
into  the  existing  sewer  and  drain  and  all  .sections 
of  the  extension  thereof.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
total  cost  of  the  entire  extension  will  exceed 
$250,000,  of  which,  it  is  expected,  the  City  of 
Boston  will  have  to  pay  approximately  $50,000 
for  the  necessary  rights  and  easements  and  the 
construction  of  Section  C^D.  Inasmuch  as  the 
extension  will  enable  the  abandonment  of  the  old 
covered  brook  channel  and  the  elimination  of  all 
of  its  disadvantages,  it  is  readily  apparent  that 
from  Boston's  point  of  view  the  project  is  most 
expedient. 

I  have  been  advised  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
that  the  transaction  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Town  of  Brookline  should  be  embodied 
in  an  agreement  authorized  by  the  City  Council.

Under  the  state  laws  administered  by  this  office 
relative  to  men  in  the  service,  there  is  no  differ- 
entiation between  those  who  actually  sen-ed  in 
Korea  and  those  who  are  not  in  the  tlieater  of 
operations.  Federal  laws  recently  enacted  have 
given  the  same  benefits  to  veterans,  and  their 
dependents  where  the  veteran  has  died,  regardless 
of  the  place  in  which  the  ^•cteran  served.  \'eterans 
of  World  War  I  and  World  War  II  are  eUgible  for 
burial  whether  or  not  their  service  was  on  foreign 
soil.  The  above  order  could  l)e  construed  to  limit 
burial  to  those  who  are  actually  serving  in  Korea, 
and,  since  the  reference  in  tlie  order  is  made  to 
veterans  of  World  War  I  and  World  War  II,  I  felt 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  order  to  regard  all 
serWce  in  this  time  of  emergency  on  the  same  basis 
as  if  \var  had  actually  been  declared.

In  answer  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
dated  May  7,  1951,  concerning  i)rcmises  at  81  West- 
nrinster  avenue,  also  known  as  317  Walnut  avenue 
rear.  Ward  12,  I  report  as  follows: 

The  building  in  question  is  more  than  fifty  years 
old.  It  was  erected  presumably  as  a  barn  or  car- 
riage house  and  lies  in  the  rear  of  the  premises  at 
317  Walnut  avenue.  There  is  no  record  in  this 
department  which  would  indicate  the  age  of  the 
building.  The  atlases,  however,  show  that  as  far 
back  as  1919  it  was  used  as  a  "workshop." 

On  August  4,  1949,  an  application  was  made  by 
.T.  Arthur  Montgomery,  the  then  owner,  for  per- 
mission to  change  the  occu|5ancy  frojn  workshop 
to  "office  and  warehouse  —  painting  contractor." 
This  permit  was  granted  on  August  l(i,  1949. 

Since  the  erection  of  the  building  and  its  use  as  a 
workshop  obviously  antedated  the  passage  of  the 
Zoning  Act,  the  tlicn  Building  Conmiissioner  had 
authority  to  grant  such  a  permit. 

On  April  2,  1951.  an  application  was  filed  by 
Charles  Costa,  manager,  .\ero  Painting  Company, 
for  a  permit  for  the  same  occupancy.  Mr.  Costa, 
however,  preferred  that  the  premises  be  numbered 
81  Westminster  avenue,  which  number  was  certi- 
fied by  the  Street  Numbering  Department.  In

TRANSFER  OF  APPROPRIATION   TO 

FINANCE   COMMISSION. 
The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  CouncU. 
Gentlemen: 

In  a  report  issued  under  date  of  April  27,  the 
Finance  Commission  revealed  the  "confusion" 
which  exists  at  the  present  time  in  the  School 
Department  with  regard  to  the  custodial  service. 
The  report  pointed  out  that,  while,  since  1944,  27 
schools  had  been  closed,  the  school  population  has 
dropped  from  approximately  100,000  to  approxi- 
mately 90,000,  and  while  there  are  400  vacant 
classrooms  in  the  school  system,  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  salaries  of  custodians  has 
jumped    from    slightly    over    $1,000,000    to    sub- 
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stantially  more  than  $2,000,000  in  the  same  period. 
It  also  indicated  that  since  150  additional  cus- 
todians have  been  added  to  the  payroll  following 
the  establishment  of  a  40-hour  work  week,  the 
work-load  is  unequally  distributed,  responsibility  is 
more  scattered  than  ever  before,  and  "the  cost  of 
custodial  service  has  reached  a  figure  which  is 
regarded  by  many  conversant  with  the  needs  of 
the  service  to  be  scandalous."  The  report  recom- 
mended that  an  intensive  study  of  the  custodial 
manpower  requirements  of  the  Boston  schools  be 
made  and  that  a  special  appropriation  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  be  provided  for  this 
purpose. 

Under  date  of  May  2  I  directed  the  report  to 
the  attention  of  the  School  Committee,  indicating 
that  I  agreed  with  the  Finance  Commission  that 
in  order  to  secure  an  intelligent  answer  to  the 
custodial  problem  there  must  first  be  a  compre- 
hensive investigation  of  the  whole  situation,  and 
that  I  was  willing  to  provide  a  special  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose.  To  date  I  have  received  no 
official  reply  to  this  offer,  but  I  am  advised  that 
individually  the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee look  with  favor  on  the  proposal.  It  would 
seem  desirable  that  the  findings  of  the  proposed 
study  should  be  available  before  the  beginning  of 
the  next  school  year.  In  my  opinion,  therefore, 
an  appropriation  should  be  made  available  in  order 
that  the  investigation  may  be  started  forthwith. 
In  sponsoring  the  study,  it  is  my  intention  to 
be  fair  to  all  parties  at  interest.  It  is  my  sole 
concern  to  see  that  the  number  of  custodians 
needed  in  the  schoolhouses  of  the  city  be  deter- 
mined scientifically  and  definitely  and  that  a 
pay  schedule  be  established  which  will  be  equi- 
table both  to  custodians  and  to  the  city.  To 
this  end,  I  submit  herewith  a  transfer  order 
providing  that  a  special  appropriation  in  the 
amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  (.$10,000)  be  made 
available  to  the  Finance  Commission,  the  body 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  City 
Charter  to  investigate  matters  relating  to  ex- 
penditures and  methods  of  administration  affecting 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  respectfully  recommend 
adoption  of  this  order  by  your  Honorable  Body.

"Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  do  something  about  the  Broadway  Extension 
Bridge  as  the  present  wooden  surface  causes  auto- 
mobiles to  skid  when  the  bridge  is  wet  and  many 
accidents  have  happened  there  recently." 

I  wish  to  advise  that  the  drawspan  of  the  Broad- 
way Bridge,  over  Fort  Point  Channel,  to  which  the 
above-referenced  order  evidently  refers,  has  a 
spruce  wearing  surface  which  is  very  apt  to  be 
slippery,  when  wet.  However,  all  wearing  surfaces 
are  slippery  to  some  degree,  when  wet,  and  I  feel 
that  the  accidents  referred  to  are  caused  by  ex- 
cessive speed  under  adverse  conditions,  rather  than 
to  the  type  of  pavement  on  the  structure.  Long 
bridges  without  intersections,  such  as  the  Broadway 
Bridge,  tend  to  make  the  average  driver  operate 
too  fast  because  of  the  lack  of  cross  traffic,  with 
the  result  that  skidding  accidents  on  such  bridges 
are  higher  than  normal. 

All  bridges  with  wooden  wearing  surfaces  are 
sanded  intermittently  during  rainy  or  snowy 
weather,  and  particular  attention  will  be  given, 
hereafter,  to  the  Broadwa.v  Bridge,  in  order  to 
make  certain  that  it  is  kept  reasonably  well  sanded 
during  inclement  weather.  Suitable  "Slippery 
When  Wet"  signs  will  be  erected  on  both  ap- 
proaches to  the  bridge  to  warn  drivers,  in  sub- 
stance, that  the  wooden  surface  is  apt  to  be  slip- 
pery, when  wet,  and  that,  therefore,  they  should 
use  precaution  when  crossing  the  bridge. 

An  investigation  will  also  be  conducted  to  de- 
termine the  advisability  of  replacing  the  existing 
wooden  surface  with  an  open  steel  grid  type  of 
surface  which,  in  general,  is  less  slippery  than  the 
wooden  surface.  If  the  results  of  the  investigation 
determine  that  a  steel  decking  would  be  advisable, 
arrangements  will  be  made  to  have  it  installed,  if 
we  are  able  to  obtain  said  steel  decking,  which  is 
very  scarce  at  this  time,  due  to  the  demands  of  the 
Defense  Program.

However,  the  problem  which  exists  in  this  area 
is  entirely  the  result  of  the  activities  at  the  Array 
Base  and  in  such  cases,  frequently,  the  agency 
requiring  special  traffic  protection  makes  the 
traffic  light  installation  itself.  For  example,  the 
Edison  Company  on  Massachusetts  avenue  and 
Walter  Baker  Company  at  Pierce  square,  Dor- 
chester, have  installed  such  lights  with  push- 
button control  for  the  convenience  of  their  vehicles 
and  employees. 

H.  P.  Hood  Company  were  about  to  do  the  same 
thing  on  Rutherford  avenue  until  the  reconstruc- 
tion work  commenced  there. 

Accordingly,  it  may  be  possible  that  under 
governmental  appropriation  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  .Army  Base  that  a  traffic  Ught  installation 
might  be  made  tor  the  benefit  of  the  Army  Base 
on  Summer  street  and  this  possibility  should  be 
explored  before  the  city  makes  such  an  installa- 
tion; especially  since  there  are  many  other  locations 
wliioh  are  even  more  hazardous  than  the  one  in 
question.

Enclosed  please  find  form  of  proposed  Coopera- 
tion Agreement  covering  the  above-entitled  project 
which  is  to  be  entered  into  between  tliis  .■Authority 
and  the  City  of  Boston. 

Old  Harbor  Village  is  owned  by  the  Public 
Housing  Administration,  which  in  turn  has  leased 
it  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority.  Being 
federally  owned  it  is  exempt  from  all  taxes. 

Prior  to  the  war,  this  Authority,  under  the  terms 
of  a  lease  entered  into  with  the  PH.\,  paid  a  flat 
$15,000  a  year  to  the  city  as  a  payment  in  lieu  of 
ta.xes.  During  the  war,  the  PH.A.  permitted  a 
change  to  10  per  cent  of  shelter  rents,  which 
amounted  to  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount 
of  monej-  the  city  received,  the  approximate  figure 
being  -533,000,  or  $18,000  more  than  the  flat  rate. 
The  last  lease  expired  January  1,  1950.  The 
Project  at  present  is  therefore  bei'ng  operated  with- 
out a  lease.  The  PH.\  will  not  permit  Payments 
in  Lieu  of  Taxes  unless  a  Cooperation  Agreement  is 
entered  into  between  the  City  and  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority. 

PHA  Regulation,  Section  46G0:  1 — Paynjent  in 
Lieu  of  Taxes  for  Fiscal  Year  1950  and 
Subsequent  Fiscal  Years  on  Federally-Owned 
PWA,  PL-412,  and  PL  071  Projects  Operated 
by  Local  Authorities. 
3.     New  or  Revised  Cooperation  Agreements. 

(a)  Payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  may  be  made  by 
the  local  authority  only  in  accordance  with 
Cooperation  Agreements  which  have  been 
approxed  by  the  PHA. 

(b)  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  Cooperation 
Agreement  in  efl'ect  between  the  local  authority 
and   the  local  taxing   bodi'   or   bodies,   such   an

into  and  approved  by  the  PHA  before  payments 
in  lieu  of  taxes  can  be  made,  in  accordance  with 
this  section.

(iovernment  and  the  local  taxine  body  or  bodies, 
such  aercementa  must  I)e  canceled  hy  mutual 
coasent  before  the  local  aut-horif.y  enter.s  into  a 
Cooperation  AKreeinent.  New  aKreements  shall 
be  substantially  in  accordance  with  Form 
PIIA-l'.l.'iS  and  shall  be  obtained  in  accordance 
with  the  procedure  sot  forth  below. 

(c)  In  the  event  that  there  is  an  existing 
Cooperation  .\f>:reement  between  the  local 
authority  and  the  local  taxing  body  or  bodies, 
which  provides  for  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes 
which  are  less  than  the  regular  amounts  which 
the  local  authority  wishes  to  pay  hereunder,  sucli 
local  authority  will  be  required  to  enter  into  a 
revised  Cooperation  Agreement,  subject  to 
approval  b,v  the  PH.\,  before  it  makes  such  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes.  Such  revised  agreement 
shall  be  substantially  in  accordance  with  Form 
PIT.'V-inSS  and  shall  be  obtained  in  accordance 
with  the  procedure  set  forth  below. 

(d)  The  approval  by  the  PHA  of  such  new  or 
revised  Cooperation  Agreement  will  not  be  given 
unless  the  current  value  of  full  exemption  from 
real  and  personal  property'  taxes,  less  the  pro- 
posed regular  pa.\-ments  in  lieu  of  taxes,  will 
constitute  a  substantial  local  contribution. 

It  is  desirous,  therefore,  that  an  agreement  be 
entered  into  so  that  paj'ments  in  lieu  of  taxes  may 
he  made  to  the  cit.v. 

The  agreement  requires  that  promptl.v  after  the 
execution  of  this  agreement  there  shall  bo  paid, 
for  and  on  account  of  the  federal  fiscal  .vear  lO.'}!, 
the  sum  of  $48.7.36.15,  and  after  the  end  of  such 
fiscal  year  19.51  there  shall  be  paid,  for  and  on 
account  of  such  fiscal  year,  an  additional  amount 
equal  to  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the  aggregate  shelter 
rent.  After  the  end  of  the  federal  fiscal  year  1952, 
there  shall  be  paid,  for  and  on  account  of  the 
federal  fiscal  vear,  an  amount  equal  to  ten  per  cent 
(10%)  of  the  shelter  rent.  After  the  end  of  the 
federal  fiscal  ,vear  1953,  and  after  the  end  of  each 
federal  fiscal  .year  thereafter,  there  shall  be  paid,  for 
and  on  account  of  each  federal  fiscal  .year,  an 
amount  equal  to  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the  shelter 
rent. 

The  agreement  also  provides  that  during  the 
agreement  period  the  city,  \Wthout  cost  or  charge  to 
the  Authority,  to  the  PHA,  or  to  the  tenants  of  the 
Project  (other  than  the  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes), 
shall: 

(a)  Furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the 
.'Vuthority  and  the  tenants  of  the  Project  the 
public  services  and  facilities  which  are  furnished 
without  cost  or  charge  to  other  dwellings  and 
inhabitants  in  the  City,  including  but  not  limited 
to;  educational,  fire,  police,  and  health  protection 
services;  maintenance  and  repair  of  public 
streets,  roads,  and  sidewalks,  and  of  sewer  sys- 
tems; snow  removal,  garbage,  trash  and  ash 
collection  and  disposal;  street  lighting  on  public 
streets  and  roads  within  such  Project  and  on  the 
boundaries  thereof;  and  adequate  sewer  services 
for  the  Project;  and 

(b)  Upon  request,  recommend  to  the  proper 
board  or  officer  the  laying  out  as  pubUo  ways  of 
such  interior  streets,  loads,  alleys,  and  adjacent 
sidewalks  which  are  within  _  the  area  of  the 
Project  and  which  comply  with  the  applicable 
regulations  of  the  City  as  the  PHA  or  the 
Authority  (as  owner  of  the  Project)  may  wish; 
and 

(c)  Cooperate  with  the  Authority  by  such 
other  lawful  actions  or  ways  as  the  city  and  the 
Authority  may  find  necessary  in  connection  with 
the  administration  of  the  Project. 

If  the  Cit.v  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
written  notice  from  the  Authority,  fail  or  refuse 
to  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  any  of  the 
services  or  facihties  which  it  is  obhged  hereunder 
to  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  Au- 
thority or  to  the  Project,  or  shall  make  an.y 
charges  therefor,  then  the  Authority  may  either 
pay  such  charges  or  proceed  to  obtain  such 
services  or  facilities  elsewhere,  and  deduct  the 
cost  thereof  from  any  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes 
due  or  to  become  due  to  the  City  from  the 
Authority  in  respect  to  the  Project  or  any  other 
low-rent  housing  projects  assisted  by  the  PHA. 

The  Cooperation  Agreement  must  be  executed 
on  or  before  June  30,  1951.    Because  of  the  shortage

CooproRATioN  .Agreement. 

This     .Agreement,     entered     into     this 

day  of... ,  1951.  by  and  between  the  Boston 

Housing  Authority  (herein  called  the  "Authority") 
and  the  City  of  Boston  (herein  called  the  "City"), 
wituesseth: 

III  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants 
hereinafter  set  forth,  the  Authority  and  the  City 
do  agree: 

1.  The  Authority,  as  lessee  of  the  Public 
Housing  Administration  (herein  called  the  "PHA"), 
is  operating  a  certain  low-rent  housing  project 
(herein  called  the  "Project"),  located  mthin  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  and  known  as  Old 
Harbor  Village. 

2.  Said  Project,  being  now  owned  by  the  PHA 
under  authority  of  the  United  States  Housing  Act 
of  1937,  as  amended,  is  exempt  from  all  taxes 
imposed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
or  any  county,  municipality,  or  local  Taxing  Body 
thereof. 

3.  Under  the  constitution  and  statutes  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Project,  if 
owned  by  the  Authority,  would  be  exempt  from 
all  real  and  personal  property  taxes  and  special 
assessments  levied  or  imposed  by  any  Taxing 
Body. 

4.  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the 
lease  of  said  Project  from  the  PHA,  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  PHA,  enter  into  Cooperation 
.\greements  which  provide  for  the  payment  of 
annual  sums  in  lieu  of  taxes  (herein  called  "Pay- 
ments in  Lieu  of  Taxes"). 

5.  The  Avithority  is  desirous  of  making  certain 
Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  to  the  City,  and  the 
City  is  desirous  of  cooperating  mth  the  Authority 
and  the  PHA  by  furnishing  or  causing  to  be  fur- 
nished to  the  Project  and  the  tenants  thereof 
certain  public  services. 

6.  Whenever  used  in  this  Agreement: 

(a)  The  term  "Taxing  Body"  shall  mean  the 
State  or  any  political  subdivision  or  taxing  unit 
thereof  (including  the  City)  in  which  the  Proj- 
ect is  situated  and  which  woidd  have  authority 
to  assess  or  levy  real  or  pereonal  property  taxes 
or  to  certify  such  taxes  to  a  taxing  body  or 
public  officer  to  be  levied  for  its  use  and  benefit 
with  respect  to  the  Project  if  it  were  not  exempt 
from  taxation. 

(b)  The  term  "Shelter  Rent"  shall  mean  the 
total  of  all  charges  to  ail  tenants  of  the  Project 
for  dwelling  rents  and  non-dwelling  rents 
(excluding  all  other  income  of  such  Project), 
LESS  the  cost  to  the  Authority  of  all  dwelling 
and  non-dwelling  utilities. 

7.  So  long  as  the  Project  is  leased  or  owned  b.v 
the  Authority  and  either  (a)  such  Project  is  used 
for  low-rent  housing  purposes,  or  (b)  any  contract 
between  the  Authority  and  the  PHA  for  loans  or 
annual  contributions,  or  both,  in  connection  mth 
such  Project  shall  remain  in  force  and  effect,  or 
(c)  any  bonds  issued  in  connection  with  such 
Project  shall  remain  outstanding,  whichever  period 
is  the  longest  (said  period  being  hereafter  referred 
to  as  the  "Agreement  Period"),  the  City  agrees 
that  it  will  not  levy  or  impose  any  real  or  personal 
property  taxes  or  special  assessments  upon  such 
Project  or  upon  the  Authority  with  respect  thereto. 

8.  During  such  portion  of  the  Agreement 
Period  as  the  Project  is  leased  by  the  Authority, 
Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  shall  be  made  by  the 
A\ithority  at  times,  in  amounts,  and  subject  to 
the  conditions  and  limitations  as  follows: 

(a)  Promptly  after  the  execution  of  this 
Agreement  there  shall  be  paid,  for  and  on 
account  of  the  federal  fiscal  year  1951,  the  sum 
of  .$48,730.15,  and  after  the  end  of  such  federal 
fiscal  .year  1951  there  shall  be  paid,  for  and  on 
account  of  such  fiscal  year,  an  additional  amount 
equal  to  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the  aggregate 
Shelter  Rent  charged  by  the  Authority  in 
respect  to  the  Project  during  such  federal  fiscal 
year  1951. 

(b)  Promptly  after  the  end  of  the  federal 
fiscal  year  1952,  there  shall  be  paid,  for  and  on 
account  of  such  federal  fiscal  year  1952,  an 
amount  equal  to  (i)  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the 
aggregate  Shelter  Rent  charged  by  the  Authority 
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in  respect  to  the  Project  during  such  federal 
fiscal  year  1952,  plus  (ii)  an  additional  amount 
equal  to  any  portion  of  the  agsregate  payments 
provided  in  subparagraph  (a)  above  for  the 
federal  fiscal  year  1951  which  may  not  be  pay- 
able for  or  on  account  of  federal  fiscal  year  1951 
because  of  the  limitations  contained  in  sub- 
paragraphs (e)  and  (f)  of  this  paragraph  8. 

(c)  Promptly  after  the  end  of  the  federal 
fiscal  year  1953  and  each  federal  fiscal  year 
thereafter,  there  shall  be  paid,  for  and  on  account 
of  each  such  fiscal  year,  an  amount  equal  to  ten 
per  cent  (10%)  of  the  aggregate  Shelter  Rent 
charged  by  the  Authority  in  respect  to  the 
Project  during  such  federal  fiscal  year. 

(d)  Upon  failure  of  the  Authority  to  make 
any  such  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes,  no  lien 
against  the  Project  or  any  assets  of  the  Authority 
shall  attach,  nor  shall  any  interest  or  penalties 
accrue  or  attach  on  account  thereof. 

(e)  No  payments  for  or  on  account  of  any 
fiscal  year  shall  be  made  to  the  City  which  in  the 
aggregate  exceed  the  amount  of  the  real  property 
taxes  which  would  have  been  paid  to  the  City 
for  such  year  if  the  Project  were  not  exempt  from 
taxation. 

(f)  No  payments  for  or  on  account  of  any 
fiscal  year  shall  be  made  which  exceed  the 
amoimts  permitted  to  be  paid  by  applicable 
state  law  in  effect  on  the  date  of  this  Cooperation 
Agreement. 

9.  During  such  portion  of  the  Agreement 
Period  as  the  Project  is  owned  by  the  Authority, 
Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  shall  be  made  by  the 
Authority  in  the  amounts  and  subject  to  the  condi- 
tions and  limitations  contained  in  the  preceding 
Paragraph  8,  except  that  such  payments  shall  be 
made  after  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  established  for 
such  Project,  and  the  Shelter  Rent  forming  the 
basis  for  determining  the  amount  of  Payments  in 
Lieu  of  Taxes  due  hereunder  shall  be  the  aggregate 
Shelter  Rent  charged  by  the  Authority  in  respect 
to  the  Project  during  such  fiscal  year. 

10.  During  the  Agreement  Period  the  City, 
without  cost  or  charge  to  the  Authority,  to  the 
PHA,  or  to  the  tenants  of  the  Project  (other  than 
the  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes)  shall: 

(a)  Furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the 
Authority  and  the  tenants  of  the  Project  the 
public  services  and  facilities  which  are  furnished 
\vithout  cost  or  charge  to  other  dwellings  and 
inhabitants  in  the  City,  including  but  not  limited 
to:  educational,  fire,  police,  and  health  protec- 
tion services;  maintenance  and  repair  of  public 
streets,  roads  and  sidewalks,  and  of  sewer  sys- 
tems; snow  removal;  garbage,  trash  and  ash 
collection  and  disposal;  street  lighting  on  public 
streets  and  roads  within  such  Project  and  on  the 
boundaries  thereof;  and  adequate  sewer  services 
for  the  Project;   and 

(b)  Upon  request,  recommend  to  the  proper 
board  or  officer  the  laying  out  as  public  ways  of 
such  interior  streets,  roads,  alleys,  and  adjacent 
sidewalks  which  are  within  the  area  of  the  Pro- 
ject and  which  comply  with  the  api^licable  regu- 
lations of  the  City  as  the  PH.\  or  the  Authority 
(as  owner  of  the  Project)  may  wish;    and 

(c)  Cooperate  with  the  Authority  by  such 
other  lawful  actions  or  ways  as  the  City  and  the 
Authority  may  find  necessary  in  connection  mth 
the  administration  of  the  Project. 

11.  If  the  City  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  written  notice  from  the  Authority,  fail  or 
refuse  to  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  any  of  the 
services  or  facilities  which  it  is  obliged  hereunder 
to  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  Authority 
or  to  the  Project,  or  shall  make  any  charges  there- 
for, then  the  Authority  may  either  pay  such  charges 
or  proceed  to  obtain  such  services  or  facilities  else- 
where, and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  Pay- 
ments in  Lieu  of  Taxes  due  or  to  become  due  to  the 
City  from  the  Authority  in  respect  to  the  Project 
or  any  other  low-rent  housing  projects  assisted  by 
the  PHA. 

12.  Tliis  Agreement  constitutes  the  sole  agree- 
ment between  the  Authority  and  the  City  with 
respect  to  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  on  the  Proj- 
ect and  the  furnishing  of  public  services  therefor, 
all  other  such  agreements,  if  any,  being  hereby  can- 
celed and  abrogated. 

13.  This  Agreement  shall  be  and  become  bind- 
ing upon  the  parties  hereto  when,  and  only  when, 
duly  approved  by  the  PHA.

Gentlemen: 

As  your  Honorable  Body  knows,  the  United 
States  of  America  (Public  Housing  Administration, 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency)  owns  the 
Old  Colony  housing  project  in  South  Boston. 
By  a  resolution  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  December  28,  19.50,  and  approved  by  me  on 
the  following  day,  request  was  made  of  the  .\dmin- 
istrator  of  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency 
for  the  conve.vance  of  the  Project  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  under  the  provisions  of  Public 
Law  475,  approved  by  the  President  April  20,  1950. 

If  this  request  is  not  to  lapse,  your  Honorable 
Body  must  pass  two  additional  votes  before 
,Iune  30,  1951:  (1)  A  resolution  determining  that 
it  will  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  community 
to  make  the  project  available  as  low-rent  housing 
for  families  of  low  income;  and  (2)  an  order 
enabling  the  execution  of  a  so-called  Cooperation 
.\greement  between  the  City  and  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  .\ttaclied  hereto  is  a  commu- 
nication received  by  me  from  James  J.  Mahar, 
Chairman  of  the  Boston  Housing  .\uthority, 
outlining  in  detail  the  various  factors  involved 
in  the  matter. 

Prudence  would  seem  to  dictate  that  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority's  option  on  the  Project  not 
be  permitted  to  lapse.

The  Old  Colony  Project  is  presently  owned  by 
the  Federal  Government  and  subject  to  lease  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority.

The  prinii|)al  factors  involved  in  the  proposed 
conveyance  are  the  following: 

(a)  Under  Public  Law  415,  this  Project  must 
be  either  converted  into  a  low-rent  housing 
project  as  set  forth  in  the  above-cited  resolution, 
or  must  be  disposed  of  to  private  interests. 

(b)  .'\t  present  ad  valorem  taxes  are  being 
paid  to  the  city  on  this  project.  For  example,  in 
I!)."):  the  sum  of  $208,371.40  will  be  paid  to  the 
City.  Upon  conversion  to  a  low-rent  liousing 
project  the  annual  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  will 
be  approximately  .$41, .573,  which  is  an  amount 
equal  to  10  jier  cent  of  the  shelter  rents  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Cooperation  Agreement. 

(c)  Eight  hundred  seventy-three  families  arc 
now  in  occupancy  in  the  Project.  Of  this  num- 
ber, .507  would  continue  to  be  eligible  for  con- 
tinued occupancy.  The  remainder  would  not. 
inasmuch  as  their  income  would  bo  too  high. 

The  proposed  C'Ooperation  Agreement  provides 
in  substance  that  upon  the  transformation  of  this 
Project  from  a  war-housing  use  to  a  low-income 
housing  project  this  Authority  will  pay  to  the  City 
for  the  first  two  years  an  amount  equal  to  the 
ad  valorem  tax  for  that  period.  At  the  end  of  that 
period  the  Authority  would  then  pay  an  amount 
equal  to  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  the  "Shelter  Rents" 
for  each  subsequent  year.  Upon  conveyance  title 
would,  of  course,  be  then  vested  in  this  Authority. 

It  also  provides  that  no  payment  in  lieu  of  ta.xes 
for  any  year  shall  be  made  to  the  Municipality  in 
excess  of  the  amount  of  real  property  taxes  which 
would  have  been  paid  to  the  Municipality  for  such 
year  as  the  Project  was  not  exempt  from  taxation. 

It  likewise  provides  that  during  the  period  com- 
mencing with  the  date  of  acquLsition  of  the  Project 
and  continuing  so  long  as  either  (i)  such  project  is 
owned  by  a  public  body  or  governmental  agency 
and  is  used  for  low-rent  housing  purposes;  or  (ii)  any 
contract  between  the  Authority  and  the  PHA  in 
connection  with  such  Project  remains  in  force  and 
effect;  or  (iii)  any  monies  due  to  the  PHA  in  con- 
nection with  such  Project  remain  unpaid,  whichever 
period  is  the  longest,  the  Municipality  without  cost 
or  charge  to  the  Authority  or  the  tenants  of  such 
project  (other  than  the  Payments  in  Lieu  o£  Taxes)j 
shall; 

(a)  Furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the 
.Authority  and  the  tenants  of  such  Project 
public  services  and  facilities  of  the  same  character 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  are  furnished  from 
time  to  time  without  cost  or  charge  to  other 
dwellings  and  inhabitants  in  the  Municipality. 

(b)  Recommend  to  the  proper  boards  or 
officers  (i)  such  deviations  from  the  building  code 
of  the  Municipality  as  are  reasonable  and  neces- 
sary to  promote  economy  and  efficiency  in  the 
administration  of  such  Project,  and  at  the  .same 
time  safeguard  health  and  safety,  and  (ii)  such 
changes  in  any  zoning  of  the  site  and  surrounding 
territory  of  such  project  as  are  reasonable  and 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  such  project  and 
the  surrounding  territory. 

(c)  Accept  grants  of  easements  necessary  for 
the  administration  of  such  Project;  and 

(d)  Cooperate  with  the  Authority  by  such 
other  lawful  actions  or  ways  as  the  Municipality 
and  the  Authority  may  find  necessary  in  con- 
nection with  the  administration  of  such  Project. 

In  respect  to  the  Project  the  Municipality  further 
agrees  that  within  a  reasonable  time  after  receipt  of 
a  written  request  therefor  from  the  Authority  it 
will  recommend  to  the  proper  board  or  officer  the 
laying  out  as  public  ways  of  all  streets  and  roads 
with  their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within  the  area  of 
such  Project,  and  the  acceptance  of  all  storm  and 
sanitary  sewer  mains  in  such  streets  and  roads. 

If  by  reason  of  the  Municipality's  failure  or 
refusal  to  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  any 
public  service  or  facility  which  it  agrees  to  furnish 
or  to  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  Authority  or  to 
the  tenants  of  any  Project,  the  -Authority  incurs 
any  expense  to  obtain  such  service  or  facility,  then 
the  Authority  may  deduct  the  amount  of  such 
expense  from  any  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  due 
or  to  become  due  to  the  Municipality  in  respect  to 
any  Project  or  any  other  low-rent  housing  projects 
owned  or  operated  by  the  Authority  and  assisted 
by  the  PHA. 

The  Cooperation  .Agreement  must  be  executed  on 
or  before  June  30,  1951.  Because  of  the  shortage 
of  time  and  the  urgency  of  the  situation,  we 
respectfully  request  speedy  action.

Cooperation  Agreement. 
(War  Housing  Conveyed  for  Low-Rent  U,se.) 

This     Agreement     entered     into     this 

day  of ,  1951,  by  and  between  the  Boston 

liousing  Authority  (herein  called  the  "Authority") 
and  the  City  of  Boston  (herein  called  the  "Munici- 
pality"), witnesseth; 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
(the  governing  body  of  the  Municipality)  has 
requested  the  Public  Housing  Administration 
(herein' called  the  "PH.A")  to  convey  to  the 
.Vuthority  certain  war  housing  located  within  the 
irorporate  liniits  of  the  Municipality  for  use  as 
low-rent  housing;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  proposes  to  accept 
conveyance  of  such  housing  and  to  enter  into  a 
contract  or  contracts  with  the  PHA  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  such  housing,  pursuant  to  section  606 
of  Public  Law  849,  76th  Congress,  as  amended;, 
and 

Whereas,  The  Municipality  is  desirous  of  assist- 
ing and  cooperating  with  the  Authority  in  such 
undertakings; 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual 
convenants  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  parties  hereto 
do  agree  as  follows: 

1.     Whenever  used  in  this  Agreement: 

(a)  The  term  "Project"  shall  mean  any  war 
housing  which  is  hereafter  conveyed  to  the 
Authority  for  low-rent  use  and  for  which  the 
conveyance  has  been  requested  by  the  governing 
body  of  the  Municipality. 

(b)  The  term  "Taxing  Body"  shall  mean 
the  State  or  any  political  subdivision  or  taxing 
unit  thereof  in  which  a  Project  is  situated  and 
which  would  have  authority  to  assess  or  levy 
real  or  personal  property  taxes  or  to  certify  such 
taxes  to  a  Taxing  Body  or  public  officer  to  be 
levied  for  its  use  and  benefit  with  respect  to  a 
Project  if  it  were  not  exempt  from  taxation. 

(c)  The  term  "Shelter  Rent"  shall  mean  the 
total  of  all  charges  to  all  tenants  of  a  Project  for 
dwelling  rents  and  non-dwelling  rents  (excluding 
all  other  income  of  such  Project),  less  the  cost 
to  the  .\uthority  of  all  dwelling  and  non-dwelling 
utilities. 

2.  The  .Authority  shall  endeavor  to  secure 
a  contract  or  contracts  with  the  PHA  for  the 
acquisition  and  operation  of  one  or  more  Proj- 
ects for  low-rent  use. 

3.  (a)  Under  the  constitution  and  statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  all 
Projects  are  exempt  from  all  real  and  personal 
property  taxes  and  special  assessments  levied 
or  impo.sed  by  any  Taxing  Body.  With  respect 
to  any  Project,  so  long  as  either  (i)  such  Project 
is  owned  by  a  public  body  or  governmental 
agency  and  is  used  for  low-rent  housing  purposes, 
or  (ii)  any  contract  between  the  Authority  and 
the  PHA  in  connection  with  such  Project  remains 
in  force  and  effect,  or  (iii)  any  monies  due  to 
the  PH.A  in  connection  with  such  Project 
remain  unpaid,  whichever  period  is  the  i'ongest, 
the  Municipality  agrees  tnat  it  will  not  levy  or 
impose  any  real  or  personal  property  taxes  or 
special  assessments  upon  such  Project  or  upon 
the  .Authority  with  respect  thereto.  During 
sucli  period,  the  Authority  shall  make  annual 
payments  (herein  called  "Payments  in  Lieu 
of  Taxes")  to  the  Municipality  in  lieu  of  such 
taxes  and  special  assessments  and  in  payment 
for  the  public  services  and  facilities  furnished 
from  time  to  time  mthout  other  cost  or  charge 
for  or  with  respect  to  such  Project. 

(b)  The  annual  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes 
which,  if  the  Project  were  subject  to  taxation, 
would  be  assessable  in  the  year  in  which  the 
conveyance  from  the  PHA  to  the  Authority 
is  made  and  in  the  next  succeeding  year  shall 
each  be  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  real  property 
taxes  which  would  be  paid  to  all  Taxing  Bodies 
for  each  of  such  years  if  the  Project  were  not 
exempt  from  taxation,  less  any  Payments  in 
Lieu  of  Taxes  previously  paid  by  the  Federal 
Government  or  the  Authority  for  such  year,  and 
also  less  such  allowance,  if  any,  as  may  be 
considered  by  the  Authority  to  be  appropriate 
for  expenditures  by  either  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment or  the  Authority  for  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance   of    streets,    utilities,    or    other    public 
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services  to  serve  such  Project.  Such  payments 
shall  be  made  at  the  time  when  real  property 
taxes  on  svich  Project  would  be  paid  if  it  were 
subject  to  taxation. 

(c)  After  the  end  of  the  two  years  referred 
to  in  paragraph  3  (b)  above,  each  such  annual 
Payment  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  shall  be  made  after 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  established  for  such 
Project,  and  shall  be  in  an  amount  equal  to 
either  (i)  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the  aggregate 
Shelter  Rent  charged  to  the  Authority  in  respect 
to  such  Project  during  such  fiscal  year  or  portion 
thereof  or  (ii)  the  amount  permitted  to  be  paid 
by  applicable  state  law  in  effect  on  the  date 
such  payment  is  made,  whichever  amount  is 
the  lower. 

(d)  No  payment  for  any  year  shall  be  made 
to  the  Municipality  in  excess  of  the  amount  of 
the  real  property  taxes  which  would  have  been 
paid  to  the  Municipality  for  such  year  if  the 
Project  were  not  exempt  from  taxation. 

(e)  Upon  failure  of  the  Authority  to  make 
any  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes,  no  lien  against 
any  Project  or  assets  of  the  Authority  shall 
attach,  nor  shall  any  interest  or  penalties  accrue 
or  attach  on  account  thereof. 

(4)  During  the  period  commencing  with  the 
date  of  acquisition  of  any  Project  and  continuing 
so  long  as  either  (i)  such  Project  is  owned  by  a  pub- 
lic body  or  governmental  agency  and  is  used  for 
low-rent  housing  purposes,  or  (ii)  any  contract 
between  the  Authority  and  the  PHA  in  connection 
with  such  Project  remains  in  force  and  effect,  or 
(iii)  any  monies  due  to  the  PHA  in  connection  with 
such  Project  remain  unpaid,  whichever  period  is 
the  longest,  the  Municipality  without  cost  or 
charge  to  the  Authority  or  the  tenants  of  such  Proj- 
ect (other  than  the  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes) , 
shall: 

(a)  Furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the 
Authority  and  the  tenants  of  such  Project  public 
services  and  facilities  of  the  same  character  and 
to  the  same  extent  as  are  furnished  from  time  to 
time  without  cost  or  charge  to  other  dwellings 
and  inhabitants  in  the  Municipality. 

(b)  Recommend  to  the  proper  boards  or 
officers  (i)  such  deviations  from  the  building  code 
of  the  Municipality  as  are  reasonable  and  neces- 
sary to  promote  economy  and  efficiency  in  the 
administration  of  such  Project,  and  at  the  same 
time  safeguard  health  and  safety,  and  (ii)  such 
changes  in  any  zoning  of  the  site  and  surrounding 
territory  of  such  Project  as  are  reasonable  and 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  such  Project  and 
the  surrounding  territory. 

(c)  Accept  grants  of  easements  necessary  for 
the  administration  of  such  Project;  and 

(d)  Cooperate  with  the  Authority  by  such 
other  lawful  actions  or  ways  as  the  Municipality 
and  the  Authority  may  find  necessary  in  connec- 
tion with  the  administration  of  such  Project. 

5.  In  respect  to  any  Project  the  Municipalif.v 
further  agrees  that  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
receipt  of  a  written  request  therefor  from  the 
Authority  it  will  recommend  to  the  proper  board 
or  officer  the  laying  out  as  public  ways  of  all  streets 
and  roads  with  their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within 
the  area  of  such  Project,  and  the  acceptance  of  all 
storm  and  sanitary  sewer  mains  in  such  streets  and 
roads. 

6.  If  by  reason  of  the  Municipality's  failure 
or  refusal  to  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  any 
public  service  or  facility  which  it  has  agreed  here- 
under to  furnish  or  to  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the 
Authority  or  to  the  tenants  of  any  Project,  the 
Authority  incurs  any  expense  to  obtain  such  serv- 
ice or  facility,  then  the  Authority  may  deduct  the 
amount  of  such  expense  from  any  Payments  in  Lieu 
of  Taxes  due  or  to  become  due  to  the  Municipality 
in  respect  to  any  Project  or  any  other  low-rent 
housing  projects  owned  or  operated  by  the  Author- 
ity and  assisted  by  the  PHA. 

7.  No  Cooperation  Agreement  heretofore 
entered  into  between  the  Municipality  and  the 
Authority  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  Proj- 
ect covered  by  this  Agreement. 

8.  So  long  as  any  contract  between  the  .Author- 
ity and  the  PHA  in  connection  with  any  Project 
remains  in  force  and  effect,  or  so  long  as  any  monies 
due  to  the  PHA  in  connection  with  any  Project 
remain  unpaid,  this  Agreement  shall  not  be  abro- 
gated, changed,  or  modified  without  the  consent 
of  the  PHA.  The  privileges  and  obligations  of 
the  Municipality  hereunder  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  with  respect  to  each  Project  so  long 
as  the  beneficial  title  to  such  Project  is  held  by  the 


Authority  or  by  any  other  public  body  or  go\-ern- 
mental  agency,  including  the  PHA,  authorized  by 
law  to  engage  in  the  development  or  administra- 
tion of  low-rent  housing  projects. 

If  at  any  time  the  beneficial  title  to,  or  possession 
of.  any  Project  is  held  by  such  other  public  body 
or  governmental  agency,  including  the  PHA,  the 
provisions  hereof  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and 
may  be  enforced  by,  such  other  public  body  or 
governmental  agency,  including  the  PHA.

EXCHANGE   OF   LANDS   'WITH   COMMON- 
WEALTH   OF    MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

Metropolitan  District  Commission, 

June  25,  1951. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  an  order  authorizing  an 
exchange  of  lands  between  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Metro- 
politan District  Commission.  The  order  calls 
for  the  conveyance  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  of  a  parcel  of 
city-owned  land  on  the  southeasterly  side  of 
Washington  street,  West  Roxbury  district,  being 
a   portion   of  the   Stony   Brook   Reservation. 

■This  parcel  of  land  was  acquired  by  the  City 
of  Boston  from  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission, pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  City  Council 
passed  .June  8,  1942,  and  passed  for  a  second  time 
.June  29,  1942.  It  was  the  intention  at  that  time 
to  construct  a  firehouse  at  the  location,  but  this 
plan  has  long  since  been  abandoned,  and  I  am 
informed  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  that  the 
Fire  Department  has  no  interest  in  the  premises. 

Metropolitan  District  Commission  Parcel  No. 
1  consists  of  approximately  10,041  square  feet  of 
land  at  the  intersection  of  Haverhill  and  Perkins 
streets  in  the  Charlestown  district.  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  Parcels  No.  2  and  No.  3 
consist  of  approximately  9,152  square  feet  of 
land  at  the  intersection  of  Rutherford  avenue 
and  Union  street  in  the  Charlestown  district. 
These  three  parcels  of  land  were  acquired  by 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  under  the 
Statutes  of  1949,  chapter  673,  for  recreational 
purposes.  The  Metropolitan  District  Commis- 
sion has  established  recreational  facilities  at  these 
locations,  and  the  areas  are  fully  developed  for 
playground  purposes.

It  runs  from 
Harvard  street  to  Bradshaw  street  and  forms 
a  "T"  intersection  at  each  end. 

The  amount  of  traffic  using  this  street  is 
negligible  and  confined  chiefly  to  local  resi- 
dents. Under  ordinary  conditions  it  would 
not  seem  that  a  one-way  street  was  warranted 
here.  However,  if  all  of  the  residents  wish 
it  to  be  established  as  a  one-way  street  there 
is  no  reason  why  the  Traffic  Commission  would 
not  be  willing   to   establish   such   a   regulation. 

With  respect  to  this  proposal  we  should 
like  to  have  the  residents  specify  in  which 
direction  they  wish  the  street  to  be  made  one 
way.

"I  return  herewith  letter  of  July  5,  from 
the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Mayor's  Office,  en- 
closing City  Council  order  of  July  2,  1951, 
requesting  that  a  survey  be  made  by  the  divi- 
sion engineer  of  the  Water  Division  for  the 
purpose  of  applying  water  pressure  in  the 
Wellington   Hill   Street  area. 

"A  survey  of  the  above  area  has  been  con- 
ducted periodically  for  the  past  four  or  five 
years. 

"The  water  pressure  in  Wellington  Hill 
street  varies  from  40  to  21  pounds  at  the  top. 
The  water  mains  are  adequate  in  size  for  the 
nature  of  the  district  to  provide  adequate 
domestic  service  and  fire  protection  for  the 
neighborhood. 

"With  the  advent  of  utensils  used  in  the 
homes,  such  as  air-cooled  refrigeration,  wash- 
ing machines,  dishwashing  machines,  garbage 
disposal  machines,  etc.,  all  of  which  use 
water,  the  service  pipes,  ordinarily  g  inch 
in  diameter,  leading  into  the  residences,  are 
not  adequate  in  size  to  operate  these  devices. 
While  an  increase  in  pressure  in  the  area 
cannot  be  made,  the  pressure  can  be  main- 
tained and  a  sufficient  volume  of  water  ob- 
tained if  the  householder  will  apply  for  a 
larger  and  adequate  sized  pipe  to  meet  their 
demands. 


"The  Water  Division  has  agreed  to  meet 
one  particular  householder  one  way  by  as- 
suming one  half  the  cost  of  increasing  the 
size  of  service  pipe  to  his  home,  providing 
the  householder  increases  the  size  of  the  pipe 
within  the  premises.  No  reply  has  been  re- 
ceived to  our  proposal."

Attached  find  order  discontinuing  a  portion 
of  the  highway  named  Charles  River  avenue 
for  a  distance  of  approximately  two  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  feet  southerly  from  a  point 
approximately  one  hundred  and  forty  feet 
southerly  of  Water  street,  containing  two 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five 
(2,925)    square  feet,   more  or   less. 

In  1929,  the  Board  of  Street  Commission- 
ers discontinued  another  portion  of  Charles 
River  avenue  for  a  distance  of  approximately 
two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  feet  northerly  from 
the  harbor  line  in  the  Charles  River,  contain- 
ing twelve  thousand,  eight  hundred  thirty- 
seven  (12,837)  square  feet,  more  or  less.

With  reference  to  Council  order  dated  July  9, 
I  have  replied  to  Councilor  Ansel  concerning  a 
similar  request  as  of  July  12,  quoting  the  following 
report  of  our  engineers: 

"Norwell  street  is  a  long  cross-town  thorough- 
fare in  Dorchester,  running  from  219  Washington 
street  to  220  Talbot  avenue.  It  is  a  40-foot  street 
with  a  26-foot  roadway  and  is  about  four  fifths  of 
a  mile  long.  For  its  entire  length  it  parallels  the 
Midland  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.R. 
Because  of  this,  there  is  but  one  cross-intersection — 
the  junction  of  Harvard  and  Norwell  streets.  All 
the  rest  are  "T"  intersections,  except  two  where 
tire  cross-streets  dead-end  at  the  railroad.  The 
street  is  partly  residential  and  partly  commercial. 
Several  large  businesses,  a  coal  company,  lumber 
yard,  and  ice  plant  flank  a  long  portion  of  the 
north  side  of  the  way  between  Washington  and 
Harvard  streets. 

"Considerable  traffic,  including  many  trucks, 
uses  the  street,  most  of  it  in  the  direction  from 
Washington  street  to  Talbot  avenue.  The  peti- 
tioners are  residents  of  the  east  end  of  the  street, 
between  Carmen  and  Washington  streets.  Both 
sides  of  this  end  are  occupied  by  three-story  brick 
apartment  blocks — apparently  low-rent  housing.

Dear  Sir: 

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  July  16,  1951, 
requesting  that  a  study  be  made  of  the  dangerous 
condition  of  traffic  on  Quincy  street,  near  Blue 
Hill  avenue,  with  a  view  toward  making  said 
street  one  way  or  taking  such  steps  as  will  prevent 
the  danger  now  existing,  I  wish  to  report  that  our 
engineers  conferred  with  the  police  sergeant  in 
Station  9  (the  captain  being  on  vacation)  and 
gave  consideration  to  the  problem  outlined  in  the 
Council  order. 

The  intersection  of  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Quincy 
street  is  signalized,  and  parking  is  prohibited  at 
any  time  in  the  south  side  of  Quincj'  street,  from 
Bowdoin  street  to  Warren  street,  so  that,  if  these 
regulations  are  observed,  two-way  traffic  should 
be  able  to  move  on  Quincy  street. 

We  recently  made  a  study  of  this  area  with  a 
view  to  making  several  of  the  streets  one  way  in 
tills  district,  but  because  of  the  through  traffic 
over  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Washington  street, 
which  depends  upon  Quincy  street  for  passage,  it 
does  not  seem  at  this  time  desirable  to  make  it 
one  waj',  as  there  is  no  suitable  alternate  route  to 
handle  the  traffic  which  would  be  affected. 

For  years  a  heavy  flow  of  traffic  has  been 
developing  in  the  morning  through  Quincy  street 
to  Townsend,  to  Wasliington,  then  to  Marcella,  to 
Columbus  avenue  or  Centre  street.  In  the  evening 
this  flow  of  traffic  is  reversed,  and  it  has  become  a 
cross-town  movement  of  considerable  proportions. 
There  is  no  question  but  that  the  streets  named 
are  not  wide  enough  for  the  amount  of  traffic 
which  is  developing,  and  one  of  the  projects 
which  the  city  has  had  in  its  files  for  years  has 
been  the  establishment  of  a  wide  cross-to^vn 
artery  over  this  route. 

For  the  present,  however,  there  is  notliing  which 
appears  to  the  Traffic  Commission  as  suitable  to 
provide  a  substantial  relief  from  the  congested 
conditions  which  are  present  on  both  Quincy  and 
Tomisend  streets.  The  roadway  width  is  such 
that  it  is  necessary  that  the  residents  observe  the 
parking  proliibitions  on  these  streets  until  such 
time  as  a  substantial  roadway  can  be  established.

EASEMENT  IN  LAND  TO  NORTHEASTERN 
GAS     TRANSMISSION     COMPANY.

Gentlemen: 

The  Northeastern  Gas  Transmission  Company, 
with  offices  at  31  Hillman  street,  Springfield, 
Mass.,  is  presently  undertaking  to  bring  natural 
gas  to  the  northern  metropolitan  Boston  area. 
To  do  so,  it  is  essential  that  it  acquire  certain 
pipe-line  easements.  In  conformity  with  the 
statutes,  the  company  has  sought  and  obtained 
the   approval   of   the   Massachusetts    Department 


of  Public  Utilities  to  the  location  of  the  pipe  line. 
Included  in  the  location  so  approved  are  two 
parcels  of  land,  one  partly  in  the  town  of  Burling- 
ton and  partly  in  the  city  of  Woburn,  and  the 
other  wholly  in  the  City  of  Woburn,  owned  by 
the  City  of  Boston,  as  it  is  trustee  of  the  public 
charitable  trust  created  by  the  first  paragraph  of 
Item  Fourth  in  the  will  of  Mary  P.  C.  Cummings, 
late  of  Woburn,  Middlesex  County,  Mass. 

After  extensive  negotiations,  the  Northeastern 
Gas  Transmission  Company  has  finally  offered  the 
City  of  Boston  twelve  hundred  dollars  (.51,200) 
for  a  pipe  line  easement  in  the  two  parcels  of  land 
just  mentioned.  A  real  estate  engineer  and  ap- 
praiser employed  by  the  city  has  certified  to  the 
city  that  in  his  opinion  the  fair  cash  value  of  the 
easement  to  be  granted,  when  the  reservations  and 
covenants  to  be  inserted  in  the  indenture  are  taken 
into  consideration,  is  not  in  excess  of  that  sum. 

Since  the  con.struction  of  the  proposed  pipe  line 
will  be  very  much  in  the  public  interest,  I  accord- 
ingly respectfully  urge  the  early  adoption  by  your 
Honorable  Body  of  the  order  transmitted  herewith.

covenants  hereinafter  set  forth,  a  right  and  ease- 
ment to  lay,  construct,  maintain,  operate,  repair, 
replace,  alter,  change  the  size  of,  and  remove  in  the 
subsurface  soil  of  the  two  hereinafter  described 
rights  of  way  a  pipe  line  (with  fittings  and  appli- 
ances, including  cathodic  protection  equipment) 
for  the  transmission  of  natural  gas,  with  all  rights 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  use  and  enjoyment 
of  said  right  and  easement,  including,  without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  a  free  right 
of  ingress  and  egress  over  and  across  said  rights  of 
way  for  the  purposes  of  said  right  and  easement,  a 
right  to  cut  any  trees  or  brush  standing  or  growing 
within  said  rights  of  way  that  may  injure,  endanger,

feet,  that  it  will  not  interfere  with  the  cultivation 
of  the  soil; 

3.  That  whenever  from  time  to  time  North- 
eastern Gas  Transmission  Company,  or  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  in  the  exercise,  or  purported 
exercise,  of  said  right  and  easement  or  of  any  of 
the  rights  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  said  right  and  easement,  disturbs  the 
surface  of  the  soil  of,  or  any  fence,  wall,  or  structure 
on,  either  of  said  parcels  of  land  or  the  ten-foot 
strips  on  the  easterly  or  westerly  sides  thereof,  or 
cuts  any  tree  or  brush  standing  or  growing  on 
either  of  said  parcels  or  any  of  said  ten-foot  strips, 
Northeastern  Gas  Transmission  Company,  or  its 
successors  or  assigns,  will,  as  soon  thereafter  as 
reasonably  may  be,  restore  such  soil  surface,  fence, 
wall,  or  structure  to  substantially  the  same  condi- 
tion in  which  it  was  immediately  prior  to  such 
disturbance,  and,  unless  otherwise  directed  in  writ- 
ing by  the  City  of  Boston  as  it  is  trustee  as  afore- 
said, its  successors  or  assigns,  remove  from  the 
premises  any  and  all  trees  and  brush  so  cut; 

4.  That  Northeastern  Gas  Transmission  Com-

Northeastern  Gas 
Transmission  Company,  or  its  successors  or 
assigns,  will  remove  said  pipe  line  and  release  and 
surrender  said  right  and  easement  and  the  rights 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  use  and  enjoyment 
thereof.

The  un^lrrsi^iirii  respectfully  petitions  the 
Boston  Cil  \'  ( 'oinicij : 

I,  Daniel  F.  Sullivan,  herewith  protest  the  seat- 
ing of  Laurence  H.  Banks  as  City  Councilor  from 
Ward  9  of  the  City  of  Boston,  a.s  a  result  of  the 
Municipal  Election  held  on  November  8,  1949. 

I  )irotcst  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  election 
by  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

I  protest  any  action  of  Mr.  Banks  being  sworn 
in  by  .John  B.  Hynes,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

I  respectfully  request  a  hearing  before  the 
Boston  City  Council  in  accordance  with  the 
Boston  City  Charter,  Statutes  of  1909,  chapter 
486,  section  50,  as  amended  by  the  Statutes  of 
1924,  chapter  479,  section  15,  which  in  part  reads, 
"The  Cit.v  Coiincil shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election 
and  qualifications  of  its  members,"  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  in  the  case  of  Laurence  H.  Banks  vs.  the 
Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  a  copy  of 
which  decision  is  enclosed  herewith  for  your 
perusal,  w-hich  decision  says  that  while  the  court 
had  jurisdiction  until  a  certificate  of  election  is 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners, 
the  issuance  of  the*  certificate  by  the  Board  does 
not  infringe  or  interfere  with  the  right  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  to  be  the  judge  of  the  election 
and  qualifications  of  its  members. 

I  protest  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  election 
to  Laurence  H.  Banks  by  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners,  the  City  Clerk,  and  the  swearing 
in,  if  done,  l^y  the  iNIayor  of  the  City  of  Bo.ston, 
for  the  following  reasons,  and  request  a  hearing 
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before  the  Boston  City  Council  for  the  Boston 
City  Council  to  determine  who  has  been  properly 
elected  and  qualified  to  sit  as  the  councilor  from 
Ward  9  for  the  term  1950-51. 

1.  The  ballots  in  said  election  were  improperly 
counted  both  at  the  original  count  and  the  recount, 
inasmuch  as  I  received  more  votes  than  were 
credited  to  me,  and  many  of  my  votes  were  im- 
properly credited  to  Laurence  H.  Banks,  and 
Laurence  H.  Banks  received  less  votes  than  were 
credited  to  him,  and  that  many  votes  which 
should  have  been  counted  as  blanks  were  counted 
for  the  said  Laurence  H.  Banks. 

2.  That  the  certificate  of  election  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  is  based 
upon  the  faulty  counting  and  crediting  of  ballots, 
inasmuch  a-s  they  credited  Laurence  H.  Banks 
with  more  votes  than  he  received,  and  I  am 
credited  with  less  votes  than  I  received,  and  there 
has  been  an  improper  determination  of  the  pro- 
tested ballots,  and  others  of  the  protested  ballots 
have  not  been  properly  determined,  and  the 
rulings  on  the  protested  ballots  have  not  been 
consistent. 

3.  That  the  persons  working  on  behalf  of  the 
said  Laurence  H.  Banks,  with  the  knowledge  and 
assent,  either  actual  or  implied,  were  improperly 
allowed  behind  the  voting  rails  in  certain  ijrecincls 
by  the  officials  in  charge  of  counting  ballots  on 
election  night  while  the  counting  of  the  ballots 
was  going  on  for  this  position.  Such  procedure  is 
illegal  and  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  the  Ordinances  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  as  a  result  of  such  conduct 
I  was  thereby  injured. 

i.  That  an  examination  of  the  ballots,  tally 
sheets,  records,  voting  lists,  precinct  books  and 
papers  of  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  if 
made,  will  show  that  the  election  was  improper  and 
not  conducted  according  to  law.  This  applies  to 
their  records,  both  before,  after  and  during  the 
election  in  November,  1949. 

5.  That  my  said  opponent,  Laurence  H.  Banks, 
knowingly  or  impliedly  consented  to  persons 
working  for  and  in  his  behalf,  both  before,  during, 
and  after  the  election,  violating  the  Statutes  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  regard  to  the 
conduct  of  the  election,  and  that  he  took  advantage 
of  the  same,  and  that  the  number  of  votes  he  re- 
ceived was  greatl.v  increased  tlicreby  and  should 
be  thrown  out,  and  that  as  a  result  of  such  con- 
duct said  Laurence  H.  Banks  was  not  properly 
certified  as  elected,  and  is  not  properly  qualified  to 
sit  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council.

(And  two  companion  cases  *) 
Counihan,  .J.     We  have  here  three  cases  arising 
out  of  a  contest  in  a  municipal  election    held   on 
November  8,   1949,  between   Laurence   H.  Banks, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  petitioner,  and  Daniel 
F.  Sullivan  and  others  for  the  office  of  Councilor  of 
the  City  of  Boston,   from   Ward  9,   for  the  years 
19.50-51.     It   is   agreed    that   the    returns   of    the 
election  officers  following  the  election  showed  these 
results,  so  far  as  here  material, 

M.  Banks 4,341  votes 

Mr.  Sullivan 4,363  votes 

It  is  agreed  that  as  a  result  of  a  recount  requested 
by  the  petitioner,  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  54,  55,  §  134, 
135,  as  amended,  the  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners of  tlie  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter  called 
the  Board,  determined  the  result  to  be: 

Mr.  Banks 4,371  votes 

Mr.  Sullivan 4,377  votes 

On  November  30,  1949,  the  petitioner  brought 
the  first  petition,  in  which  he  seeks  a  writ  of 
mandamus  ordering  the  Board  to  count  for  him 
23  or  more  ballots  which  he  protested  at  the 
recount  and  which  had  been  counted  by  the  Board 
as  blank  votes,  and  also  to  disallow  certain  ballots 
allegedly  counted  incorrectly  for  Mr.  Sullivan,  and 
to  amend  its  records  accordingly.  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.) 
c.  249,  §  5,  as  amended  by  St.  1949.  c.  176.  In  this 
case  the  Board   filed  a  demurrer  and  an  answer. 

*  The  companion  cases  are  by  Daniel  F.  Sullivan 
against  the  Election  Commissioners  of  Boston  and 
Laurence  H.  Banks. 


Mr.  Sullivan,  who  was  allowed  to  intervene,  also 
filed  a  demurrer  and  an  answer.  He  is  hereinafter 
called  the  intervener.  After  a  hearing  on  the 
merits,  the  judge  on  .January  3,  1950,  entered  an 
"order  for  issuance  of  writ  of  mandamus"  in  favor 
of  the  petitioner  substantially  as  prayed  for.  On 
the  same  day  the  judge  overruled  the  demurrers  of 
the  Board  and  of  the  intervener. 

On  December  23,  1949,  Mr.  Sullivan  brought 
the  second  and  third  jietitions,  one  for  a  writ  of 
certiorari  and  the  other  for  a  writ  of  mandamus, 
both  in  effect  seeking  to  have  the  Board  issue  a 
certificate  of  election  to  him.  In  each  of  these 
cases  Mr.  Banks  was  allowed  to  intervene,  and  he 
filed  pleas  in  bar  and  answers.  The  board  de- 
murred to  each  petition.  The  pleas  are  in  sub- 
stance that  another  action  is  pending  for  the  same 
cause  and  will  be  treated  by  us  as  pleas  in 
abatement. 

On  November  14,  1950,  the  judge  at  the  request 
of  the  Board  reported  the  first  case  to  this  court 
"upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence,  my  rules  and 
exceptions  thereto,  and  my  findings  of  fact  and 
order  for  judgment."  G.  L'.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  213  §  IB, 
inserted  by  St.  1939,  c.  257,  §  1 .  At  the  same  time 
he  also,  without  decision,  sought  to  report  the 
second  and  third  cases  upon  the  petitions,  the 
denmrrers  of  the  Board,  and  the  pleas  and  answers 
of  Mr.  Banks.  The  e\idence  in  the  first  case  is 
reported,  and  in  his  order  of  January  3,  1950,  the 
judge  made  findings  of  facts.  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.) 
c.  213,  §  IB,  inserted  bv  St.  1939,  c.  257,  §1  .  See 
G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  231.  §  111. 

On  the  advice  of  the  Law  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  no  certificate  of  election  has  been 
issued  to  either  Mr.  Banks  or  Mr.  Sullivan.  It  is 
conceded  that  there  was  no  misconduct  on  the  part 
of  the  Board.  Because  of  §  48  of  the  Charter  of 
the  City,  St.  1909,  c.  486,  as  amended  by  St.  1924. 
c.  479,  §  14,  Mr.  Sullivan  sits  as  a  member  of  the 
City  Council  as  an  incumbent  holding  over  until 
the  election  and  qualification  of  his  successor. 

We  shall  first  consider  the  i)etition  of  Mr.  Banks. 

The  demurrers  of  the  Board  and  of  the  inter- 
vener were  properly  overruled.  The  only  ground 
set  forth  in  the  demurrers  which  merits  our  atten- 
tion relates  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  because 
of  St.  1909,  c.  486,  |  50,  as  amended  by  St.  1924, 
c.  479,  §  15,  which  in  part  reads,  "The  city  council 
shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election  and  qualifications 
of  its  members."  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
court  had  jurisdiction.  It  is  clear,  and  no  sug- 
gestion has  been  made  to  the  contrary,  that  by 
St.  1895,  c.  449,  §  4,  the  Board  has  all  the  powers 
and  duties  relating  to  "the  determination  of  the 
results  of  elections."  Therefore,  until  the  Board 
determines  such  results  and  issues  a  certificate  to 
one  whom  it  has  determined  to  have  received  the 
vote  necessary  for  election,  there  does  not  exist 
anyone  wiio  is  a  "member"  whose  election  and 
qualifications  the  City  Council  may  judge.  See 
Strong,  petitioner,  20  Pick.  484,  496.  Up  to  the 
point  that  a  certificate  ha.s  been  issued,  at  least, 
the  matter  is  in  control  of  the  court,  which  may  in 
Ijroper  jiroceedings  direct  the  Board  to  whom  to 
issue  the  certificate.  .\n  adjudication  to  this  effect 
does  not  trench  upon  the  jjrerogatives  of  the  legis- 
lati\'e  body.  Madden  vs.  Election  Commissioners 
of  Boston,  251  INIass.  95,  102.  Greenwood  v. 
Registrars  of  Voters  of  Fitchburg,  282  Mass.  74,  80. 

Tlie  Board  and  the  intervener  argue  that  the 
court  is  without  jurisdiction  because  of  Peabody 
vs.  School  Committee  of  Boston,  115  Alass.  383. 
But  an  examination  of  the  original  papers  in  that 
case  discloses  that  the  petitioner  there  had  been 
furnished  a  certificate  of  election  by  the  proper 
authority  and  had  presented  such  certificate  to  the 
School  Committee.  In  these  circumstances  it  was 
correctly  held  that  the  School  Committee  was  the 
judge  of  the  election  and  qualifications  of  its  mem- 
bers. The  judgment  of  the  committee  that  the 
petitioner  was  not  qualified,  because,  as  a  woman, 
she  was  ineligible,  was  sustained.  In  Greenwood 
vs.  Registrars  of  Voters  of  Fitchburg,  282  Mass. 
74,  78.  also  relied  upon  by  Board  and  the  inter- 
vener, there  was  likewise  a  proper  certificate  of 
election. 

We  now  consider  the  first  case  on  the  merits.  It 
is  properlv  here  upon  a  report  of  the  judge.  G.  L. 
(Ter.  Ed.)  c.  213.  §  IB,  inserted  by  St.  1939,  c.  2.57, 
§  1.  This  is  a  jjroceeding  at  law,  and  the  rule  is 
that  "the  findings  of  fact  must  stand  if  as  a  matter 
of  law  susceptible  of  being  supported  on  any 
rational  view  of  the  evidence.  They  cannot  be 
reviewed  or  revised.  The  only  question  is  whether 
as  matter  of  law  they  must  be  reversed."     Swift 
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vs.  Registrar  of  Voters  of  Quincy,  281  Mass.  271, 
284.  The  decision  of  tlie  judge  as  to  tlie  intent  of 
tlie  voters  oji  tlie  protested  ballots  ujipeurs  to  be 
elose  and  difficult.  It  was  largely  predicated  uiM)n 
the  testimony  of  a  competent  expert  antl  the  judge'.s 
inspection  of  the  ballots  in  addition  to  liis  obser\a- 
tions  and  opportunity  to  see  aiul  hear  the  w  itru'sscs. 
It  cannot  be  ovei-turncd.  .Andrews  \s.  Ueiii.strars 
of  Voters  of  Easton,  24(1  Ma.ss.  r>T>.  .57(1,  ri77.  tiee 
Medeiro.s  vs.  I'Vllswav  Motors,  Inc.,  .'^20  Mass. 
Adv.  Sh.  (19.51)  43,  44. 

The  judge  found  that  of  the  34  disiiuted  bal- 
lots before  him,  22  should  have  been  counted  for 
the  petitioner,  11  for  the  intervener,  and  1  blank. 
It  is  true  that  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  54,  §  106,  reads 
in  part,  "If  a  voter  marks  more  names  than  there 
are  persons  to  be  elected  to  an  office,  or  if  his 
choice  cannot  be  determined,  his  ballot  shall  not 
be  counted  for  such  ofKce."  The  judge  found, 
however,  that  here  an  election  official  "had  an 
opportunity  to  mark  crosses  other  than  those 
placed  on  the  ballots  by  the  persons  who  originally 
markeil  and  cast  them,  and  did  mark  crosses  on 
ballots  opposite  the  name  of  the  intervenei", 
which  ballots  I  Hnil  had  originally  been  marked 
with  the  intention  of  voting  for  the  ijclitioner. " 
Having,  as  it  were,  stricken  the  illegal  markings 
from  the  ballots,  the  intention  of  the  voter  became 
clear  in  each  instance  so  that  the  judge  was  cor- 
rect in  ordering  that  these  ballots  be  counted  for 
the  petitioner. 

As  a  result  of  his  findings  the  total  vote  for  the 
petitioner  was  4,393  and  that  for  the  intervener 
4,388.  He  was  therefore  right  in  ordering  the 
Board  to  issue  an  election  certificate  to  the  peti- 
tioner after  its  records  had  been  amended  in  ac- 
cordance with  his  findings.  See  Commonw'ealth 
vs.  McGurty,  14.5  Mass.  257,  200. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  case  we  need  not  decide 
what  limitations,  if  any,  are  imposed  upon  the 
City  Council  acting  under  St.  1909,  c.  486,  §  50, 
as  amended. 

The  intervener  excepted  to  the  refusal  of  the 
judge  to  permit  him  to  introduce  ballots  prote.sted 
at  the  recounting  other  than  those  offered  by  the 
petitioner.  While  this  exception  is  mentioned  in 
his  brief,  he  does  not  argue  it  in  the  manner 
provided  by  Rule  2  of  the  Rules  for  the  Regulation 
of  Practice  before  the  Full  Court  (1939),  303  Mass. 
678.  It  must  therefore  be  treated  as  waived. 
Boston  vs.  Dolan,  298  Ma.ss.  34G,  3.5.5-3.56.  An 
examination  of  the  questions  saved,  however, 
discloses  no  miscarriage  of  justice  requiring  cor- 
rection, for  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  whether 
these  ballots  would  have  been  counted  for  the 
petitioner  or  the  intervener.  For  aught  that 
appears,  these  ballots  ndght  neees.sarily  have  had 
to  be  counted  for  the  petitioner.  In  this  connection 
it  may  be  noted  that  it  avails  the  intervener  noth- 
ing to  assert  in  his  brief  that  "The  fact  that  the 
intervener  .  .  .  does  not  argue  or  refer  to 
other  exceptions  taken  at  the  trial,  or  errors  of 
law  in  this  brief,  or  fails  to  do  so  at  the  time  of 
argument  is  not  to  be  taken  to  mean  that  he  has 
waived  the  same  but  he  especially  claims  the  same 
as  if  he  had  set  forth  tlie  same  and  argued  them 
fully  before  this  court."  Matters  not  specifically 
argued  in  a  brief  need  not  be  considered  by  this 
court.  Boston  vs.  Dolan  298  Mass.  346,  355-350. 
Richmond  vs.  Stanzler,  327  Mass.  ."^dv.  Sh.  (1951) 
249,  250.  Dolan  vs.  Brookline  Savings  Bank,  327 
Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  (1951)  077. 

All  exceptions  argued  by  the  intervener  in  liis 
brief  have  been  considered  by  us,  and  we  find  no 
error. 

For  the  first  time  at  the  argument  before  us 
there  was  presented  by  counsel  for  the  intervener 
what  purported  to  be  a  certified  copy  of  an  order 
of  the  City  Council  dated  January  30,  1950. 
indicating  proposed  action  by  the  City  Council  to 
determine  for  itself  who  is  the  duly  elected  councilor 
from  Ward  9  for  19.50  and  1951.  Neees.sarily, 
because  of  its  date,  this  could  not  have  been 
presented  to  the  judge  as  an  exhibit.  We  can  give 
it  no  consideration.  But  the  intervener  argues 
that  we  should  take  notice  of  it  as  an  event  of 
public  interest  because  of  what  was  said  in  Green- 
wood vs.  Registrars  of  Voters  of  Fitchburg,  282 
Mass.  74,  78-79.  There,  however,  a  certificate 
had  lieen  presented  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  proceedings  had  already  been  started 
before  a  committee  of  the  House,  and  the  court 
could  not  interfere.  That  is  not  the  situation 
here.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  Council 
could  take  no  action  until  it  had  received  a  cer- 
tificate of  election  from  the  Board. 


The  petitions  of  Mr.  Sullivan  come  before  us 
upon  a  purported  report  of  the  judge  at  the  re- 
quest of  one  of  the  parties  without  decision  by 
him.  The  report  is  irregular.  Moore  vs.  Election 
Commissioner  of  Cambridge,  309  Mass.  303,  305. 
The  report  must  be  dismissed. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  these  peti- 
tions have  been  argued  here  and  still  remain  for 
action  in  the  Superior  Court,  we  deem  it  appro- 
priate to  say  that  the.se  petitions  for  certiorari  and 
for  mandamus  were  not  brought  until  after  the 
trial  of  Mr.  Bank's  mandamus  case  in  which  Mr. 
Sullivan  had  intervened  and  in  which  he  had  a  full 
opportunity  to  present  all  pertinent  issues  and  by 
proper  methods  to  bring  them  to  this  court  if  he 
saw  fit.  We  discover  no  occasion  for  .starting  all 
over  again.  Moreover,  the  judgment  hereinafter 
ordered  in  Mr.  Bank's  original  case  will,  as  soon  as 
entered,  make  these  issues  res  judicata,  and  in 
any  event  it  would  be  a  sound  exercise  of  judicial 
discretion  in  the  circumstances  to  dismiss  Mr. 
Sullivan's  petitions. 

In  the  first  case,  a  writ  of  mandamus  should 
issue  ordering  the  Board  to  count  the  votes  as 
determined  by  the  judge  and,  after  amending  its 
records,  to  issue  a  certificate  of  election  to  the 
petitioner  Laurence  II.  Banks  as  the  duly  elected 
Councilor  from  Ward  9  in  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  for  the  years  1950-51. 

In  the  second  and  third  cases  the  entry  mil  be: 
Report  dismissed. 

So  ordered. 

Referred  to  Executive  Committee.

1950,  c.  78,  s.  1,  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission 
has  "exclusive  authority  ...  to  adopt, 
amend,    alter    and    repeal    rules    and    regulations 

.     relative  to  vehicular  street  traffic  in  the 
city,  and  to  the  movement,  stopping  or  standing 
of  vehicles  on,  and  their  exclusion  from,  all  or  any 
streets,    ways,    highways,    roads    and    jiarkways, 
under    the    control    of    the    city."     (Underscoring 
supplied.)

With  reference  to  City  Council  order  of  May  21, 

1951,  requesting  that  an  ordinance  be  prepared 
to  provide  proper  penalties  for  vehicular  traffic 
which  fails  to  stop  and  pull  to  the  side  of  the 
road  at  the  approach  of  a  vehicle  with  a  sounding 
siren,  I  wish  to  report  that  chapter  89,  sections  7 
and  7a  of  the  General  Laws,  covers  the  require- 
ments imposed  on  motorists  with  regard  to  their 
conduct  when  fire  apparatus  and  other  emergency 
vehicles  are  approaching. 

It  is  doubtful  that  this  Commission  can  adopt 
a  regulation  which  will  cpialify  for  the  General 
Law.  Furthermore,  it  is  desirable  that  traffic 
regulations  should  be  uniform  witliin  the  confines 
of  the  state,  and,  if  various  local  communities  have 
different  regulations,  the  enforcement  problem 
becomes  complicated. 

A  further  factor  to  be  noted  is  that  many 
unofficial  veliicles  are  equijjped  witii  sirens,  so 
that  e'^en  if  it  were  legally  possible  for  this  C^om- 
mission  to  make  the  regulation,  difficulties  would 
arise  due  to  the  number  of  such  vehicles  using 
the  streets  and  sounding  their  sirens  for  personal 
convenience  rather  than  for  emergency  operations. 

If  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Council  to  further  deal 
with  this  subject,  I  believe  that  the  Law  Depart- 
ment should  be  consulted  with  a  view  to  submitting 
a  proposed  regulation  or  ordinance  which  might 
be  effective  and  consistent  with  the  state  law.

Some  weeks  ago  the  City  Council  pas.sed  an 
order  requesting  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  confer 
with  the  Boston  Public  Library  Trustees  regarding 
the  cafeteria  at  the  Library.  The  order  stated  tlmt 
notliing  IS  paid  for  the  u.se  of  the  space  to  the  City 
of  Boston;  yet  the  city  maintains  it  by  cleaning  the 
premi.ses  without  any  compensation.  " 

The  background  of  the  situation  is  the  following 
Well  over  a  year  ago  the  Boston  Public  Library 
Professional  Staff  Association,  with  a  membership 
of  well  over  400  members  of  the  Library  staff 
asked  permission  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  to 
maintain  a  cafeteria  for  the  use  of  the  members  of 
the  Library  staff.  The  Trustees  granted  permission 
to  them  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
opening  the  cafeteria,  and  eventually  made  a  small 
space  in  the  rear  of  the  Central  Library  Buildin"- 
in  Copley  square  available  for  the  purpo.se  pro~ 
viding  a  counter  and  equipment  as  well  as  chairs 
and  tables  for  the  purpose.  Included  for  the  period 
of  the  first  year  of  operation  was.  in  addition  to  the 
use  of  the  premises,  the  provision  of  light,  heat  and 
water,  as  well  as  cleaning. 

In  granting  permission  to  undertake  the  op- 
eration of  such  a  cafeteria,  the  Trustees  of  tlie 
Library  left  the  full  responsibility  for  makin'' 
arrangements  for  operation  to  the  Boston  Public 
Library  Professional  Staff  Association.  The  latter 
engaged  the  services  of  a  concessionaire  for  the 
purpose,  after  having  obtained  proposals  from 
several  individuals  interested  in  the  operation  of 
the  concession,  which  proposals  included  schedules 
of  the  prices  to  be  charged  for  the  food  to  be  made 
available.  From  these  several  proposals  the  Pro- 
fessional Staff  Association  cho.se  the  individual 
with  the  lowest  prices.  In  submitting  bids  all 
individuals,  however,  had  been  told  that  it  was 
desired  to  keep  the  prices  of  the  food  at  the  lowest 
possible  level,  and  in  any  case  at  terms  which  would 
be  more  favorable  for  employees  of  the  Library 
than  would  have  to  be  paid  by  them  elsewhere" 
To  make  this  possible  it  was  agreed  that  no  fee 
would  be  paid  by  the  concessionaire  for  the  use  of 
the  facilities  and  the  premises,  but  that  instead  the 
price  level  was  to  be  kept  correspondingly  low  in 
the  prices  to  be  cliarged  to  the  employees  of  the 
Library  for  food  purchased  in  the  cafeteria.  It  is 
on  this  basis  that  the  cafeteria  has  been  in  op- 
eration since  approximately  December  1,  1950.  The 
first  year  of  operation  will  thus  end  in  the  latter 
part  of  November,  1951,  at  which  time  there  will 
be  reviewed  the  complete  situation. 

ki  the  original  instance  the  request  for  operating 
such  a  cafeteria  came  from  the  Boston  Public 
Library  Professional  Staff  Association.  It  took 
the  initiative  in  the  matter,  and  it  agreed  itself  to 
operate  the  cafeteria.  No  other  group  in  the 
Library  did  so,  and  accordingly  the  Trustees  of  the 
Library  were  willing  to  grant  the  permission  to  the 
Professional  Staff'  Association  for  the  first  year  of 
operation.  Subsequently  there  has  come  into 
being  another  organization  of  employees  in  the 
Library,  particularly  among  the  buildings  main- 
tenance force.  This  group,  the  Boston  Public 
Library  Maintenance  Employees  Local  Union  No 
1314,  has  expressed  interest  in  participating  in  the 
operation.  The  Trustees  of  the  Library  have 
indicated  to  them  that,  in  the  early  autumn  of 
1951,  when  the  entire  situation  concerning  the 
cafeteria  is  under  review,  there  will  be  considera- 
tion given  to  enlarging  the  participation  in  the 
operation  of  the  cafeteria. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  will  undoubtedly 
wish  to  make  it  possible  for  the  employees  of  the 
Library  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  lowest  possible 
prices  for  food  purchased  by  them  in  the  cafeteria 
1  hey  will  therefore  wish  to  give  consideration  once 
again  to  having  the  operation  confided  into  the 
hands  of  a  concessionaire  who  will  provide  the 
lowest  level  of  prices  possible.  Presumably  this 
can  be  done  once  again  by  not  requiring  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  for  the  concession,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  concessionaire  will  provide  food 
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at  prices  correspondiriKly  lower  as  a  result.  The 
cafeteria  is  not  for  public  use,  but  only  by  members 
of  the  Library  staff,  particularly  in  connection  with 
their  noon  meals,  and  for  those  who  have  to  be 
on  duty  in  the  evening  through  the  provision  of  an 
evening  meal  as  well.  ,.,.,•      i

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMiMISSION    ON 
1951    TAX   RATE. 

The  following  was  received: 
The  Finance  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston, 

August  15,  1951. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

It  is  the  annual  policy  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion to  place  on  the  record  its  analysis  of  the  tax 
rate  computations.  This  analysis  is  deferred 
until  all  the  figures  involved  are  definitely  and 
finally  fixed.  It  requires  some  time  after  the 
rate  "has  been  declared  to  discover  and  correct 
excusable  errors  in  the  computations  and  to  make 
the  necessary  adjustments.  The  figures  con- 
tained herein  are,  therefore,  the  figures  finally 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  furnished 
by  officials  of  that  department  to  the  Finance 
Commission. 

The  1951  tax  rate  is  now  history.  Fixing  it 
at  $62,80,  or  20  cents  lower  than  the  rate  fixed 
in   1950,  was  a  welcome  relief  to  the  many  who 


had  been  led  to  believe  that  it  migiit  be  .$70.  It 
would  have  been  little  short  of  a  disaster  had  such 
a  rate  been  fixed. 

The  taxpayers  today  have  been  accustomed  to 
see  one  administration  after  another  take  advantage 
of  every  opportunity  to  manipulate  the  figures  in 
order  that  the  rate  might  be  determined  at  a 
lower  level  than  might  seem  to  have  been  justifiable. 
Such  manipulation  has  been  the  annual  custom 
now  for  so  long  that  most  taxpayers  do  not  become 
exercised  over  it.  They  see  only  that  a  substantial 
increase  is  avoided,  however  it  may  have  been 
accomplished,  and  they  are  gratified  thereby. 

In  the  1951  rate  computations  there  is  no 
evidence  of  the  questionable  practices  of  other 
years.  Nevertheless  there  are  two  big  que.stions 
about  the  1951  rate  which  only  time  can  answer. 
The  first  relates  to  the  assessable  valuations. 
Undoubtedly  the  gap  is  smaller  now  between  the 
fair  market  value,  as  reasoned  from  sales  experi- 
ence, and  the  assessed  valuation,  particularly  of 
commercial  and  industrial  projjerty.  However, 
the  volume  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  assessed 
valuations  as  shown  in  the  appeals  to  the  Appellate 
Tax  Board  for  lower  valuations  is  now  approxi- 
mately as  great  as  at  any  time  in  the  last  decade. 
This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
appeals  to  the  State  Board  for  reduction  of  valua- 
tions which  were  filed  from  Boston  alone  was  1,500 
greater  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1951,  than  in 
the  year  which  ended  June  30,   1950. 

High  valuations  make  possible  a  lower  rate, 
but  in  the  end  the  tax  assessment  remains  the 
same. 

The  second  ciuestion  concerning  the  rate  relates 
to  the  revenues  and  income  figures,  wliich  are  the 
chief  offset  to  the  expenditure  requirements.  With 
a  statutory  limitation  on  the  amount  the  city,  of 
itself,  can  estimate  the  departmental  revenues 
(said  estimate  being  used  in  the  tax  rate  com- 
putations), one  administration  after  another  has 
placed  this  figure  at  the  highest  notch  allowable 
under  the  law.  Subsequent  events,  i.e.,  the  sub- 
sequent assembling  of  the  figures  of  actual  yield, 
have  usually  enabled  the  city  to  justify  the  high 
estimates,  though  at  tax  rate  determination  time 
in  each  year,  there  has  been  little  more  than  a 
hope  that  the  figure  used  was  not  too  high. 

In  1951  the  estimate  of  departmental  revenue, 
for  which  the  city  alone  is  responsible,  was  figured 
as  high  as  the  law  allows,  and  as  usual  there  is 
some  misgiving  that  it  can  be  realized.  Further- 
more, the  State  Tax  Commissioner  authorized 
the  city  to  use  an  estimate  of  income  from  the 
State  $6,000,000  greater  than  he  certified  in 
February,  1951  as  the  probable  Boston  share  of 
this  income.  This  largess  was  the  principal  means 
by  which  the  city  rate  became  lower  in  1951  than 
in  1950. 

The  total  of  estimated  expenses,  which  is  the 
big  item  in  the  computations,  was  approximately 
.S6,000,000  more  in  1951  than  in  1950.  The  in- 
crease in  the  total  of  estimated  revenues  almost 
exactly  bridged  the  gap.  The  total  of  assessed 
valuations  remained  approximately  at  the  1950 
level.  This  ordinarily  is  considered  a  meritorious 
accomplishment. 

One  of  the  heartening  disclosures  of  the  com- 
putations is  that,  in  1951  as  in  1950,  the  city  is 
on  a  "pay-as-you-go"  basis.  There  is  no  borrow- 
ing in  1951  to  meet  current  expense  requirements. 
There  is,  therefore,  no  postponing  of  payment  of 
bills  incurred  in  this  fiscal  year  to  some  subsequent 
period  when  "somebody  else"  would  have  to 
assume  the  burden.  One  of  the  burdens  in  1951, 
and  for  several  years  to  come,  is  the  necessity  to 
pay  $2,000,000  to  wipe  out  a  $12,000,000  debt 
incurred  on  account  of  excesses  in  valuation  deter- 
minations in  the  1940's. 

There  are  therefore  two  big  "if's"  about  the 
1951  tax  rate.  If  valuations  as  fixed  prevail 
against  present  efforts  to  reduce  them,  so  far  as 
city  responsibility  is  concerned  the  1951  rate 
may  be  said  to  be  a  fair  one,  and  no  criticism  of 
its  action  can  be  leveled  fairly  against  this  year's 
administration. 

If  the  income  from  the  state  does  not  come  up 
to  the  expectation  of  the  State  Tax  Commissioner 
at  the  time  the  rate  was  determined,  the  rate  will 
have  proven  inadequate  to  the  extent  of  the 
deficiency  in  the  state  income.  However,  tlie 
responsibility  for  any  deficiency  will  not  be  upon 
the  city  administrators.  The  estimate  for  tax 
computation  purposes  of  the  city's  yield  from 
state  sources  must  be  what  the  State  Tax  Com- 
missioner certifies.  The  city  has  no  recourse 
from  the  decision  of  that  official. 
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Nevertheless,  if  tliei-e  is  a  deficiency,  it.  will  be 
the  city  wliich  will  pay  for  a  too  liberal  estimate. 
In  this  connection  it  is  well  to  point  out  that, 
in  1950,  the  State  Tax  Commissioner's  estimate 
of  the  total  available  for  municipalities  was 
approximately  $14,000,000  more  than  was  sub- 
sequently collected.  Boston's  share  of  this  over- 
estimate was  $3,000,000,  and  it  was  the  cause  of 
a  cash  deficit  of  approximately  that  amount  in 
city  accounts  at  the  end  of  19.50. 

Before  citing  the  sources  of  revenue  and  the 
projected  expenditures,  it  may  be  profitable  to 
outline  briefly  the  mechanics  of  the  computation 
of  the  rate.  From  the  total  requirements  for  the 
city  and  county  governments  plus  the  state 
warrants  there  is  subtracted  all  the  revenues 
expected  from  city  departments  and  the  income  ex- 


pected from  the  state.  The  result  of  this 
subtraction  is  the  first  figure  of  the  levy  on  property 
owners.  A  sum  called  "overlay  —  current  year" 
is  added  to  serve  as  a  cushion  principally  to 
absorb  the  refunds  on  accoimt  of  abatement  of 
taxes.  The  result  is  the  final  amount  to  be  raised 
by  property  taxation,  and  is  known  as  the  tax 
levy. 

Meanwhile,  the  assessors  determine  the  assessable 
valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  property  in  the 
city.  The  tax  levy  figure  is  divided  by  the  number 
of  thousands  of  dollars  of  valuation  of  assessable 
property,  and  the  result  is  the  tax  rate  per  SI, 000 
of    valuation. 

The  first  figures  of  importance  are  the  expendi- 
ture requirements.  They  are  contained  in  the 
following  table  in  detail  of  its  principal  classifica- 
tions.

The  items  in  Table  I  may  be  grouped  broadly 
into    six    categories: 

1.  City,  county,  and  school  administration 
requirements. 

2.  Debt  requirements. 

3.  Pension  and  retirement  requirements. 

4.  Overlay  deficit  requirements. 

5.  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  require- 
ments. 

6.  Metropolitan  District  Commission  and 
State  assessment  requirements. 

1.  City,  County,  and  School  Administra- 
tion. There  was  an  increase  of  approximately 
$6,000,000  in  city  maintenance  requirements. 
"The  details  of  this  increase  are  given  at  a  later 
point  in  this  report,  under  detail  of  appropriations. 
The  total  of  them  is  an  ever-increasing  item. 

County  maintenance  requirements  are  largely 
for  personnel.  Salary  increases  account  for  the 
increase  in  appropriations  in  this  category. 

In  view  of  tlie  diffieulties,  much  publicized, 
in  the  way  of  financing  the  1951  public  school 
needs,  it  will  be  surprising  to  many  to  realize 
that  total  school  appropriations  for  1951  reflect 
a  net  decrease  of  approximately  $250,000  from 
the  1950  figure.  However,  appropriations  for 
those  activities  entirely  controlled  by  the  School 
Committee  increased  by  $020,839.  This  increase 
was  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  salaries  to  teachers 
and  other  employees,  the  inauguration  of  the 
40-hour  week  for  custodians  of  school  buildings, 
and  the  higher  cost  of  supplies. 

However,  one  factor  which  kept  the  appropria- 
tions for  school  purposes  from  going  even  higher 
was  the  change  in  financing  lunchroom  program, 
which  has  become  a  very  important  item  of  sciiooi 
expense.  Under  chapter  417,  Acts  of  1950,  lunch- 
room disbursements  are  to  be  met  from  receipts 


of  the  program.  This  eliminates  an  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  in  the  budget.  A  deficit  appropria- 
tion of  $189,000  has  been  made  in  1951  to  meet  an 
expected  gap  between  disbursements  and  receipts. 
In  1950,  $725,027  was  appropriated  for  the  lunch- 
room program.  Although  this  represents  a  com- 
parative saving  in  appropriations,  it  also  repre- 
sents a  corresponding  loss  in  estimated  revenue. 

2.  Debt  Rkquireme.nts.  Of  the  three  types 
of  debt  (school,  city,  and  county)  the  most  signifi- 
cant, in  amount  of  change,  is  that  of  city  debt. 
The  amount  of  this  paid  ol  in  1951  is  approximately 
$300,000  less  than  in  1950;  and  yet  the  requirements 
in  1951  have  risen  approximately  $483,000.  The 
latter  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  credits 
applicable  to  debt  requirements  were  reduced  by 
about  $770,000  in  1951. 

3.  Pension  and  Retihe.ment  Requirements. 
This  item  is  the  ijroduct  of  the  operation  of  law 
and  actuarial  computation:  moreover,  it  varies 
from  year  to  .year.  If  all  the  items  relating  to 
pensions  and  annuities:  (viz..  Pensions  and  An- 
nuities, Pension  Accumulation,  and  State-Boston 
Retirement)  are  grouped  together  for  comparative 
purposes  in  these  two  years,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
total  for  1950  was  $4,035,544,  and  for  1951  is 
$4,558,541. 

4.  Overlay  Funding  Account.  This 
$2,000,000  item  is  the  annual  payment  b.v  the  city 
of  borrowings  made  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Overlay  Retirement  Funding  Account,  Acts  of 
1950,  which  authorized  the  funding  of  the  total 
o^■erUly  deficit,  inherited  by  the  present  administra- 
tion. This  inheritance  approximated  $12,000,000 
at  the  end  of  1949.  It  represented  the  accumula- 
tion of  the  amounts  by  which  the  yearly  overlay 
failed  to  meet  the  tax  abatements  granted  for 
several  yeans. 
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5.  Mktropolitan  Transit  Authority.  Tliis 
item  is  the  ainount  wiiich  imist  be  raised  in  U)51 
to  meet  the  operating  deficit  of  tlie  year  l!)oO. 
Altlioiigh  it  is  less  tliari  tlie  ainoiint  of  tlie  cor- 
responding item  in  tlie  previous  year,  the  deficit 
currently  developing  for  1951  is  expected  to  be 
many  times  this  amount. 

The  other  M.T.A.  item  in  the  1951  requirements 
is  th<'  city's  sliarc  of  tlie  charge  on  all  the  cities 
and  towns  in  tin'  transit  district  incurred  when 
the  M.T.A.  took  over  the  city's  subwuv  properties 
under  the  1949  Act. 

Besides  this  debt,  there  is  also  included  in  the 
computations  an  item  to  provide  for  Boston 
Klevated  Hallway  annual  deficits,  which  had 
accumulated  over  several  years  before  the  state 
purchase  of  the  railway  and  were,  under  the 
statute,  the  obligation  of  the  municipalities  of 
the  iMetroi>olitan  Transit  District.  In  1949  the 
IjCgislature  authorized  each  municipality  to  fund 
U.S     share     of     these     deficits.      Boston     borrowed 


•SIO, 150,000  and  will  make  annual  payments  of 
81,015,000  through  19.59  for  this  purpose.  This 
amount  is  included  in  the  city's  debt  requirements 
mentioned  previously, 

().  Metropolitan  District  Commission  and 
.State  A88E88ment.s.  Provision  for  state  assess- 
ments in  19.51  is  just  about  double  that  for 
1950.  The  items  in  this  category  include  State 
.Audit  of  Municipal  Accounts,  State  Examination 
of  Retirement  System,  and  Smoke  Inspection 
Ser\'ice.  In  19.51  Boston  must  appropriati*  for 
its  share  of  these  services  as  well  as  meet  an 
additional  .$52,000  as.sessment  for  the  Youth 
Service  Board.  The  last  item  repre.sents  most 
of  the  1951  increase  in  state  assessments. 

In  the  ca.se  of  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
charges,  there  was  relatively  little  change  from 
the  1950  figure. 

The  next  table  supplies  the  detail  by  functional 
recpiirement  figures.

City  —  General  Maintenance. 

In  the  foregoing  table  the  item  "General  Pur- 
poses (City)"  refers  to  those  departments  not 
otherwise  identified,  which  are  largely  the  staff 
departments  of  the  city. 

There  is  a  $6,106,472  increase  in  1951  appropria- 
tions over  those  for  1950  for  city,  .school,  and 
county  purposes.  Approximately  $5,400,000  of 
this  increase  is  attributed  to  increased  appropria- 
tions for  city  departments.  A  $260  pay  raise 
given  every  city  employee  accounts  for  $2,253,800 
of  it.  It  is  important  to  record  tliat  this  increase 
will  cover  only  seven  months  in  1951,  since  it 
was  given  in  .lune.  A|)proximately  $4,500,000  of 
the  .$5,400,000  increase  referred  to  are  found  in 
four  departments:  Fire  ($909,787),  Hospital 
($1,217,7,57),  Police  ($1,840,432),  .and  Public 
Works  ($406,402). 


The  appropriation  for  personal  service  is  im- 
portant. In  the  Police  Department  this  item  rose 
by  $1,273,800,  due  chiefly  to  the  inauguration  of 
the  five-day  work  week;  in  the  Fire  Department 
it  is  $.543,500;  and  in  the  Hospital  Department 
it  is  $3.53,500,  In  the  last  named  department, 
there  was,  in  addition,  an  increase  of  $550,.575 
in  Supplies  and  Materials,  a  reflection  of  rising 
costs. 

Credits  and  Deductions. 

In  determining  the  tax  rate  the  total  figure 
used  under  the  heading  of  Credits  and  Deductions 
is  the  second  of  major  importance  in  the  computa- 
tions. It  is  the  figure  of  expected  revenues  and 
income,  other  than  local  ta.xes,  and  is  the  chief 
offset    to    the    expenditure    requirements.       Tlie 
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items  which    make    up    the    total    are   all    estiiriates.     The   followint;   table   shows   them   for   what   they 
are  in  1951  in  comparison  with  1950;  it  reveals  also  the  source  of  the  estimate:

The  first  item  of  the  foregoing  table  naturally 
carries  the  greatest  weight.  In  the  first  instance, 
it  is  the  estimate  of  the  City  Auditor,  which  he 
bases  on  information  furnished  him  principally 
by  the  various  departments  of  the  city.  However, 
the  assessors  have  the  final  decision  as  to  what 
figure  will  be  used.  Hence  in  years  when  the 
tax  rate  can  not  be  otherwise  kept  in  control, 
this    item    is    occasionally    ciuite    different    in    the 


rate  computations  than  it  was  when  certified  by 
the  auditor. 

In  1951  the  auditor's  determination  was  ac- 
cepted. 

Because  of  its  significance  in  the  picture,  and 
to  show  where  the  city  expects  to  earn  revenue 
in  1951,  a  detailed  breakdown  of  the  total  i." 
interesting.     It  follows:

Overlay  — •  Current  Year. 

This  amount  represented  the  3  per  cent  added 
to  the  tax  levy  for  1951  to  provide  for  any  abate- 
ments granted  on  the  assessment  for  this  year. 
If  tlie  experience  of  1950  is  any  criterion,  the  city 
will  probably  stay  within  this  limit.  As  of  Ma.v 
31,  1951,  there  was  a  balance  of  $437,253  in  the 
1950  overlay  account.  The  figure,  of  course, 
ina.v  be  afected  adversely  by  the  decisions  of 
the  -Appellate  Tax  Board  on  appeals  made  b.v 
taxpa.vers  from  their  1950  a.sscssments.  The 
dollar  value  of  petitions  still  before  the  board 
is  not  available. 

Three  other  items  of  the  Credits  and  Deductions 
table  merit  comment. 


Motor  Excise  Tax. 

Here  the  anticipated  re\'enue  for  1951  exceeds 
the  19.50  figure  by  $1,700,000,  an  increase  of  85 
per  cent.  This  sharp  rise  is  attributable  to  several 
factors:  tlie  increased  volume  of  automobile 
registrations,  the  increased  list  prices  of  cars, 
and  the  increase  in  excise  rates. 

Educational  Income. 

As  previously  indicated,  the  change  in  financing 
the  hmchroom  program  greatly  reduces  the 
educational  income  for  1951.  The  bulk  of  it  is 
derived  from  federal  and  state  aid  and  tuitions. 
These,  together  with  unexpended  balance.s  from 
19.50,  represent  the  1951  educational  income 
ti"ure.  Although  it  is  estimated  that  the  state 
will  contribute  $1,809, .533,  an  increase  of  $270,530 
over  1950,  in  school  aid,  under  chapter  643  of 
Acts   of    1948,   this   amount   is   not   available   for 


appropriation  and  must  be  used  only  to  reduif 
the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  the  sui)port 
of  schools. 

State   Income   Tax   and    State    Corporation    Tax. 

The  yield  to  the  city  in  this  category  is  a 
decisive  factor  in  the  tax  rate.  It  is  particularly 
so  this  year.  Whereas  the  total  1950  estimated 
receipts  from  this  .source  were  $11,804,182,  the 
1951  estimate  is  $14,446,083.  An  unexpected 
allowance  by  the  State  Tax  Commis-sioner  of 
additional  receipts  of  $6,000,000  materiall.v 
aTected  the  tax  rate  and  prevented  a  substantial 
rise. 

Total  Property  Valoation. 

The  total  19.51  valuation  figure  shows  little 
change  from  that  of  1950.  a  reflection  of  the 
policy  of  the  administration  which  was  declared 
last  year;  the  policy  contemplated  the  gradual 
and  eventual  reduction  of  total  valuations  in  the 
direction  of  a  realistic  level.  One  efect  of  such 
a  policy  is  to  discourage  abatements  of  taxes  at 
City  Hall.  The  success  of  this  policy  with  respect 
to  abatements  appears  in  the  substantial  balance 
in  the  1950  overlay  account  of  $437,253. 

This  new  policy  resulted,  however,  in  an  in- 
creased volume  of  petitions  before  the  Massa- 
chusetts Appellate  Tax  Board;  4,526  cases  were 
entered  before  that  Board  up  to  .lune  30,  1951 
(the  end  of  the  Board's  fiscal  year).  This  rep- 
resents an  increase  of  1,460  cases  over  the  previous 
year.  It  is  not  known  how  man.v  1950  ca.ses 
(appeals  from  1950  assessments)  have  been 
decided  by  the  Appellate  Tax  Board;  but  if  an.v 
have  been  decided  in  favor  of  the  petitioner, 
this  amount  is  charged  against  the  balance  in  the 
1950  overlay  account.

A  significant  feature  in  the  real  property  val- 
uation picture  is  the  development  in  the  higher- 
numbered  wards  of  the  city. 

Wards  3,  4,  and  5,  tiie  great  tax-producing 
reservoir  of  Boston,  the  so-called  downtown  sec- 
tion, representing  over  one  half  of  the  total  val- 
uation of  the  city,  sustained  a  combined  loss  of 
valuation  in  1951  over  1950  of  almost  81,500,000. 
This  continues  the  downward  trend  from  the 
peak  year  of  1930;  in  the  latter  year  this  group  of 
wards  represented  $1,036,732,900  in  valuation; 
in  1951  it  represents  $719,966,900. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  valuation  of  Ward  22  in 
Brighton  increased  by  $1,033,600  in  19.31  over 
1950;  its  valuation  in  1930  was  $40,084,800;  today 
it  is  ,546,1.50,300. 

The  same  phenomenon  is  true  of  Ward  29  in 
West  Roxbury  and  Ward  18  in  Hyde  Park.  The 
increase  of  $.576,300  in  1951  over  1950  in  Ward  20 
brings  the  pre.sent  valuation  to  $53,552,300;  its 
valuation  in  1930  was  $45,443,600. 

The  1951  increase  of  .¥736,500  in  Ward  18  brings 
its  valuation  to  .$48,931,500;  this  compares  with 
its  1930  vahiation  of  $43,118,400.

With  reference  to  City  Council  order  passed 
on  August  27,  1951,  requesting  the  Traffic  Com- 
mission to  install  automatic  traffic  signals  at  the 
corner  of  Cooper  and  Endicott  streets,  I  wish  to 
report  that  a  survey  has  been  made  of  this  area 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  construction  of  the 
new  Central  Artery  now  in  process  in  this  section 
would  make  traffic  signal  lights  ineffective  during 
the  construction  period. 

At  the  present  time,  in  comparison  to  other 
sections  of  the  city,  the  amount  of  traffic  at  this 
intersection  is  not  sufficient  to  give  priority  over 
other  more  dangerous  and  more  heavily  travelled 
roadways. 

Our  funds  for  traffic  lights  are  limited  to  revenue 
from  the  sale  of  land  and  buUdings  and  present 
commitments  are  such  that  any  installation  at 
this  point  would  have  to  come  from  a  future  sale 
of  city  land  and  buildings. 

With  the  lessening  of  traffic  on  Endicott  street 
which  will  result  from  the  construction  of  the 
Central  Artery  there  is  some  question  whether 
a  full  set  of  traffic  signals  should  be  installed  or 
merely  a  pedestrian  signal  to  serve  those  attending 
St.  Mary's  Church  during  certain  hours  of  the  day. 

In  view  of  the  above  factors  final  action  on  this 
proposal  should  be  postponed.

Under  date  of  April  30,  1951,  I  wrote  your 
Honor  advising  the  extension  of  a  certain  sanitary 
sewer  and  surface  water  drain  from  Prenderga-st 
avenue  in  the  Cleveland  Circle  district  of  Boston 
to  a  point  on  the  Boston-Brookline  line  near  Eliot 
street,  Brookline.  By  an  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  once  on  April  30,  1951,  and  again  on  May 
14,  1951,  and  approved  by  your  Honor  on  May  15, 
19.51,  the  execution  of  an  agreement  providing  for 
the  construction  of  the  extension  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Town  of  Brookline  as  a  cooperative 
project  was  authorized.  An  agreement  was  sub- 
sequently executed  pursuant  to  this  authority,  and 
work  on  the  project  commenced. 

In  the  course  of  the  construction  it  has  been 
found  that  it  will  be  feasible  to  use  the  tunnel 
method  of  construction,  rather  than  the  open-cut 
method  as  originally  planned,  and  thereby  elimi- 
nate much  disruption  of  traffic  at  Cleveland  Circle 
as  well  as  inconvenience  and  damage  to  the  abut- 
ting landowners  affected.  The  change  in  method 
of  construction  will  involve  some  change  in  the 
location  of  the  sewer,  the  precise  nature  of  which 
can  be  readily  a.scertained  by  comparing  the  plan 
accompanying  this  letter  with  the  plan  transmitted 
with  my  above-mentioned  letter  of  April  30,  1951.

With  reference  to  City  Council  order  of  Octo- 
ber 8,  requesting  the  placement  of  a  "Stop"  sign 
at  the  corner  of  Greenbrier  and  Park  streets,  and 
Alpha  road  and  Park  street,  I  wish  to  report  that 
this  order  follows  many  other  requests  which  we 
have  had  to  make  Park  street  a  "Stop"  street  at 
Alpha  road  and  Greenbrier  street.  Previous  re- 
jections have  been  based  upon  the  fact  that  traffic 
is  not  sufficiently  heavy  to  warrant  the  choice  of 
this  intersection  instead  of  other  intersections  in 
the  neighborhood  for  a  "Stop"  street. 

On  October  9  and  10  we  had  a  10-hour  count 
of  traffic  taken  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and 
6  P.M.  at  Alpha  road,  Greenbrier  street,  and  Park 
street.  During  this  10-hour  period,  14  vehicles 
came  out  of  Alpha  road;  164  came  out  of  Green- 
brier street;  on  Park  street  435  vehicles  were 
eastbound  and  415  westbound. 

Greenbrier  street  is  used  as  an  avenue  for  local 
traffic  only.  It  is  not  a  through  street  and 
strangers  do  not  frequent  it. 


According  to  the  standards  set  up  by  the  state 
for  the  establishment  of  a  "Stop"  street  we  find 
that  there  is  no  warrant  which  would  permit  us  to 
legally  defend  the  selection  of  this  intersection  as 
a  site  for  a  "Stop"  street.

INVOCATION   BY   MONSIGNOR   JAMRS    I'. 
FITZSIMONS. 

O  Cod,  the  Fatlier,  we  suppliants  ask  You  ti> 
stretch  forth  Thy  .strong  arm  to  quell  the  storm 
which  on  all  sides  seems  to  be  rising  and  threaten- 
ing to  engulf  us.  When  we  consider  even  pro- 
fessedly Christian  nations  have  deviated  so  far 
from  Thy  path  of  righteousness,  we  realize  how 
infinite  Thy  patience  and  mercy  are. 

You  have  endowed  each  of  us  with  that  animated 
.spirit  which  we  call  the  soul,  which  gives  light 
to  this  lightless  body,  and  You  have  endowed 
that  soul  with  faculties  that  astound  us  because 
of  their  particular  nature.  The  greatest  of  these 
is  the  mind,  that  spiritual  faculty  by  virtue  of 
which  we  can  learn  of  Your  existence  by  reason 
alone.  You  have  endowed  that  soul  with  a  memor.v 
and,  because  of  this,  we  can  go  back  into  the  past 
and  see  our  many  shortcomings  and  feel  that 
unless  we  are  extremely  circumspect,  there  will 
be  danger  of  the  repetition  of  those  occasions  of 
sin.  You  have  given  us  a  memory  by  which  we 
can  recall  them,  hoping  thereby  we  may  profit 
by  our  past  experience. 

But  you  have  not  endowed  us  with  any  faoult.v 
by  which  we  can  peer  into  the  future.  You  did 
this  designedly,  because,  had  we  known  the  day 
of  our  dissolution,  there  would  be  a  great  pos- 
sibiUty  of  our  postponing  our  reformation  until 
it  was  too  late.  We  ardently  desire  to  live  each 
day  as  though  it  was  the  last. 

Your  Divine  Son  told  us,  "In  my  Father's 
kingdom  there  are  many  mansions,"  meaning 
thereby  no  two  souls  in  salvation  receive  the 
same  reward  because  no  two  souls  are  equally 
virtuous.  So  it  is  our  desire  and  ambition  to 
rise  to  the  supreme  height  so  that  we  may  occui>y 
those  highest  and  most  important  castles. 

We  pray  for  our  President.  Few  men  have 
been  confronted  with  so  many  trials  as  the  present 
incumbent.  We  realize  how  hopeless  he  is  in 
meeting  some  of  these,  and  we  pray  you  may 
lavish  his  soul  with  the  necessary  grace  to  perform 
his  acts  in  a  manner  in  keeping  with  our  Divine 
Lord.  We  have  placed  at  his  disposal  a  diabolical 
weapon,  a  weapon  so  destructive  that  he  is  rather 
loath  to  use  it.

They  realize 
that  no  matter  how  erudite  they  may  be  or  how 
vast  their  experience,  they  must  have  an  infinite 
law  to  make  the  human  law  conform  to  it,  and, 
after  all,  the  norm  by  which  is  judged  human 
law  depends  entirely  on  how  it  agrees  with  Your 
divine  law.

In  response  to  your  communication  of  October 
17,  1951,  which  stated  that  a  City  Council  order 
of  October  15,  1951,  requested  "that  identifi- 
cation tags  be  furnished  to  all  school  children 
as  a  means  of  identification  in  the  event  of  bombing 
attacks,"  I  wish  to  state  that  the  whole  matter  of 
identification  has  been  considered  at  length  by 
the  federal  government  and  a  definite  prescription 
was  set  forth  for  such  identification. 

Specifications  for  identification  tags  have  been 
submitted  to  us  by  the  State  Department  of  Civil 
Defense  for  our  information.  No  definite  action 
has  been  requested  or  required  to  date. 

I  took  the  liberty  of  calling  the  H.  W.  Peters 
Company,  of  Watertown,  wliich  was  the  only 
JIassachusetts  agency  that  was  designated  as  ready 
to  manufacture  identification  tags.  Jlr.  Peters  in- 
formed me  that  he  himself  has  not  as  yet  received 
specifications  from  the  federal  government,  but  in 
all  probability  he  wiU  receive  them  shortly,  and  he 
promised  that  he  would  get  in  touch  vrith  me  when 
he  had  become  more  thoroughly  informed  on  the 
problem  of  identification.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PERAMBU- 
LATION   OF   THE    BOUNDARY    LINES. 

Coun.  SHANLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Per- 
ambulation of  the  Boundary  Lines  between  Boston 
and  the  cities  of  Revere,  Everett,  Somerville,  and 
Newton  and  the  towns  of  Brookline,  Dedham,  and 
Milton,  submitted  the  following: 

City  Council,  November  19,  1951. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
lines  and  bound  marks  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  cities  of  Revere,  Everett,  Somerville,  and 
Newton  and  the  towns  of  Brookline,  Dedham,  and 
Milton  respectfully  report  that  they  have  attended 
to  the  duty  with  which  they  were  charged  and 
have  examined  and  verified  with  the  committees 
appointed  by  the  said  citi;*  ana  towns  the  several 
boundaries  and  boimd  marks  in  the  existing 
boundary  lines. 

The  committee  found  that  some  boundary  points 
were  unmarked  and  many  others  inadequately 
marked.  The  Boston-Revere  boundary  line  was 
originally  established  along  the  center  of  Belle  Isle 
Inlet  between  Bennington  street  and  Chelsea 
River.  Most  of  this  inlet  passing  through  Suffolk 
Downs  has  been  filled.  The  location  of  the  inlet 
was  last  surveyed  by  Whitman  &  Howard,  engi- 
neers for  Suffolk  Downs,  and  is  shown  on  a  plan 
dated  January  6,  1936,  signed  by  William  J. 
Sullivan,  Chief  Engineer,  Street  Laying-Out  De- 
partment, City  of  Boston.  Except  for  two  state 
highway  bounds  supposed  to  be  set  on  the  bound- 
ary line,  one  on  Bennington  street  and  one  at 
William  F.  McClellan  Highway,  this  entire  bound- 
ary is  unmarked.  The  Boston-Everett  boundary 
likewise  is  poorly  marked.  Only  one  original 
bound  was  found.  The  locations  of  other  boundary 
points  are  included  in  the  engineering  data  of  both 
cities  and  can  be  reproduced  by  surveys.  The 
Boston-Somerville  line  is  not  well  marked.  The 
portion  of  the  line  running  from  Mystic  street 
and  Roland  street  is  satisfactory.  From  Mystic 
street  northeasterly  only  one  intermediate  marker 
exists,  and  from  Roland  street  southeasterly,  like- 
wise, only  one  boundary  point  is  marked. 

The  remaining  boundary  lines  between  Boston- 
Brookline,  Boston-Newton,  Boston-Dedham,  and 
Boston-Milton  are  reasonably  well  marked.  How- 
ever, on  each  line,  some  points  were  found  unsatis- 
factory. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  Committee 
that  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  be  re- 
quested to  place  permanent  visible  markers  at 
those  boundary  corners  having  no  markers  or 
where  markers  are  buried  or  otherwise  not  plainly 
visible.

This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  November  21, 
1951,  asking,  in  effect,  whether  in  my  opinion  you 
would  be  acting  within  the  scope  of  your  powers  if 
you  approved  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  November  19,  1951,  providing  an  annuity  for 
the  widow  and  children  of  the  late  Manassah  E. 
Bradley,  Jr.,  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Police  Department. 

G.L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  32,  s.  89A,  as  amended,  under 
which  the  aforesaid  order  purports  to  have  been 
adopted,  reads,  so  far  as  presently  material,  as 
follows : 

"If  an  emplo3'ee  of  the  commonwealth,  or  of 
any  political  subdivision  thereof  is  killed,  or 
dies  from  injuries  received,  or  dies  as  a  natural 
and  proximate  result  of  undergoing  a  hazard 
peculiar  to  his  emplojanent,  while  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty,  and  it  shall  be  proved  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  appropriate  public 
authority  as  hereinafter  defined  that  such 
death  was  the  natural  and  proximate  result  of 
an  accident  occurring,  or  of  undergoing  a 
hazard  peculiar  to  his  emplojTnent,  while  h  e 
was  acting  in  the  performance  and  within  the 
scope  of  his  duty,  and  a  majority  of  the  members 


of  a  board  consisting  of  two  physicians  designated 
by  the  public  authority  hereinafter  defined,  and 
one  physician  to  be  designated  by  the  com- 
missioner of  public  health  shall  certify  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  body  politic  and  corporate  by 
which  the  compensation  of  such  deceased 
person  was  payable,  that  the  death  was  the 
natural  and  proximate  result  of  the  said  in- 
jury or  hazard,  there  shall,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  such 
body  politic  and  corporate,  to  the  following 
dependents  of  such  deceased  person  the  fol- 
lowing annuities:.     .     .     ." 

In  my  opinion,  the  inescapable  meaning  of  the 
words  just  quoted  is  that  the  annuities  provided 
for  by  the  statute  cited  are  to  be  granted  only  if 
the  employee  is  either  kiUed  while  in  the  per- 
formance of  duty,  or  dies  from  injuries  received 
while  in  the  performance  of  duty,  or  dies  as  a 
natural  and  proximate  result  of  undergoing, 
while  in  the  performance  of  duty,  a  hazard  peculiar 
to  his  emplojTnent.  According  to  the  findings  of 
the  Justice  who  presided  at  the  inquest  held  before 
the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  and  manner  of  Mr.  Bradley's 
death.  Mr.  Bradley  died  as  a  result  of  a  gimshot 
wound  caused  by  the  accidental  discharge  by  him 
of  his  police  revolver  while  he  was  in  his  own  home 
off  duty.  In  other  words,  Mr.  Bradley  was 
neither  killed,  nor  did  he  die  from  injuries  received, 
nor  did  he  die  as  a  natural  and  proximate  result  of 
undergoing  a  hazard  peculiar  to  his  employment, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty. 

Accordingly,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  above- 
mentioned  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
November  19,  1951,  does  not  come  within  G.L. 
(Ter.  Ed.)  c.  32,  s.  89A,  as  amended,  and  that  you 
would  not  be  acting  within  the  scope  of  your 
powers  if  you  approve  such  order.

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  November  19, 
1951,  requesting  the  installation  of  traffic  lights 
on  the  corner  of  Washington  street  and  Melville 
avenue,  in  Ward  17,  Dorchester,  I  submit  the 
following  report. 

Two  accidents  occurred  at  this  location  on 
November  5  and  on  November  17.  The  accident 
on  November  5  involved  a  man  seventy-one  years 
old,  killed  by  a  passenger  car  going  south  on 
Washington  street,  approaching  Melville  avenue. 
The  driver  of  the  car  was  a  woman  sixty-eight 
years  old. 

A  previous  accident  near  the  intersection  in- 
volved a  boy  five  years  old  who  dashed  across 
Washington  street  and  was  struck  by  a  bus.  These 
are  the  only  two  accidents  involving  personal 
injuries  that  have  occurred  at  Melville  avenue  and 
Washington  street,  according  to  the  records  of  the 
Police  Department  or  the  Traffic  Commission. 

An  accident  which  occurred  on  November  17 
consisted  of  a  trackless  trolley,  which  was  stopped 
in  front  of  533  Washington  street,  being  struck  by 
a  driver  of  a  passenger  car  in  the  rear.  The  driver 
of  the  passenger  car  in  question  was  fined  $75  for 
drunken  driving. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances  it  does  not 
appear  that  traffic  signal  lights  would  have  pre- 
vented them,  and  these  three  incidents  appear 
to  be  the  sum  total  of  the  accident  record  for  the 
area  during  a  considerable  period  of  time. 

Consultation  with  the  police  officials  of  the 
district  supports  the  view  that  since  the  inter- 
section of  Melville  avenue  and  Washington  street 
is  open,  providing  a  view  of  several  hundred  feet 
in  either  direction  for  motorists  approaching  the 
intersection,  the  need  for  signalization  does  not 
appear  to  be  as  pressing  as  that  of  other  sections  of 
Dorchester  and  other  parts  of  the  city  where  much 
more  hazardous  conditions  exist. 

In  accordance  with  the  resources  at  our  disposal 
for  traffic  lights  throughout  the  city  we  are  re- 
stricted by  the  fact  that  the  available  appropri- 
ations do  not  provide  enough  for  us  to  catch  up  on 
all  the  previously  neglected  intersections  which 
need  traffic  lights. 

We  have  been  able  to  install  about  forty  signal 
lights  a  year,  but  we  have  not  yet  completed  the 
program,  which  should  cover  the  most  congested 
and  most  dangerous  intersections. 

We  believe  that  it  is  our  duty  to  provide  for  such 
intersections,  and  with  that  in  mind  it  is  necessarj- 
for  us,  in  many  cases  such  as  this  one,  to  report 
with  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  comply  with  the 
wishes  of  some  petitioners.

INCREASING   PENSIONS   OF   CERTAIN 

EMPLOYEES. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  for  the  acceptance 
of  chapter  781  of  the  Acts  of  1951.     In  the  cities 


which  accept  it,  this  act  authorizes  an  increase 
of  $100  in  the  pensions  or  retirement  allowances 
of  employees  retired  prior  to  November  1,  1940, 
with  1.5  years  of  service  and  now  receiving  less 
than  $2,000  a  year;  and  an  increase  to  $1,200  of 
those  retired  after  25  years  of  service  and  now 
receiving  less  than  $1,200.  It  also  benefits  those 
employees  who  retired  between  October  1,  1946, 
and  November  1,  1949,  and  who  did  not  share  in 
the  three  increases  granted  in  the  last  five  years. 

During  the  last  two  years  I  have  been  very 
much  disturbed  over  the  situation  of  those  retired 
employees  whose  pensions  are  in  the  lower  brackets, 
especially  as  no  halt  .seems  to  be  in  sight  in  the 
rising  cost  of  living. 

Many  of  them  were  retired  on  pensions  that, 
at  the  time  of  retirement,  were  barely  sufficient 
to  meet  their  living  expenses,  and  they  now  find 
that  the  purchasing  power  of  their  pensions  has 
been  materially  reduced. 

Nearly  every  one  would  admit  that  it  is  desira- 
ble and  justifiable  to  increase  these  pensions,  but 
the  pension  legislation  is  such  a  hodgepodge  that 
it  is  extremely  difficult  to  accomplish  it  without 
involving  many  inconsistencies  and  without  too 
much  of  a  burden  on  the  city's  finances. 

While  the  act  submitted  is  not  entirely  free 
from  objections  it  has  the  merit  of  taking  care, 
to  a  large  extent,  of  those  pensioners  who  now 
find  themselves  in  a  precarious  situation  and  pre- 
sents a  fairly  reasonable  step  in  the  solution  of 
the  problem. 

I  feel  assured  that  the  City  Council  and  the 
people  generally  will  agree  that  it  is  incumbent 
on  the  city  to  take  this  action  to  assist  the  pen- 
sioners, and  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the  order 
at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  December  5, 
1951,  concerning  chapter  737  of  the  Acts  of  1951 
entitled  "An  Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston 
to  Pay  a  Sum  of  Money  to  John  Grande." 

I  understand  the  facts  of  the  instant  case  to 
be  as  follows: 

About  4.30  P.M.  on  July  7,  1949,  Anthony 
Grande  was  playing  with  another  boy  on  a  wall 
surrounding  a  schoolyard  wWoh  was  not  then  open 


for  use.  When  he  attempted  to  pa.ss  a  third  boy 
who  was  also  on  the  wall,  the  latter  refused  to  let 
him.  In  an  ensuing  tussle,  both  fell  to  the  ground. 
In  falling,  Anthony  Grande  struck  his  liead  on  the 
|)ayement  of  the  schoolyard  and  sustained  injuries 
which  resulted  in  his  death  two  days  later. 

It  is  well  settled  that  a  municipality  in  this 
('onunonwealth,  even  with  the  .sanction  of  the 
Legislature,  has  no  power  to  bestow  a  gratuit.v 
upon  a  private  individual.  "A  statute  conferring 
such  po\yer  is  uncoimtitutional,  because  it  author- 
izes raising  money  by  taxation  for  the  exclusive 
benefit  of  particular  individuals,  and  appropriates 
mone.v  for  a  private  jjurpose  which  can  only  be 
raised  and  used  for  public  objects."  Mead  v. 
.\cton,  139  Mass.  341,  344.  Compare  Whittaker  c. 
Salera,  21G  Mass.  483,  484-485,  where  it  is  said: 
"However  lueritorious  the  project  may  appear  to 
be  either  in  its  practical  or  ethical  or  sentimental 
aspects,  if  it  is  in  essence  a  gift  to  an  individual 
rather  than  a  furthering  of  the  public  interest, 
mone.v  raised  b.v  taxation  cannot  be  appropriated 
for  it."  Accord,  Matthews  v.  Westborough,  131 
Mass.  521,  522,  and  Jones  r.  Natick,  267  iSIass. 
507,  570. 

It  is  readily  apparent  from  the  facts  recited  above 
that  Anthony  Grande's  death  was  not  directly  or 
indirectly  due  to  any  carelessness  or  negligence  on 
the  part  of  the  city  or  any  of  its  officers  or  em- 
plo.vees,  but  entirely  attributable  to  factors  com- 
l)letely  beyond  the  city's  control.  In  the  circum- 
stances, despite  the  reference  in  the  above-cited 
statute  to  a  moral  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
city,  no  such  moral  obligation  in  fact  exists. 
-Accordingly,  the  above-cited  statute  provides 
merely  for  the  payment  of  a  gratuity  and,  there- 
fore, is  in  my  opinion  unconstitutional.

This  will  acknowledge  your  couununicatioii  of 
December  20,  1951,  relative  to  City  Council  order 
of  December  17,  1951,  "instructing  that  advantage 
be  taken  of  the  federal  government's  plan  for 
fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies  so  that 
Boston's  water  supply  can  be  so  treated,  thus 
cutting  down  tooth  decay  among  the  children  of 
Boston." 

Fluoridation  of  water  supplies  to  municipalities 
has  been  carefully  followed  by  the  Health  Com- 
missioner as  well  as  the  Dental  Director  of  this 
department.  A  topical  study  of  the  application 
of  sodium  fluoride  has  been  carried  out  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  William  H.  Griffin,  the  Dental 
Director,  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health,  and  an  evaluation  of  the 
procedure  is  being  processed  at  present. 

It  is  realized  that  the  Boston  City  Council  is 
aware  that  Boston's  water  supply  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission. A  continued  study  will  be  made  to 
determine  the  value  and  the  desirability  of  recom- 
mending fluoridation  of  the  water  which  is  dis- 
tributed to  Boston  specifically  as  well  as  the 
general  water  supply  to  other  cities  and  towns 
under  the  direction  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission.

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  PubUc  Welfare 
wishes  to  state  that  as  of  November  1,  1951,  by 
action  of  the  State  Legislature,  and  approved  by 
His  Excellency  the  Governor,  a  new  category  of 
relief.  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Dis- 
abled, was  established.  The  details  of  putting 
this  plan  into  operation  plus  a  shortage  of  per- 
sonnel has  slowed  up  the  processing  and  approval 
of  medical  bills  of  Old  Age  Assistance  clients. 

May  I  state  that  by  the  end  of  December  all 
bills  incurred  up  through  November  30,  1951, 
except  in  unusual  cases,  will  be  paid. 

The  Board  of  Overseers  feels  that  you  should 
know  that  all  these  various  changes  in  legislation 
affecting  our  department  do  require  close  attention 
and  very  accurate  figuring  because  of  federal  and 
.state  audits. 

We  shall  endeavor,  as  always,  to  try  to  have  the 
needs  of  humankind  met  as  promptly  and  as 
efficiently  as  possible.

ERNMENT   OF   TITLE   TO   FENCE.

Pursuant  to  orders  adopted  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  April  28,  1941,  and  September  23,  19i6, 
the  City  of  Boston  leased  to  the  United  States 
Government  for  naval  purposes  the  property  in 
East  Boston  known  as  the  North  Ferry  and  also 
that  part  of  Border  street  running  from  the  south- 
westerly side  line  of  Sumner  street  to  the  North 
Ferry  during  the  period  beginning  August  15, 
1941,  and  ending  June  30,  1948,  with  a  provision 
requiring  the  government,  upon  the  termination 
of  the  lease,  to  restore  the  leased  premises  to  the 
same  condition  as  that  existing  at  the  time  the 
government  entered.  While  the  government  was 
in  possession,  it  erected  a  700-foot  fence,  a  pier, 
coal  bins,  and  six  complete  buildings,  to  all  of 
which  the  government  retained  title.  By  an 
order  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July 
19,  1948,  the  Mayor  was  authorized  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  city  to  accept  said  improvements 
in  Ueu  of  restoration  and  to  undertake  to  erect 
.1  300-foot  continuation  of  the  fence — it  being 
then  understood  that  the  government  was  willing 
in  Heu  of  restoration  to  transfer  said  improvements 
to  the  city  provided  that  the  city  erected  such 
a  continuation  of  the  fence. 

The  city  has  erected  the  continuation  of  the 
fence;  but  the  government  has  not  transferred 
the  improvements  because  title  to  the  continuation 
of  the  fence  remains  in  the  city.  As  the  value 
of  the  improvements  is  far  beyond  the  value  of 
the  fence,  it  would  seem  to  be  very  much  in  the 
public  interest  to  transfer  title  to  the  fence  to  the 
government  and  thus  finally  dispose  of  this  long

The  provisions  of  section  16  of  the  City  Charter 
state,  in  substance,  that  no  city  official,  except  in 
the  case  of  an  extreme  emergency  involving  the 
health  or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  property, 
shall  expend  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess 
of  the  appropriations  duly  made  in  accordance 
with  law.  This  section  further  states  that  any 
official  violating  its  provisions  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  or  by  the  assessment  of  a  fine 
not  in  excess  of  .$1,000. 

I  am  calling  this  matter  to  your  attention 
because  the  appropriation  for  Snow  Removal  has 
been  entirely  expended,  but  it  will  be  necessary 
to  expend  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated 
on  this  type  of  service.  It  is  absolutely  essential 
— in  the  interests  of  public  safety — to  plow  and 
remove  snow,  and  sand  and  salt  icy  streets  during 
and  subsequent  to  snow  and  sleet  storms.  This 
department  has  acted  accordingly  to  date,  with 
the  result  that  we  have  expended  in  excess  of  the 
appropriation  and  will  continue  to  expend  further 
sums  between  now  and  the  end  of  the  current 
year,  in  .the  event  that  we  have  any  additional 
storms. 

It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  undersigned 
—as  a  properly  designated  city  official— is  not 
acting  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  section  16, 
because  the  expenditures  are  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  care  of  conditions  involving  the  health  and 
safety  of  the  people  and  their  property.
